Ladies  and  Gentlemen— The  boaril  of  trustees 
of  the  Union  Printers  Home  herewith  submits  a 
detailed  report  of  its  transactions  for  the  year 
ended  May  31,  1920. 

The  report  contains  the  minutes  of  the  meetings 
of  the  c9rporation  and  board  of  trustees,  the  re- 
ports of  standing  committees,  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  treasurer,  and  the  report  of  the  super- 
intendent, the  latter  decument  including  a  brief 
report  from  the  Home  physician. 


BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES— ANNUAL 
MEETING. 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  September  9,  1919. 

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Union  Printers 
Home  met  Tuesday,  September  9,  1919,  at  10  a.  m., 
at  the  Union  Printers  Home  in  the  board  room  of 
the  main  building. 

There  were  present  at  the  session  President 
Marsden  G.  Scott,  Vice-President  Thomas  Mc- 
Caffery,  Secretary-Treasurer  J.  W.  Hays,  Trustees 
Malcolm  A.  Knock,  Michael  Powell,  George  P. 
Nichols  and  William  Mounce. 

On  motion  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays,  Harry 
Ingledue  was  appointed  doorkeeper  for  this  session 
of  the  board. 

On  motion  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays,  the  sec- 
retary was  instructed  to  post  notices  notifying  the 
residents  that  the  board  will  hear  any  complaints 
or  suggestions  on  Thursday  morning,  September 
11,  at  10  o'clock. 

On  motion  the  sec'retary  was  instructed  to  invite 
the  Home  physician  to  appear  before  the  board  on 
Friday  morning,  September  12,  at  10  o'clock. 

The  secretary  presented  to  the  board  several 
communications  which  had  passed  between  himself 
and  Daniel  F.  Angel  end  the  officers  of  New  York 
Typographical  Union  No.  6  regarding  the  conduct 
of  the  Home.  It  being  understood  that  Mr.  Angel 
desired  to  appear  before  the  board  upon  this  sub- 
ject, a  motion  was  made  by  Trustee  Powell  that 
Mr.  Angel  be  invited  to  appear  before  the  board 
in  regard  to  his  charges,  and  that  the  superintend- 
ent and  matron  of  the  Home  also  appear  before  the 
board  in  order  that  the  board  might  ascertain 
whether  a  further  investigation  was  necessary. 

This  motion  was  adopted  and  the  secretary  was 
directed  to  notify  Mr.  Angel  that  the  hour  of  10 
o'clock,  Thursday  morning,  September  11,  had 
been  appointed  as  the  time  at  which  complaints  and 
suggestions  would  be  received  from  the  residents 
of  the  Home,  and  that  the  complaint  which  he  had 
filed  would  be  given  consideration  at  that  time; 
Mr.  Angel  to  be  invited  to  appear  before  the  board 
at  that  time  if  he  so  desired.

The  following  report  was  submitted  by  Superin- 
tendent Daley: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  .September  8,  1919. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  Union  Printers  Home: 
Gentlemen — Herewith  I  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  report  of  the  business 
transactions  of  the  Home  since  the  meeting  of  the 
finance  committee,  March  31  to  April  5,  1919,  in- 
clusive, together  with  recommendations.  All  im- 
portant matters  pertaining  to  the  Home  from  June 
1,  1918,  to  March  31,  1919,  were  reported  to  the 
finance  committee,  and  as  copies  of  the  proceedinKS 
of  the  meeting  were  furnished  to  the  trustees,  I  do 
not  believe  it  necessary  to  go  over  these  matters 
again  at  this  time. 

1.  One  twenty-five-gallon  and  one  fifteen-gallon 
Wear-Ever  aluminum  kettle  were  purchased,  the 
former  for  use  in  the  main  kitchen,  and  the  latter 
being  used  in  the  bakeshop.  The  total  cost  was 
$251.  The  three  small  copper  kettles  were  sent  to 
the  factory  of  the  Wrought  Iron  Range  Company 
to  be  disposed  of  to  the  best  advantage.  This  com- 
pany has  recently  sent  us  a  credit  slip  of  $50  for 
the  kettles. 

2.  An  iron  railing  was  built  on  the  roof  of  the 
sleeping  porch  on  the  east  side  of  the  main  build- 
ing, which  converted  about  fifty  feet  of  the  roof 
into  an  open  porch  for  the  female  residents  of  the 
Home. 

3.  The  usual  tourist  advertisements  were  in- 
serted in  the  Colorado  Springs  Gazette  and  Tele- 
graph from  June  to  September,  at  a  cost  of  $55 
per  month.  No  doubt  hundreds  of  visitors  were 
attracted  to  the  Home  through  these  advertise- 
ments. 

4.  The  metal  ceiling  in  the  laundry,  authorized 
by  the  finance  committee,  has  not  yet  been  in- 
stalled, but  we  expect  to  have  this  work  completed 
in  the  near  future. 

5.  We  were  not  successful  in  raising  the  nurn- 
ber  of  chickens  expected  this  year,  and  for  this 
reason  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  defer  the  building 
of  additional  houses  at  a  cost  of  $800  until  a  later 
date.  I  trust  that  my  action  in  this  matter  will 
meet  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

6.  It  has  been  impossible  up  to  date  to  purchase 
canvas  wide  enough  to  cover  tents  that  need  re- 
pairing. However,  the  goods  have  been  ordered 
and  the  tents  will  be  given  attention  as  soon  as 
possible. 

7.  As  authorized  by  the  finance  committee. 
Trustee  McCafTery  and  the  superintendent  revised 
the  booklet  which  it  has  been  customary  to  give 
visitors,  and  brought  the  same  up  to  date.  Five 
thousand  booklets  were  printed,  more  than  half  of 
which  were  distributed  during  July  and  August. 

8.  As  authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees,  five 
hundred  books,  containing  the  new  rules  providing 
the  penalties  for  violations  of  Home  rules  were 
printed  and  distributed.  "Home  ground"  rules 
were  also  made  for  sanatorium  residents  and  also 
for  main  building  residents  who  have  been  disci- 
plined. The  following  rules  have  been  posted  in 
the  several  departments  of  the  Home: 

"residence  grounds. 

"For  the  information  and  guidance  of  residents, 
and  in  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by 
the  board  of  trustees  and  the  provisions  of  rule  28, 
the  following  described  territory  shall  comprise  the 
residence  grounds  of  the  Union  Printers  Home: 

"Beginning  at  the  northwest  corner  of  the  line 
fence  of  the  Home  grounds;  thence  running  south 
to  fence  separating  alfalfa  field  and  pasture  land; 
thence  east  to  lane  or  roadway  east  of  alfalfa 
field;  thence  north  to  fence  on  the  north  side  of 
the  Home  grounds;  thence  west  to  the  place  of  be- 
ginning. John  C.  Daley, 

"May  5.  1919.  Superintendent." 
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9.  In  accordance  with  the  rule  adopted  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  resolution  No.  10,  page  145,  of 
the  book  of  laws  of  the  International  Typograph- 
ical Union,  has  been  enforced  in  the  case  of  mem- 
bers of  New  York,  Philadelphia.  Chicago,  Cincin- 
nati and  Houston  Unions  who  are  residents  of  the 
Home.  All  of  the  above  unions  pay  pensions  to 
their  members  at  the  Home,  and  under  the  rule, 
are  not  entitled  to  pensions  from  the  Home  fund. 

10.  As  directed  by  the  finance  committee,  Nulen 
C.  Stoops  was  returned  to  Washington,  D.  C,  and 
Charles  C.  Johnstone  was  returned  to  Kansas  City, 
Mo.,  at  the  expense  of  their  respective  unions. 
One  of  these  gentlemen  was  physically  helpless, 
while  the  other  was  mentally  unbalanced,  and  could 
not  be  cared  for  at  the  Home. 

11.  While  the  finance  committee  was  in  session 
in  April  a  Fordson  tractor  was  purchased,  after  a 
demonstration  which  proved  a  success.  About 
eighty-five  acres  of  ground  were  planted  in  corn 
for  ensilage,  and  ten  acres  in  vegetables  of  various 
kinds.    The  tractor  is  a  time  and  money  saver. 

12.  A  corn  cutter  and  binder  was  purchased  at 
a  cost  of  $170.  A  cultivator  was  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  $60.  An  ensilage  cutter  was  purchased  at 
a  cost  of  $336.30. 

13.  A  250-ton  glazed  hollow  tile  silo,  costing 
$1,310,  has  been  erected.  This  silo  is  reputed  to 
be  one  of  the  best  in  this  section  of  the  state.  As 
we  are  about  to  harvest  our  crop,  the  board  of 
trustees  will  have  an  opportuity  to  witness  the 
new  machinery  in  operation  and  to  pass  judgment 
thereon. 

14.  A  thirty-foot  addition  was  built  on  to  the 
implement  shed.  This  addition  is  necessary  to 
house  the  new  implements  purchased  this  year. 
A  fifty-foot  corral  was  also  built  on  the  east  side 
of  the  bull  pen.  These  improvements  were  made 
at  a  cost  of  $260. 

15.  Under  the  head  of  general  repairs,  all  car- 
penter work,  plumbing,  electric  work  and  painting 
necessary  to  keep  the  buildings  in  proper  condition 
was  taken  care  of  during  the  year. 

16.  During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary  to 
increase  salaries  in  nearly  all  departments  of  the 
Home.    The  average  increase  was  11  per  cent. 

17.  The  board  of  trustees  authorized  the  super- 
intendent to  expend  not  to  exceed  $50  during  the 
year  for  medical  books  and  magazines.  The  fol- 
lowing were  purchased  on  request  of  the  medical 


director :

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  The  finance  committee  instructed  the  resident 
trustee  and  the  superintendent  to  have  an  estimate 
made  as  to  the  cost  of  a  duplication  of  the  super- 
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intendent's  cottage,  this  estimate  to  be  presented 
to  the  board  of  trustees  at  its  annual  meeting.  It 
is  impossible,  at  this  time,  to  purchase  stone,  as 
the  quarry  is  closed  and  the  owner,  Mr.  Hatha- 
way, states  that  the  quarry  would  not  be  reopened 
unless  tliere  were  prospects  of  a  big  job  in  the 
near  future.  So  far  as  I  know,  the  prospects  for 
a  "big  job"  in  this  locality  in  the  near  future  are 
very  remote.  The  Home  s  master  mechanic  esti- 
mates that  a  frame  cottage  or  bungalow  would 
cost  $6,000.  I  believe  that  the  Home  physician 
should  have  a  residence  on  the  grounds  so  that  he 
could  be  summoned  in  the  shortest  possible  time  in 
case  of  an  emergency,  especially  during  the  night. 

I  recommend  that  the  board  authorize  the  erec- 
tion of  a  cottage  for  the  resident  physician. 

2.  I  recommend  that  moving  picture  shows  and 
other  entertainments  be  given,  as  has  been  our 
custom,  beginning  in  October  and  ending  in 
March,  the  expense  not  to  exceed  the  sum  ex- 
pended for  this  purpose  last  year. 

3.  It  has  been  customary  to  have  the  Christmas 
menu  printed  and  copies  sent  to  secretaries  of  lo- 
cal unions  in  addition  to  giving  one  to  each  resi- 
dent of  the  Home.  These  menus  are  usually  pre- 
served as  souvenirs,  , 

I  recommend  that  the  custom  be  followed  this 
year. 

4.  The  Home  automobile  has  been  in  constant 
use  for  three  years,  and  has  reached  the  stage 
where  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  considerable 
money  in  the  near  future  to  keep  it  in  repair.  If 
it  is  traded  in  this  year  we  can  get  a  fair  price  for 
it.  A  year  hence  it  will  be  worthless. 

I  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  machine, 
the  old  one  to  be  turned  in  as  part  payment, 

5.  The  fence  on  the  west  of  the  Home  property 
has  been  removed  to  the  boundary  line  of  the  land 
purchased  last  year.  Inasmuch  as  the  fence  on  the 
north  side  of  the  newly-acquired  land  is  to  be  a 
permanent  one,  the  resident  trustee  and  superin- 
tendent deemed  it  advisable  to  postpone  this  work 
until  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

I  recommend  the  erection  of  an  ornamental 
fence  to  conform  with  the  present  fence  at  en- 
trance to  gateway.  I  am  submitting  blue  print  for 
your  consideration. 

6.  The  enclosed  waiting  station  near  the  main 
entrance  became  so  objectionable  that  it  was  nec- 
essary to  remove  it.  I  believe,  however,  that  there 
ought  to  be  some  sort  of  shelter  from  sun  and 
rain  for  persons  who  have  to  wait  for  street  cars. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  structure,  similar  to 
the  summer  house  on  the  croquet  grounds,  be 
erected.  It  is  estimated  that  such  a  house  would 
cost  $250. 

7.  The  Home  is  in  need  of  a  manure  spreader 
for  use  on  the  farms  and  lawns.  These  machines 
cost  approximately  $225. 

I  recommend  the  purchase  of  one  of  these  ma- 
chines. 

8.  Under  date  of  August  22,  1919,  I  sent  the 
following  letter  to  John  D.  Farrell,  a  resident  of 
the  main  building: 

"August  22,  1919. 
"John  D.  Farrell,  Resident  Main  Building: 

"Dear  Sir — Doctor  Giese  has  furnished  me  with 
the  following  statement  in  regard  to  your  condi- 
tion: *0n  examination  of  John  D.  Farrell,  we  find 
that  he  is  suffering  from  a  chronic  colitis,  with 
adhesions,  which  can  probably  be  relieved  only 
by  operation,  which  offers  only  little  hope.  We 
consider  that  his  condition  is  not  of  such  nature, 
however,  as  to  incapacitate  him  for  work  at  the 
printing  trade.* 

"In  accordance  with  rule  49,  book  of  rules, 
Union  Printers  Home,  you  are  hereby  notified  to 
vacate  within  seven  days. 

"If  you  desire  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the 
board  of  trustees,  please  notify  me  at  once  and 
furnish  me  with  a  copy  of  letter  to  the  board  in 
order  that  I  may  reply  to  same.  I  am  enclosing 
herewith  copy  of  book  of  rules.

Hawkins,  I  find  him  suffering  from  old  cerebral 
hemorrhage  with  left  hemiplegia,  and  contracture 
of  left  arm  and  leg.  He  is  moderately  despondent 
and  has  thought  of  suicide,  rather  in  a  way  of  its 
justification;  thinks,  however,  he  is  too  much  of 
a  coward  to  attempt  it.  There  is  no  chance  for 
improvement  in  this  paralysis. 

"Mr.  Hawkins  is  not  entirely  helpless,  but  very 
nearly  so.

I  recommend  that  these  cases  be  given  consider- 
ation at  this  meeting. 

11.  The  following  letter  was  received  from 
John  D.  Dingell,  a  former  resident  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home:

Home,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.: 

"Dear  Mr.  Daley — In  reference  to  our  recent 
discourse  in  your  office,  permit  me  to  say  that  I 
would  appreciate  any  effort  by  you  in  my  behalf  in 
obtaining  for  me  an  audience  before  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Union  Printers  Home. 

"I  am  particularly  anxious  to  make  known  to  the 
board  my  plans  in  full  for  building  the  proposed 
waiting  station  on  the  land  adjacent  to  the  street 
car  loop.  Since  the  sixth  instant,  the  date  of  our 
interview,  certain  things  have  come  to  pass  per- 
mitting my  plans  to  crystallize.  I  am  in  a  position,' 
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financially,  to  go  ahead  on  the  project  with  very 
little  delay  following  a  favorable  decision  by  the 
governing  body  of  the  Home. 

"I  trust  you  will  extend  the  graces  of  your  good 
offices  in  obtaining  for  me  the  above-asked  favor.

I  recommend  that  Mr.  Dingell  be  given  an  op- 
portunity to  appear  before  the  board  to  explain  his 
proposition.

Recommendation  No.  9 — The  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  invite  Mr.  Needham  to  appear  before 
the  board  on  Friday  morning,  the  _12th,  at  which 
time  consideration  would  be  given  his  complaint. 

Recommendation  No.  10 — The  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  invite  Mr.  Hawkins  to  appear  before 
the  board  on  Friday  morning,  the  12th,  at  which 
time  his  complaint  would  be  taken  up  with  the 
Home  physician. 

Recommendation  No.  11 — The  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  notify  Mr.  Dingell  that  the  superin- 
tendent had  advised  the  board  of  his  plans,  and 
that  the  board  is  opposed  to  the  erection  of  any- 
thing around  the  entrance  to  the  Home,  and  will 
use  its  utmost  endeavors  to  prevent  such  a  building 
being  established  at  the  entrance  to  the  institution. 

The  question  of  the  disposition  of  the  sum  of 
$1,104.04  with  accumulated  interest  that  had  been 
left  to  the  Home  by  Julius  Theodor  Engler  was 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  board  by  President 
Scott,  the  matter  having  been  laid  over  from  the 
meeting  of  the  finance  committee. 

Trustee  Nichols  made  the  motion  that  the  sum 
mentioned  be  placed  in  the  Home  fund.  This  mo- 
tion was  defeated. 

Trustee  Powell  moved  that  this  sum  be  placed 
in  the  endowment  fund,  and  that  this  should  apply 
to  all  other  bequests  of  a  similar  nature,  unless 
otherwise  specified.  This  metion  was  adopted. 

The  secretary  read  a  letter  from  A.  Caminetti, 
commissioner  general  of  immigration,  regarding 
the  bond  that  had  been  deposited  with  the  United 
States  government  guaranteeing  that  foreign  resi- 
dents coming  to  the  Home  would  not  become  public 
charges  in  this  country. 

On  motion  the  president  and  secretary  were  au- 
thorized to  take  the  question  up  and  make  such 
amendments  as  might  be  necessary  in  the  bond  to 
protect  the  members  coming  from  foreign  coun- 
tries. 

The  secretary  read  a  communication  from  the 
secretary  of  San  Antonio  Typographical  Union 
No.  172  stating  that  the  donations  that  had  been 
paid  to  the  members  of  No.  172,  residents  of  the 


Home,  had  been  stopped.  The  letters  were  sent  to 
the  secretary  by  Superintendent  Daley,  who  asked 
for  instructions  thereon.  On  motion  the  letter  was 
referred  to  the  committee  on  rules. 

Secretary  Hays  read  the  appeal  of  Jeremiah  R. 
Haley  from  his  expulsion  from  the  Home  by  the 
superintendent,  and  the  superintendent's  reply 
thereto. 

On  motion  of  Secretary  Hays  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  notify  Mr.  Haley  that  his  appeal 
would  be  given  consideration  by  the  board  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  September  11. 

A  communication  received  from  Charles  Fergu- 
son was  laid  over,  to  be  taken  up  when  Doctor 
Giese  appeared  before  the  board. 

The  secretary  read  the  following  communication 
from  Bernard  M.  Nees,  a  former  resident  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home: 

Annapolis,  Md.,  August  4,  1919. 
J.  W.  Hays,  Indianapolis,  Ind. : 

Dear  Mr.  Hays — I  have  recently  returned  from 
a  term  of  residence  at  the  Home,  and  I  was  so 
well  pleased  with  the  treatment  I  received  there 
and  so  much  benefited  in  health  that  I  feel  I 
should  tell  the  members  of  our  great  organization 
something  about  my  trip  there,  and  am  enclosing 
an  article  which  I  wish  you  would  publish  in  The 
Journal,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  escape  your 
blue  pencil  and  waste  basket. 

I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  way  in  which  you 
handled  my  interests,  and  I  wish  you  would  ex- 
tend my  appreciation  to  the  admission  board  and 
the  financial  board  for  their  kindness  and  strict 
attention  to  business. 

The  Home  is  a  splendid  institution  and  its  man- 
agement is  in  good  hands,  but  it  is  not  as  gener- 
ally appreciated  as  it  should  be  by  the  members 
of  the  International  Typographical  Union,  and  I 
trust  the  article  I  have  written  will  stimulate  the 
members  to  some  extent.

William  Mounce,  New  York  City: 

Dear  Mr.  Mounce — Having  recently  vacated  the 
Union  Printers  Home  to  go  to  work,  I  feel  that  I 
owe  it  to  you  as  trustee  of  that  great  institution 
to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  splendid 
care  which  I  received  during  my  thirty-seven 
months'  residence  there,  which  has  resulted  in  put- 
ting me  in  condition  to  be  again  self-supporting. 
I  wish  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  very  efficient 
superintendent,  matron,  physicians  and  nurses, 
upon  the  present  stalf  of  employes,  whose  conscien- 
tious work  merits  the  highest  praise. 

I  wish  to  make  a  few  comments  on  the  Home. 
In  the  first  place,  it  is  scrupulously  clean — bed- 
rooms, halls,  lavatories,  bathrooms,  assembly  room, 
library  and  dining  room.  The  meals  are  well  pre- 
pared; there  is  a  good  variety  and  abundant  quan- 
tity served  promptly  by  civil  and  accommodating 
employes.  The  bed  linen  and  towels  are  regularly 
changed.  The  laundering  is  regularly  and  properly 
attended  to,  as  is  also  the  mending  of  clothing  and 
shoes.  There  is  plenty  of  hot  water  for  bathing 
and  shaving  at  practically  all  hours  of  the  day.  A 
competent  and  courteous  barber  is  on  duty  eight 
hours  daily,  except  Sundays  and  holidays.  A  physi- 
cian or  nurse  is  always  on  call  in  case  of  need. 
All  of  these  things  do  not  happen  of  themselves, 
but  represent  constant  thought  and  work  on  the 
part  of  the  superintendent  and  matron. 
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I  consider  tlie  Home  the  most  wonderful  institu- 
lion  in  (he  world.  There  :ire  m.iny  otlier  somewhat 
similar  institutions,  especially  those  maintained  by 
fraternal  orders,  such  as  the  Masons,  Odd  I-ellows, 
Elks,  eic,  but  as  far  as  I  can  learn  all  they  pro- 
vide is  food,  clothing  and  shekel,  with,  of  course, 
medical  attention  in  serious  cases.  The  Modern 
Woodmen  have  a  fine  institution  near  Colorado 
Springs,  but  they  only  provide  food,  shelter  and 
medical  attention— a  man  must  furnish  his  own 
clothing  and  pay  his  barber  and  laundry  bills,  and 
if  he  is  not  cured  in  nine  months  he  must  leave, 
anyway.  The  Union  Printers  Home,  in  addition 
to  providing  food,  clothing  and  shelter,  also  pro- 
vides the  best  available  medical  and  surgical  care, 
dentistry,  the  services  of  a  barber  twice  a  week,  a 
library  of  over  10,000  books,  daily  papers  from  all 
parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  periodicals 
and  magazines,  regular  weekly  entertainments 
throughout  the  winter  months,  as  well  as  some  spe- 
cial ones,  picnics  and  outings  in  the  summer,  and 
fifty  cents  a  week  pocket  money.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  the  sanatorium  patients,  who  are  restricted 
for  their  own  good,  a  resident  can  come  and  go  as 
he  likes  up  to  10:15  p.  m. — does  not  have  to  go  to 
the  superintendent  for  permission  to  leave  the 
grounds,  as  is  the  case  in  some  other  institutions. 

If  there  is  another  institution  in  the  world  which 
does  as  much  for  those  entrusted  to  its  care  I 
would  like  to  find  out  where  it  is.  And,  most  won- 
derful of  all,  this  Home  which  I  have  been  trying 
to  describe  is  conducted  by  an  organization  of 
working  men  and  women.

William  Mounce,  New  York  City: 

Dear  Mr,  Mounce — I  have  no  objection  to  your 
giving  my  letter  the  widest  publicity  possible,  as  I 
have  expressed  myself  to  the  same  effect  to  scores 
of  people  with  whom  I  have  discussed  the  Home, 
and  I  defy  any  one  to  disprove  anything  I  said  m 
it.  I  have  often  thought  that  most  of  the  fault- 
finders among  the  residents  are  to  a  certain  extent 
insane  from  old  age,  dissipation  and  disease  (in- 
cluding homesickness,  which  is  really  a  disease 
with  some).  Then,  again,  a  good  percentage  of 
those  who  come  to  the  Home  are  men  who  have 
led  a  very  independent  life;  during  their  active 
years  if  they  didn't  like  their  Job,  they  put  on 
their  coat  and  quit;  if  they  didn't  like  their  board- 
ing-house, they  did  the  same;  if  they  didn't  like  a 
town,  they  traveled  elsewhere.  Such  men  find  any 
rules  and  regulations  irksome,  but  the  Home  could 
not  be  run  without  rules  and  regulations. 

Then,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  there  is  a  smaller  per- 
centage of  what  might  be  called  the  "riff-raff"  of 
the  trade,  who  naturally  gravitate  to  the  Home, 
They  have  not  been  accustomed  to  much  courtesy, 
and  when  they  are  received  kindly  and  courteously 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Daley,  the  physicians,  nurses  and 
other  employes,  they  get  the  "swelled  head"  and 
imagine  themselves  privileged  characters  and  in 
some  cases  appoint  themselves  sort  of  assistant  su- 
perintendents. When  they  get  "called  down"  for 
such  conduct  they  become  peeved  and  start  jn  to 
criticize.  I  have  heard  some  of  the  most  childish 
criticisms  from  grown  men  during  my  residence  at 
the  Home  that  I  ever  heard  in  my  life.  I  notice 
that  they  invariably  make  general  charges — things 
are  "rotten,"  but  when  you  ask  them  to  specify 
v/hat  is  rotten  and  when  it  was  rotten  and  how  it 
was  rotten  they  become  angry  and  give  you  no 
facts.  Then  there  are  others  who  have  been  dis- 
ciplined for  breaking  the  rules — especially  for  in- 
toxication when  Colorado  was  "wet."  I  remember 
one  case.  He  was  a  man  in  the  prime  of  life  and 
his  ailment  was,  without  much  doubt,  the  result  of 
alcoholism.  For  continued  violation  of  the  rules 
Mr,  Daley  would  have  been  justified  in  expelling 
him,  but  he  did  not  do  so.  This  man,  to  my  knowl- 
edge, never  lost  an  opportunity  to  "knock"  Mr. 
Daley  and  the  Home  management,  especially  to 
new  residents,  and  no  doubt  helped  to  sow  the 


seed*  of  dissension  among  many.  He  recently  va- 
cated.   Among  the  men  to  whom  he  knocked  the 

Home  was  a  man  frrjin  his  (jwn  part  of  the  coun- 
try who  was  aflmitted  to  the  main  building  but 
who  was  sicker  than  he  appeared.  Owing  to^  hii 
mind  having  been  poisoned  Ijy  this  "knocker,  he 
was  afraid  to  go  to  the  doctors,  and  kept  getting 
worse,  and  had  to  be  put  in  the  hospital,  where  he 
still  is,  while  if  he  had  gone  to  the  doctor  j>romptly 
he  might  have  been  saved  all  that  suffering.  Up 
to  the  time  I  left  the  Home  there  had  not  been  a 
death  of  a  regular  main  building  resident  for 
twenty-three  months.  There  was  not  a  case  of 
influenza  among  the  Home  residents,  although  10 
per  cent  of  the  population  of  Colorado  Springs  and 
the  adjacent  territory  had  it.  What  better  testi- 
monial could  you  ask  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Home 
management?        Fraternally  yours,

with  Vice-President  McCaffery  in  the  chair.

Scott  had  been  called  to  Denver  because  of  scale 
difficulties  in  that  city  and  would  not  be  able  to 
attend  this  day's  conference. 

The  first  matter  taken  up  was  the  complaint  of 
Daniel  F.  Angel  against  the  management  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home,  and  Mr.  Angel  appeared 
before  the  board. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  read  the  following 
communication :

To  the   Officers  and   Members   of  Typographical 
Union  No.  6: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen — I  hereby  prefer  charges 
against  John  C.  Daley,  superintendent  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home;  Mrs.  Daley,  matron,  and 
Miss  Riley,  housekeeper,  and  specify  the  following 
acts  intended  to  humiliate,  degrade  and  exasperate 
me  on  my  return  to  said  Home  from  a  furlough 
on  May  1,  1919: 

1,  Approaching  the  Home  office,  carrying  a 
heavy  suitcase,  I  observed  Miss  Riley,  house- 
keeper, coming  down  front  entrance  of  building, 
and  walk  toward  me.  I  crossed  to  pavilion  on  a 
path  alongside  flower  beds,  entered  pavilion  and 
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hurried  upstairs  to  a  toilet.  I  heard  Miss  Riley 
enter  lower  floor  of  pavilion  and  call  out  in  a  loud 
and  insulting  voice:"  "Where's  that  man  Angel? 
Where's  that  man  with  the  black  suitcase?"  I 
hurried  downstairs  and  before  I  had  a  chance  to 
say  a  word  Miss  Riley  insolently  said:  "You  go 
to  the  office."  I  said  nothing  in  reply  and  pro- 
ceeded immediately  to  Home  office. 

2.  A  few  minutes  after  I  entered  office  Superin- 
tendent Daley  appeared  at  bookkeeper's  window. 
He  had  a  sheet  of  paper  in  his  hand.  He  took  his 
eyes  off  the  paper  long  enough  to  say,  in  an  inso- 
lent tone  of  voice:  "You  want  to  see  me?"^  I 
replied  that  I  presumed  it  was  customary  to  notify 
him  on  a  return  from  a  furlough.  He  paid  not  the 
slightest  attention  to  me,  but  continued  looking  at 
paper.  I  requested  to  be  placed  in  one  of  the  va- 
cant tents.  He  glanced  up  and  snarled  out:  "We 
give  out  tents  as  we  see  fit."  "I  would  like  to 
have  one,"  was  my  reply.  "Go  to  the  drugroom 
and  you  will  be  placed,"  he  retorted.  I  proceeded 
to  drugroom.  A  nurse  informed  me  it  would  be 
half  an  hour  before  doctor  arrived.  I  stepped  over 
to  the  solarium  and  was  greeting  several  residents 
and  talking  with  them  for  about  ten  minutes  when 
I  heard  a  sneering,  sarcastic  voice  say:  "Oh, 
you're  back,  are  you?"  I  turned  in  surprise  and 
found  Mrs.  Daley  had  come  in  a  door  behind  me 
and  addressed  me  thus.  I  replied:  "Yes,  ma'am, 
I  am  here."  She  then  insultingly  and  insolently 
said:  "Go  over  to  drugroom,  right  away.  The 
doctor  and  Mr.  Daley  are  waiting  for  you."  I  in- 
formed her  that  I  had  been  told  ten  minutes  before 
that  it  would  be  about  half  an  hour  before  I  could 
see  doctor.   I  then  went  to  drugroom. 

3.  Entering  the  drugroom  hall  I  observed  Su- 
perintendent Daley  and  Doctor  Giese  in  conversa- 
tion. Superintendent  Daley  walked*  away  and  Doc- 
tor Giese  informed  me  my  bed  would  be  No.  6  on 
the  porch  (floor  not  specified).  I  remarked:  "Doc- 
tor, I  don't  think  I  would  care  to  go  on  the 
porch."  Doctor  Giese  then  looked  at  a  card  on 
the  wall  and  said:  "It  is  bed  No.  6  in  the  pavil- 
ion." "Which  wing  of  the  pavilion?"  I  asked. 
'The  west  wing,"  said  the  doctor,  as  he  pompously 
closed  the  door  and  the  interview. 

4.  I  proceeded  to  bed  No.  6,  west  wing,  found 
it  had  been  stripped  to  the  mattress,  and  was  told 
that  the  mattress  had  not  been  sterilized,  steamed 
or  fumigated,  as  is  customary  when  bed  is  vacated. 

5.  Dinner  bell  was  now  ringing  and  I  entered 
the  dining  room  and  was  about  to  sit  down  at  place 
I  formerly  was  assigned  to  up  to  March  11,  when 
a  waitress  intercepted  me  and  said:  "Mrs.  Daley 
has  given  special  orders  that  you  be  placed  over 
there,"  indicating  another  part  of  dining  room.  I 
immediately  left  dining  room  and  secured  hotel 
accommodations  elsewhere. 

6.  I  charge  that  food  was  of  poor  quality  and 
poorly  cooked  from  January  14  to  March  10,  1919, 
and  that  sausage  was  frequently  served  which  was 
sickening  to  taste;  that  corned  beef  and  cabbage 
was  served  which  was  so  full  of  salt  and  preserv- 
ing matter  that  it  was  uneatable;  that  beans,  chili 
con  carne,  hash  and  cereals  full  of  black  specks 
were  served;  that  cereals  left  over  from  previous 
meals  were  put  in  soup  next  day  and  later,  spoiling 
what  originally  might  have  been  good  in  said  soup. 
I  charge  that  coffee  used  was  of  worst  quality  or 
contained  adulteration.  Daniel  F.  Angel.

Dear  Mr.  Hays — The  following  is  a  reply  to 
charges  made  against  John  C.  Daley,  superintend- 


ent of  the  Union  Printers  Home,  Mrs.  Daley, 
matron,  and  Miss  Riley,  housekeeper,  by  Daniel 
F.  Angel,  formerly  a  resident  of  the  Home  from 
New  York  Union  No.  6: 

We  deny  emphatically  that  any  of  our  acts  were 
intended  to  "humiliate,  degrade  and  exasperate" 
Mr.  Angel  on  his  return  to  the  Home  from  a  fur- 
lough on  May  1,  1919. 

In  paragraph  2  of  Mr.  Angel's  charges  he  makes 
an  attempt  to  show  that  my  attitude  toward  hint 
was  anything  but  what  it  should  have  been.  He 
deliberately  twists  our  conversation  to  suit  him- 
self. The  facts  in  the  case  are  these: 

At  the  time  Mr.  Angel  reported  to  the  business 
office  I  was  in  my  private  office  transacting  busi- 
ness with  a  salesman.  One  of  the  office  girls  came 
in  and  informed  me  that  Mr.  Angel  was  in  the 
outer  office  and  wished  to  see  me.  Several  min- 
utes later  I  went  up  to  the  bookkeeper's  desk  in 
the  business  office,  and  after  speaking  to  one  of 
three  men  who  were  waiting  to  see  me  (these  men 
were  standing  in  front  of  the  desk)  I  addressed 
Mr.  Angel,  who  was  sitting  on  a  bench  in  the 
lobby  of  the  business  office,  in  this  manner:  "Mr. 
Angel,  do  you  want  to  see  me?"  He  arose  and 
walked  over  to  the  desk,  and  said,  "Yes,  I  am 
back,"  to  which  I  replied,  "I  see  you  are." 

In  his  charges  he  says  that  I  continued  looking 
at  a  paper  which  I  had  been  reading.  As  Mr.  Angel 
stood  sideways,  with  his  eyes  centered  on  the  floor 
practically  all  of  the  time  during  our  brief  con- 
versation, I  do  not  believe  he  was  in  position  to 
see  what  I  was  doing.  I  had  my  eyes  centered  on 
him  all  the  time  I  talked  to  him.  Angel  said, 
"Before  I  left  here  I  talked  with  the  doctor  about 
a  tent.  I  understand  there  is  one  vacant.  Can  I 
have  it?"  I  replied,  "Not  unless  the  doctor  says 
so.  The  patients  don't  have  the  say  as  to  where 
they  will  stay;  that  is  a  matter  for  the  doctors  to 
decide."  Angel  then  said,  "I  thought  you  kept  a 
list  of  those  who  wanted  tents  and  gave  them  out 
according  to  priority."  I  replied,  "No,  sir,  there 
are  a  number  of  men  who  would  like  tents,  but 
tl:ey  don't  get  them."  He  then  asked  where  we 
were  going  to  put  him,  and  I  told  him  to  report  to 
the  drugroom  and  he  would  be  assigned  to  a  bed 
in  the  pavilion  unless  the  doctor  decided  to  put 
him  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Angel  went  to  the  drugroom.  He  was  told 
that  the  doctor  had  not  yet  arrived,  and  he  (An- 
gel) left  the  building,  going,  as  I  later  learned,  to 
the  solarium. 

I  went  to  the  drugroom,  and,  looking  on  the 
room  register,  told  one  of  the  nurses  that  she  could 
assign  Mr.  Angel  to  bed  No.  6  in  the  west  wing 
of  the  pavilion.   I  then  left  the  drugroom. 

Later  on  I  again  had  occasion  to  go  to  the  drug- 
room  and  found  Doctor  Giese  in  the  office.  I  told 
the  doctor  that  Mr.  Angel  had  returned  from  his 
furlough,  and  told  him  of  the  conversation  I  had 
with  Angel  with  reference  to  a  tent.  After  looking 
over  Mr.  Angel's  chart,  the  doctor  said  that  the 
pavilion  was  the  place  for  him,  as  he  had  a  good 
chance  for  a  cure  or  an  arrest  of  the  disease.  He 
said  he  did  not  want  Angel  in  a  tent.  Then  I  told 
the  doctor  that  bed  No.  6  in  the  pavilion  was  va- 
cant and  he  could  put  him  there.  After  I  left  the 
drugroom  Doctor  Giese  saw  Angel  and  told  him 
he  was  to  have  bed  No.  6  in  the  west  wing  of  the 
pavilion.  The  doctor  later  reported  to  me  that 
Angel  had  said,  "I  will  not  go  there."  The  doctor 
left  him  without  further  comment. 

In  paragraph  4  Angel  complains  about  the  bed 
being  stripped  to  the  mattress,  etc.  There  was 
nothing  unusual  or  strange  about  this,  as  all  beds 
in  the  pavilion  are  always  stripped  when  unoccu- 
pied, and  are  not  again  dressed  until  given  out  to 
patients.  The  bed  complained  of  would  have  been 
dressed  long  before  Mr.  Angel  would  have  been 
ready  to  use  it.  The  beds  are  always  sterilized 
whenever  necessary,  and  this  case  was  no  excep- 
tion to  the  rule. 

In  paragraph  5  Mr.  Angel  would  have  us  believe 
that  the  waitress  told  him  what  Mrs.  Daley  said, 
and  that  he  said  nothing;  but  he  misquotes  both 
the  waitress  and  Mrs.  Daley.  This  is  the  real  story 
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of  Angel's  entrance  into  the  dining  room,  also  his 
exit: 

He  went  into  the  dining  room  and  started  to 
take  the  seat  he  occupied  before  leaving  the  Home 
on  furlough.  The  head  dining-room  girl  said,  You 
can  not  sit  there,  as  that  seat  is  taken."  He  asked, 
"Where  will  I  sit?"  The  girl  pointed  to  a  table 
and  said,  "You  are  to  sit  at  that  table."  His  replv 
was,  "I  will  not  sit  there."  The  girl  then  said, 
"These  are  Mrs.  Daley's  orders."  He  waved  his 
hands  in  the  air  and  said,  "Orders  or  no  orders,  I 
will  not  sit  there,"  and  he  then  left  the  dining 
room.  ,  ,    ,  1 

Shortly  after  the  dinner  hour  he  left  the  grounds 
by  way  of  the  side  gate,  carrying  his  baggage  with 

^*Tt  will  be  noticed  that  "special  orders"  from 
Mrs.  Daley  does  not  appear  in  the  conversation 
between  the  waitress  and  Angel. 

If  a  man  is  on  a  furlough,  especially  a  sanato- 
rium patient,  for  more  than  a  week,  we  do  not 
reserve  his  bed  or  place  at  the  table  in  the  dining 
room  if  we  think  it  advisable  to  put  another  pa- 
tient in  the  bed  or  at  the  place  at  the  table.  Fre- 
quently sanatorium  patients  return  from  furloughs 
in  such  condition  that  it  is  necessary  to  keep  them 
in  bed  in  the  hospital  for  a  time.  Angel  was  on 
furlough  for  two  months  and  he  had  no  right  to 
expect  that  special  favors  or  privileges  would  be 
granted  in  his  case.  There  certainly  could  be  no 
objection  on  the  part  of  Angel,  or  any  other  man, 
to  sitting  at  the  table  to  which  he  was  assigned,  as 
there  are  no  better  residents  in  the  Home  than 
George  Plummer  of  Indianapolis,  George  T.  Han- 
son of  Honolulu,  Harry  Ingledue  of  Colorado 
Springs,  Willia-n  J.  Rogers  of  EvansviUe,  Ind., 
Byron  B.  Merrill  of  Syracuse,  W.  J.  Foster  of 
Baltimore,  Vernon  Mayhall  of  Oklahoma  City  and 
George  W.  Myers  of  Chicago. 

In  paragraph  6  of  Angel's  charges  he  says:  I 
charge  that  the  food  was  of  poor  quality  and 
poorly  cooked  from  January  14  to  March  10,  1919. 
I  maintain  that  the  food  is  of  first  quality  and  is 
properly  cooked.  This  was  also  the  case  during 
Angel's  residence  at  the  Home.  We  pay  a  chef 
$125  per  month,  together  with  his  room,  board  and 
laundry,  which  is  equal  to  $165  per  month.  Our 
second  cook  receives  $85  per  month,  with  room, 
board  and  laundry,  which  is  equal  to  $125  per 
month,  and  I  feel  absolutely  safe  in  saying  that 
there  are  no  better  cooks  in  any  institution  in 
Colorado  Springs  than  these  two  men. 

Angel  complains  that  "sausage  was  frequently 
served  which  was  sickening  to  taste;  that  corned 
beef  was  served  which  was  so  full  of  salt  and  pre- 
serving matter  that  it  was  uneatable."  I  also  deny 
this  charge.  The  pork  sausage  served  at  the  Home 
is  No.  1  link  sausage,  purchased  the  day  before  it 
is  served,  and  is  absolutely  fresh.  The  same  is 
true  of  bologna  sausage,  which  is  served  with  cold 
meats  once  a  week.  The  beef  is  corned  at  the 
Home  and  is  absolutely  fresh  when  put  into  the 
brine.  Our  fresh  meats  are  No.  1  quality  and  are 
United  States  government  inspected.  Fresh  meat 
is  never  kept  in  our  ice  box  more  than  three  days, 
and  usually  not  so  long.  Our  refrigerating  plant 
was  installed  about  a  year  ago,  and  there  is  none 
better  in  the  country.  There  may  be  many  larger 
boxes,  but  none  better  for  cooling  purposes.  The 
temperature  in  this  box  runs  from  28  to  36  degrees 
above  zero,  usually  about  32 — never  above  36 — so 
that  there  is  absolutely  no  possibility  of  meat,  or 
anything  else,  spoiling  at  such  temperature. 

Angel  says  that  "beans,  chili  con  carne,  hash 
and  cereals  full  of  black  specks  were  served.''  It 
is  quite  evident  that  he  knows  little  or  nothing 
about  chili  con  carne,  hash  or  other  eatables  that 
he  has  mentioned.  The  black  specks  that  he  speaks 
of  were  undoubtedly  pepper,  spices,  etc. 

Angel  also  states  that  "cereals  left  over  from 
previous  meals  were  put  in  soup  next  day  and 
later,  spoiling  what  originally  might  have  been 
good  in  said  soup."  I  deny  this  emphatically  and 
brand  the  statement  as  a  deliberate  falsehood,  as 
there  never  was  any  left-over  cereals  put  into  soup 
in  this  institution  to  my  knowledge  since  I  have 
had  charge.    I  have  talked  with  the  matron,  the 


housekeeper  and  both  cooks,  and  they  deny  that 
left-over  cereals  were  ever  put  in  soup. 

lie  further  charges  that  the  "coffee  used  was  of 
worst  quality  or  contained  adulteration."  This 
statement  is  also  untrue.  We  are  using  the  same 
brand  of  coffee  that  we  have  been  using  for  sev- 
eral years,  but  pay  a  much  higher  price  for  it  than 
we  did  a  year  ago.  I  have  never  received  com- 
plaints from  any  residents  of  the  Home  about  the 
quality  of  coffee  served.  I  wish  to  state  that  the 
coffee  used  in  the  institution  is  far  from  the  worst 
or  poorest  quality  I  could  buy  or  use.  l-requently 
we  have  received  compliments  on  the  delicious 
flavor  of  the  coffee  served  at  the  Home. 

While  Mr.  Angel  was  on  his  furlough  in  New 
York  I  received  word  from  various  sources  that  he 
was  knocking  and  kicking  about  food  served  at  the 
Home.  I  am  quite  positive  that  no  man  in  this 
institution  has  any  kick  coming  on  the  quality  of 
the  food  served  here.  An  investigation  will  show 
that  all  of  our  canned  goods  are  No.  1  standard 
quality,  the  vegetables  being  put  up  under  the 
Libby,  McNeill  &  Libby  label.  The  fruits  are  of 
the  Hunt  and  Del  Monte  brands.  Occasionally 
other  brands  are  purchased,  but  they  are  of  stand- 
ard quality.  ,  , 

If  the  food  was  of  poor  quality  and  poorly 
cooked,  why  did  not  Mr.  Angel  complain  to  either 
Mrs.  Daley  or  myself  about  it?  He  never  com- 
plained to  us  about  anything  connected  with  the 
Home.  .  .  , 

In  paragraph  No.  1  he  complains  about  Miss 
Riley,  the  housekeeper.  He  says  that  she  called 
out  in  a  loud  and  insulting  voice,  "Where  s  that 
man  Angel?  Where's  that  man  with  the  black 
suitcase?"  and  further  says  that  before  he  had  a 
chance  to  say  a  word  Miss  Riley  insolently  ad- 
dressed him  thus:    "You  go  to  the  office." 

The  following  is  a  statement  furnished  me  by 
Miss  Riley: 

"I  was  in  the  office  and  saw  a  man  crossing  to 
the  pavilion,  but  did  not  know  who  it  was.  I  wem 
over  to  the  pavilion  on  other  business,  and  when 
I  got  over  there  I  asked  Mr.  Gault,  ''Who  came 
in?'  He  said,  'Mr.  Angel.'  I  then  said  It  s  a 
wonder  he  didn't  go  to  the  office.'  Just  then  Mr. 
Angel  came  out  of  the  lavatory  and  said.  How  do 
you  do.  Miss  Riley?'  and  I  said,  'How  do  you  do, 
Mr.  Angel?'  Then  he  said,  'Miss  Riley,  when  I 
went  away  I  spoke  for  a  tent,'  and  I  replied,  I 
have  nothing  to  do  about  the  tents— you  will  have 
to  go  to  the  office  or  drugroom,'  and  that  is  all  the 
conversation  I  held  with  him.  I  left  the  paviUon 
before  he  did." 

I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  this  statement  is 
correct,  as  Miss  Riley  made  practically  the  same 
statement  to  me  the  day  that  Angel  left  the  Home. 

Mrs.  Daley,  the  matron,  was  downtown  at  the 
time  Mr.  Angel  arrived  at  the  Home.  When  she 
returned  I  told  her  that  Angel  had  reported  back 
from  his  furlough,  and  that  I  had  sent  him  to  the 
drugroom  to  see  the  doctor  and  to  be  assigned  to 
a  bed.  Shortly  afterward  Mrs.  Daley  returned  to 
the  office,  saying  that  she  had  been  to  the  drug- 
room,  but  had  not  seen  Mr.  Angel.  She  said  that 
she  was  going  over  to  the  solarium  and  pavilion, 
and  I  asked  her  to  tell  Angel,  if  she  saw  him,  to  . 
report  to  the  drugroom,  as  the  doctor  had  arrived. 
She  makes  the  following  statement: 

"I  was  over  in  the  solarium,  and  on  seeing  Mr. 
Angel  there  I  said,  'Oh,  are  you  back?'  to  which 
he  replied,  'Yes,  ma'am,  I  am  here.'  I  then  said, 
'Mr.  Daley  and  the  doctor  are  in  the  drugroom 
now  and  want  to  see  you.'  And  then  I  left  the 
solarium." 

In  paragraph  3  of  Angel's  charges  he  seems  to 
be  peeved  even  at  the  doctor,  as  he  says  the  doctor 
said,  "the  west  wing"— "as  he  pompously  closed 
the  door  and  the  interview."  As  Angel  had  told 
the  doctor  that  he  would  not  take  the  bed  assigned 
to  him,  the  doctor  evidently  did  not  care  to  have 
any  argument  with  him,  preferring  to  leave  the 
matter  for  the  superintendent  to  adjust. 

As  to  the  tone  of  voice  and  the  manner  in  which 
Mr.  Angel  was  greeted  by  the  superintendent,  ma- 
tron, housekeeper  and  doctor,  we  all  believe  that 
he  was  received  in  as  courteous  a  manner  as  was 
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any  other  resident  entering  the  institution,  and 
that  he  has  no  kick  coming. 

Angel  always  carried  a  surly  look  on  his  face 
and  appeared  to  have  a  grouch  with  him.  If  he 
ever  smiled  I  never  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  him 
do  so.  Very  few  of  the  residents  associated  with 
him  while  he  was  domiciled  in  the  institution. 

As  the  charges  against  the  superintendent,  ma- 
tron and  the  housekeeper  were  embodied  in  the 
one  letter,  we  take  this  opportunity  to  present  our 
side  of  the  case  in  the  above  statement,  and  deny 
emphatically,  as  stated  before,  that  any  of  our  acts 
were  intended  to  "humiliate,  degrade  and  exasper- 
ate" Mr.  Angel  on  his  return;  that  he  was  insulted 
in  any  manner  by  either  of  us,  or  that  he  was  ad- 
dressed insolently  by  any  one  in  charge;  and  we 
further  deny  and  brand  as  a  falsehood  his  entire 
statement  with  reference  to  the  quality  of  the  food 
and  the  cooking  of  the  food,  and  stand  ready  to 
prove  our  contention  either  through  personal  in- 
vestigation or  by  letters  from  merchants  with 
whom  we  deal.  In  my  opinion,  the  charges  are 
malicious  and  libelous,  and  made  without  just 
cause  or  provocation.

Mr.  Angel  then  presented  his  case,  reading  the 
following  documents: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  September  2,  1919. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Union  Printers 
Home: 

Gentlemen — I  submit  herewith  correspondetice 
directly  bearing  on  my  charges  against  Superin- 
tendent John  C.  Daley,  Mrs.  Daley,  'the  matron, 
and  Miss  Riley: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  May  2,  1919. 
J.  W.  Hays,  Secretary-Treasurer,  Newton  Clay- 
pool  Building,  Indianapolis,  Ind. : 
My  Dear_  Hays — Daniel  F.  Angel,  a  resident  of 
the  Home  from  New  York  Union  No.  6,  vacated 
May  1,  without  giving  a  reason.  Mr.  Angel  was 
admitted  to  the  Home  on  January  9,  1919. 

On  March  11,  1919,  Mr.  Angel  asked  for  an 
emergency  furlough  for  thirty  days,  stating  that 
his  wife  was  in  Roosevelt  hospital  to  be  operated 
on  for  tumor.  I  granted  this  request  and  later  the 
board  of  trustees  approved  my  action. 

Under  date  of  April  11  you  notified  me  that  the 
furlough  of  Daniel  F.  Angel  had  been  extended 
thirty  days  and  the  records  of  this  office  were  ar- 
ranged accordingly. 

Thursday  forenoon,  May  1,  Mr.  Angel  presented 
himself  at  the  Home  office,  and  reported  to  one  of 
the  clerks  that  he  had  returned  and  asked  to  see 
me.  When  I  saw  him  he  said:  "I  am  back," 
to  which  I  replied:  "1  see  you  are."  He  then 
said:  "Before  I  left  here  I  talked  with  the  doctor 
about  a  tent.  I  understand  there  is  one  vacant. 
Can  I  have  it?"  I  said:  "Not  unless  the  doctor 
says  so.  The  patients  do  not_  have  the  say  as  to 
where  they  will  stay.  That  is  a  matter  for  the 
doctors  to  decide."  Angel  said:  "I  thought  you 
kept  a  list  in  giving  out  tents."  I  said:  "No,  sir. 
There  are  a  number  of  men  who  would  like  to 
•have  tents,  but  they  do  not  get  them." 

Angel  wanted  to  know  where  we  were  going  to 
put  him,  and  I  told  him  to  report  to  the  drugroom 
and  he  would  be  assigned  to  a  bed  in  the  pavilion. 
When  he  reported  to  Doctor  Giese,  the  doctor  told 
him  he  was  to  have  bed  No.  6  in  the  west  wing  of 
the  pavilion.  Angel  said  he  would  not  go  there. 
The  doctor  told  me  that  he  had  no  further  talk 
with  Angel. 

At  dinner-time  Angel  went  to  the  dining  room 
and  started  to  take  the  seat  he  occupied  before  he 
went  on  his  furlough.  The  head  dining-room  girl 
said:  "You  can  not  sit  there,  as  that  seat  is 
taken."  He  said:  "Where  will  I  sit?"  The  girl 
pointed  to  a  table  and  said:  "You  are  to  sit  at 
that  table."  His  reply  was:  "I  will  not  sit  there." 
The  girl  then  said:  "These  are  Mrs.  Daley's  or- 
ders." He  then  waved  his  hands  in  the  air  and 
said:  "Orders  or  no  orders,  I  will  not  sit  there," 
and  left  the  dining  room.  Shortly  after  the  dinner 
hour  he  left  the  grounds  by  way  of  the  side  gate. 


carrying  his  baggage  with  him,  and  has  not  since 
returned,  and  I  therefore  regarded  him  as  having 
vacated. 

I  received  several  letters  from  New  York  while 
Angel  was  there,  stating  that  he  was  knocking  and 
backcapping  the  Home  and  the  management,  say- 
ing that  the  treatment  at  the  Home  was  bad,  the 
food  rotten,  not  cooked  properly,  and  that  every- 
thing in  general  was  wrong  with  the  institution. 
During  his  stay  at  the  Home  he  never  made  a  com- 
plaint about  the  food,  or  anything  else,  for  that 
matter. 

When  he  returned  from  his  furlough  he  was  as- 
signed a  place  in  the  pavilion  because  the  doctor 
thought  it  was  the  proper  place  for  him,  as  he  had 
a  good  chance  for  a  cure,  or  an  arrest  of  his  dis- 
ease. The  tents  are  not  given  out  while  there  is  a 
vacancy  in  the  pavilion,  except  to  throat  cases  or 
to  patients  whose  prospects  for  improvement  are 
not  very  good.  There  certainly  could  have  been  no 
objection  to  sitting  at  the  table  he  was  assigned  to, 
as  there  are  no  better  residents  of  the  Home  than 
George  Plummer  of  Indianapolis,  George  Hanson 
of  Honolulu,  Harry  Ingledue  of  Colorado  Springs, 
William  J.  Rogers  of  Evansville,  Ind.,  Byron  Mer- 
rill of  Syracuse  and  George  W.  Myers  of  Chicago, 
all  of  whom  sit  at  this  table.  Neither  could  Angel 
expect  that  we  ought  to  hold  his  place  at  table  for 
two  months.  Frequently  changes  are  made  in  the 
dining  rooms  for  various  reasons. 

In  my  opinion,  Angel  is  a  disturber  and  trouble 
maker,  without  provocation,  and  when  he  discov- 
ered that  he  would  be  expected  to  live  up  to  the 
rules  that  govern  all  residents  of  the  Home,  and 
that  he  could  not  have  his  own  way,  he  decided  to 
vacate.  Fraternally  yours,

Home,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.: 

My  Dear  Daley — Returning  to  headquarters 
from  an  eastern  trip,  I  found  yours  of  the  2d  inst. 
upon  my  desk. 

As  Daniel  F.  Angel  has  now  vacated  his  resi- 
dence at  the  Union  Printers  Home,  no  further  ac- 
tion will  be  taken  in  his  case  at  least  until  the 
Home  board  meets. 

When  I  was  in  New  York  recently  a  prominent 
member  of  No.  6  gave  me  a  copy  of  a  statement 
that  was  being  given  out  by  Mr.  Angel  in  that  city. 
It  reads  as  follows: 

"The  food  is  poorly  cooked  and  is  of  poor  qual- 
ity. This  applies  especially  to  meats  and  salt  fish. 
If  we  had  liver  and  onions  on  Tuesday  they  served 
the  left-over  onions  in  soup  the  following  Thurs- 
day, spoiling  what  was  good  in  the  soup.  The  ce- 
reals in  the  soup  should  never  have  been  put  in. 
They  turn  sour.  This  is  false  economy.  The 
canned  corn  and  spinach  should  have  never  been 
served.  On  opening  the  cans  it  was  easily  to  be 
seen  that  they  were  poor  qualities.  The  peas  were 
good.  Frequently  a  great  deal  of  food  is  only  nib- 
bled at  and  then  removed  from  the  table  and  given 
to  the  chickens.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
food  is  not  fit  for  consumption.  Conditions  of 
this  kind  are  causing  untold  worry  among  patients 
who  are  afraid  to  make  a  kick.  There  are  several 
of  them  who  have  declared  this  against  the  condi- 
tions existing." 

Of  course,  the  entire  statement  is  entirely  un- 
true, as  was  proved  by  opposite  statements  by 
other  members  leaving  the  Home.  It  is,  however, 
just  as  well  that  a  member  making  any  such  libel- 
ous remarks  should  sever  his  connection  with  the 
institution.

It  is,  of  course,  only  natural  that  Superintendent 
Daley  should  make  the  best  case  possible  of  his 
account  of  his  conversation  with  me  on  May  1. 
His  statement  is  full  of  inaccuracies  and  he  prac- 
tically admits  that  his  feeling  toward  me  was  in- 
fluenced by  letters  from  New  York,  received  dur- 
ing my  visit  there,  telling  him  I  was  "knocking 
and  backcapping  the  Home  and  the  management, 
saying  that  the  treatment  at  the  Home  was  bad,  the 
food  rotten,  not  cooked  properly,  and  that  every- 
thing in  general  was  wrong  with  the  institution. 

Excepting  the  language  about  the  food  in  above 
quotation,  I  deny  emphatically  all  the  remaining 
portion  and  denounce  the  men  who  wrote  it  as 
unqualified  and  malicious  liars. 

Now  as  to  my  activity  to  have  better  food  served 
at  the  Home.  Here  is  the  whole  truth  and  not  a 
half  truth:  ^     „  ,  ^ 

While  in  New  York  last  April  I  called  on  Trus- 
tee William  Mounce  at  the  Herald  office.  I  told 
him  frankly  the  food  at  the  Home  was  bad  and 
that  I  hoped  something  could  be  done  to  correct  it. 
Mr  Mounce  expressed  himself  as  surprised  and 
asked  me  whether  I  would  be  at  the  Home  when 
the  board  met.  I  replied  I  did  not  know  and  hoped 
we  would  not  have  to  wait  that  long  for  relief. 
Mr.  Mounce  had  to  report  for  work  and  agreed  to 
meet  me  later  for  a  further  talk,  but  through  some 
misunderstanding  as  to  date  or  other  cause  this 
appointment  failed,  although  I  waited  three  hours 
at  union  rooms  for  him.  Absolutely  no  criticism, 
as  implied  in  Mr.  Daley's  letter,  was  uttered  by 
me  to  Mr.  Mounce  in  the  short  talk  with  him,  nor 
did  I  attack  or  denounce  the  Home  to  any  of  the 
numerous  men  who  asked  me  how  the  Home  suited 
me,  etc.  I  told  these  men  frankly  that  the  food 
was  bad  and  a  topic  of  general  complaint  among 
the  men  I  was  qviartered  with  at  the  Home;  that 
it  should  be  improved,  and  that,  if  food  and  rest 
were  the  modern  methods"  of  combatting  tubercu- 
losis, the  Home  sanatorium  was  short  on  food  and 
long  on  rest.  I  deny  absolutely  condemning  or  at- 
tacking anything  connected  with  the  Home  except 
the  food  problem,  j  •      i.  i 

Further  animus  toward  me  is  found  in  the  last 
paragraph  of  Mr.  Daley's  letter  to  Mr,  Hays.  I 
quote:  "In  my  opinion,  Angel  is  a  disturber  and 
trouble  maker,  without  provocation,"  etc. 

Mr.  Hays'  letter,  saying  I  was  "giving  out  a 
statement  concerning  food  at  the  Home  while  1 
was  in  New  York  is  only  a  half  truth,  I  did  go  to 
a  "prominent  member"  of  No.,  6  and  relate  sub- 
stantially what  is  contained  in  the  above  copy.  It 
was  distinctly  understood  that  this  "prominent 
member"  was  to  see  Mr,  Hays  and  endeavor  pri- 
vately to  have  food  conditions  at  the  Home  rem- 
edied, Mr.  Hays  is  to  blame  for  violating  the 
confidence  reposed  in  him  by  the  "prominent  mem- 
ber" of  No.  6,  who  was  endeavoring  to  do  me  and 
other  inmates  of  the  Home  a  friendly  act.  Except- 
ing a  minor  error  (not  mine)  regarding  actually 
seeing  canned  vegetables  opened  at  the  Home 
(which  I  did  not  see  done)  the  statement  con- 
tained in  the  Hays  letter  is  absolutely  true,  and  I 
stand  by  what  I  said.  It  is  not  libelous,  as  he  as- 
serts, and  it  is  not  "just  as  well  that  a  member 
making  such  statements  should  sever  his  connec- 
tion with  the  institution."  I  have  just  as  much 
legal  property  right  in  the  Home  as  has  Mr.  Hays, 
and  when  I  said  that  inmates  are  afraid  to  com- 
plain about  food  served  there  for  fear  of  invoking 
the  wrath  of  the  superintendent  and  being  sub- 
jected to  abuse  and  insult  and  persecution  that  is 
particularly  trying  on  sick  men,  I  state  a  fact  that 
can  be  proved  in  a  genuine,  bona  fide  investigation 
before  an  impartial  body  of  men. 

Read  for  vonrselves,  gentlemen  of  the  board,  the 
letter  of  the  "prominent  member"  referred  to  by 


Mr.  Hays,  whose  original  letter  accompanies  thii 

"New  York  City,  May  7,  1919. 
"Dan    Angel,    Union    Printers    Home,  Colorado 
Springs,  Colo.: 

"Friend  Dan — Complying  with  your  request  in 
which  you  asked  me  to  lay  before  one  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  International  Typographical  Union  the 
condition  of  the  food  supplied  to  the  residents  of 
the  Union  Printers  Home,  I  furnished  Secretary- 
Treasurer  John  W.  Hays  a  typewritten  slip  con- 
taining the  complaint  you  made  about  the  food. 
You  will  remember  that  when  we  talked  this  mat- 
ter over  with  you  I  made  memorandums  on  a  slip 
of  paper.  I  went  to  my  office  afterward  and 
transcribed  some  of  these  memorandums  to  the 
typewritten  slip  which  I  gave  to  Hays.  I  did  not 
keep  a  copy  of  this  slip,  I  stated  the  facts  to 
Hays  on  this  typewritten  slip  and  hope  I  did  not 
in  any  way  misquote  you.  It  was  several  days 
after  I  left  you  that  I  met  Hays,  and  my  memory 
may  have  been  at  fault  in  one  or  two  slight  in- 
stances. 

"You  probably  know  that  Frank  Morrison,  of  the 
American  Federation  of  Labor,  was  chosen  the 
arbitrator  for  the  newspaper  scale  in  New  York 
city.  After  taking  the  scale  under  consideration 
for  about  two  weeks  he  finally  rendered  a  decision 
allowing  a  $9  increase  on  all  three  shifts.  He  did 
not  interfere  with  the  hours.  The  printers  asked 
for  double  price  for  overtime,  Morrison  only  al- 
lowed price  and  a  half, 

"By  the  way,  I  met  Barnett  Greenberg  and  told 
him  about  the  nature  of  your  complaint,  Greenberg 
stated  that  there  was  room  for  improvement,  but 
that  Superintendent  Daley  was  not  furnished  with 
sufficient  funds  to  procure  the  very  best  things  for 
the  Home,  Greenberg  believed  that  it  was  up  to 
the  subordinate  unions  to  increase  the  assessment. 
He  had  no  suggestions  to  make  as  to  how  condi- 
tions could  be  improved,  except  by  each  member 
of  the  union  being  assessed.  Greenberg  did  not 
back  up  your  complaints.

I  obeyed  the  rules  of  the  Home  and  never  asked 
any  other  treatment  than  the  other  residents  re- 
ceived. Mr.  Daley's  account  of  the  tent  incident 
certainly  shows  a  surprising  lack  of  knowledge  of 
conditions  governing  same.  Doctor  Giese  stood  at 
least  ten  feet  away  from  me  on  May  1  when  he 
told  me  I  was  to  go  to  the  pavilion;  he  only 
glanced  at  me  at  the  time  and  the  entire  conversa- 
tion lasted  about  thirty  seconds.  Having  only  seen 
Doctor  Giese  once  about  three  months  before,  he 
certainly  is  a  wonderful  doctor  to  know  instantly 
a  tent  was  not  good  for  me.  It  is  questionable  if 
the  doctor  ever  remembered  seeing  me  before,  let 
alone  knowing  anything  about  my  physical  condi- 
tion. I  wanted  a  tent,  therefore  I  didn't  get  it. 
As  contradicting  the  statement  of  Superintendent 
Daley  as  to  what  condition  of  health  a  man  must 
be  in  to  secure  a  tent,  I  cite  the  case  of  G.  W. 
Meyers,  of  Chicago,  a  tent  occupant,  weighing 
over  200  pounds  and  with  no  outward  appearance 
of  ill  health,  who  vacated  as  soon  as  entitled  to 
transportation. 

The  board  of  trustees  should  realize  that  bed 
patients  get  much  better  and  different  quality  of 
food  than  that  served  in  main  and  annex  dining 
rooms.  If,  as  I  am  told,  only  bed  patients  are 
interviewed  annually  by  the  visiting  committee,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  the  board  has  not  gotten  at 
the  real  facts  about  food  served  to  those  able  to 
be  about.  True,  men  don't  volunteer  to  come  be- 
fore you,  but  I  think  a  proper  line  of  questioning 
of  all  sanatorium  inmates  might  result  in  much 
good  to  the  Home  as  to  better  food. 

In  substantiation  of  my  charge  that  bad,  inferior 
and  improper  food  was  served  at  the  Union  Print- 
ers Home,  I  herewith  submit  the  following  exhibits, 
all  plainly  marked,  from  the  following  gentlemen, 
who  were  residents  of  the  Home  during  my  stay 
there:

"Boston,  June  26,  1919. 

"D.  F.  Angel: 

"Dear  Sir — Your  letter  of  the  15th,  in  which 
you  ask  for  a  true  statement  as  to  the  food  at 
the  Home,  received. 

"Will  say  that  the  food  was  of  poor  quality  and 
carelessly  cooked.  I  tried  af  number  of  times  to 
eat  the  sausage  and  could  not  do  so.  The  same 
with  the  hash,  which  was  very  bad.  The  soup  was 
made  of  left-over  material  of  all  kinds,  including 
cereals  and  minced  ham  and  eggs.  No  one  at  the 
table  where  I  sat  ate  it.  It  smelled  bad  and  some- 
times was  sickening  to  look  at.  As  to  the  careless- 
ness of  the  cooks,  will  say  that  a  number  of  times 
I  have  had  fried  eggs  served  on  which  a  dead  fly 
or  water  bug  would  be  in  plain  sight. 

"You  may  say,  why  did  I  not  complain  at  the 
time  I  was  there?  For  the  reason  that  I  did  not 
want  to  get  in  trouble.  The  best  I  could  have  got 
would  be  the  worst  of  it.  Many  and  many  times 
all  I  had  for  dinner  was  a  couple  of  crackers  and 
a  glass  of  milk,  because  the  food  was  so  poor  I 
could  not  eat  it.  And  you  know  'short  orders' 
were  not  allowed  at  noon. 

"You  may  use  this  letter  as  you  see  fit.  I  only 
hope  that  it  will  help  to  better  the  food  for  those 
who  are  there  and  those  to  come.

Exhibit  B — Angel  vs.  Daley  et  at. 

"CoNNELLSViLLE,  Pa.,  June  22,  1919. 
"Mr,  Angel — Received  your  letter  a  few  days 
ago  in  which  you  said  you  have  brought  charges 
against  the  superintendent  for  treatment  toward 
you  and  also  about  the  poor  grub  that  is  being 
served.  Well,  when  I  went  to  the  Home  in  (Oc- 
tober 7)  1917,  the  grub  was  pretty  good,  but  dur- 
ing the  war,  on  account  of  the  food  conservation, 
it  was  not  so  very  good,  and  I  did  not  kick  at 
that,  as  I  was  willing  to  put  up  with  anything  to 
help  our  country  win  the  war.  But  after  peace  \yas 
declared  I  thought  it  should  have  improved,  which 
it  did  not.  I  do  not  think  the  stuff  was  properly 
cooked  in  the  first  place.  The  sausage  they  served 
for  breakfast  must  have  been  fried  the  night  be- 
fore, because  it  was  grease  soaked  and  fried  till 
there  was  no  taste  to  it.  and  I  don't  think  a  well 
person  could  have  eaten  it,  let  alone  a  sick  one. 
The  soup  was  simply  terrible.  We  had  beans 
every  Monday  night  and  they  were  either  too 
sweet,  burned  or  had  so  much  gravel  in  them  that 
they  were  not  fit  to  eat.  I  have  ordered  eggs  over 
easy  and  when  I  got  them  the  cook  just  took  two 
eggs  out  of  the  frying  pan  and  turned  them  over 
on  my  plate  without  frying  them  on  the  other  side 
at  all. 

"It  used  to  be  a  joke  to  sit  over  in  the  solarium 
after  each  meal  and  hear  the  fellows  complain 
about  the  meals  as  they  came  in.  Why  don't  you 
write  to  Mr.  Fouhy  or  Mr.  Feher  and  get  their 
opinion  about  the  eats? — they  were  continually 
kicking  about  it.  I  left  the  Home  more  on  account 
of  the  grub  than  anything  else.  If  it  had  not  been 
for  the  milk  I  drank  there  would  have  been  lots 
of  days  that  I  would  have  went  hungry,  for  I 
simply  got  stalled  on  the  grub  and  could  not  eat 
it.  Rather  than  come  back  to  the  Home  again  if 
I  break  down,  if  conditions  are  not  changed,  I 
will  go  to  a  state  sanatorium,  even  though  I  help 
to  keep  the  Home  up.  If  all  the  fellows  that  I 
have  heard  kick  about  the  meals  would  come  right 


out  and  not  be  afraid  to  state  the  truth  I  think 
that  conditions  would  be  changed,  too.

"Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  June  30,  1919. 
"Daniel  F.  Angel,  Manitou,  Colo.: 

"Dear  Sir — Enclosed  find  my  statement  as  to 
the  food  served  at  the  Union  Printers  Home  from 
January  to  May  25,  1919,  in  the  main  building 
annex  dining  room. 

"I  frequently  made  a  meal  of  bread,  milk  and 
a  cup  of  coff.ee,  although  I  entered  the  dining  room 
hungry  and  left  it  hungry;  I  could  not  eat  much 
of  the  food  served  there,  such  as  bad  sausage,  hash 
of  disgusting  and  sickening  smell  and  appearance, 
corned  beef  and  cabbage,  frankfurters  and  sauer- 
kraut, stale  mutton,  chili  con  carne,  pork  and 
beans,  oocasional  salt  mackerel  or  finnan  haddie. 

"At  dinner  time  a  soup  was  served  often  con- 
taining burned  fried  onions,  cereals  served  at  pre- 
vious breakfasts,  beans  and  scraps  of  mutton,  liver 
and  remnants  of  food  that  were  disgusting  to  look 
at.  On  Friday  a  so-called  clam  chowder  was  as 
bad  as  the  soup  on  other  days,  because  of  using 
left-over  food  in  it.  About  May  25  a  great  im- 
provement was  noticed  in  the  soup. 

"For  breakfast  and  supper,  I  used  the  order  slip 
quite  often  in  preference  to  the  regular  meal,  so- 
called.  These  order  slips  give  you  choice  of  steaks, 
chops  and  eggs.  The  steaks  and  chops  so  ordered 
were  tough,  carelessly  cut  and  cooked,  and  the 
potatoes  served  were  often  soggy,  boiled,  cold,  and 
sometimes  sour  when  fried,  making  it  a  problem 
often  as  to  which  to  risk — the  'regular'  dish  or 
the  order  slip. 

"Recently  I  ordered  eggs  for  dinner  on  the 
order  slip,  something  not  permitted  last  winter, 
when  order  slips  were  only  used  at  breakfast  and 
supper.  The  eggs  were  brought  to  me  fried  and 
the  odor  from  them  disgusted  every  one  of  the 
men  at  the  table  with  me,  who  suggested  that  I 
should  report  the  matter  to  the  superintendent  or 
matron,  as  we  are  requested  to  do  on  the  printed 
order  slip,  which  reads,  'Notify  the  superintend- 
ent or  matron  immediately  if  food  is  improperly 
cooked  or  served.'  I  had  the  waitress  get  me  an- 
other order,  and  after  dinner  reported  the  matter 
to  the  matron.  She  promised  to  investigate,  and  at 
supper  table,  in  the  presence  of  a  full  dining  room 
she  insolently  and  loudly  told  me  that  the  eggs 
I  complained  about  were  perfectly  good.  She  fol- 
lowed this  remarkable  and  untruthful  statement  up 
with  personal  abuse.  She  told  me  that  I  was  a 
chronic  kicker  and  that  I  was  trying  to  have  the 
waitress  who  served  the  bad  eggs  discharged  from 
her  position  because  the  said  waitress  had  refused 
'to  meet  me  outside  the  Home,'  i.  e.,  'refused  to 
m.ake  a  date  with  me.'  Both  these  statements  are 
untrue. 

"I  never  made  a  complaint  about  food  previous 
to  this  time,  and  never  attempted  to  'make  a  date* 
with  the  waitress.  The  attitude  of  the  matron 
was  only  proof  of  what  was  frequently  said  of 
both  her  and  the  superintendent — that  they  would 
insult  and  humiliate  those  who  made  a  legitimate 
complaint  about  food  or  anything  else. 

"Once  in  ten  days,  on  an  average,  we  would 
get  a  fair  meal.  There  was  general  complaint  and 
worry  among  the  sick  over  bad  cooking  and  baB 
food  and  some  of  the  men  welcomed  the  chance 
to  get  downtown  on  the  weekly  four-hour  pass 
and  buy  a  meal  in  a  restaurant — those  who  had  the 
price. 

"You  are  at  liberty  to  use  this  letter  in  any  way 
you  see  fit.  I  hope  your  efforts  to  improve  condi- 
tions at  the  Home  will  result  in  the  board  of  trus- 
tees adopting  measures  to  protect  members  there 
from  insult,  abuse,  persecution  and  petty  spite 
when  they  ask  for  what  they  are  entitled  to,  and 
what  the  general  membership  ignorantly  believes 
they  are  getting.  Fraternally  yours,

Exhibit  D — Angel  vs.  Daley  et  al. 

"After  reading  the  charges  prepared  by  Daniel 
F.  Angel  against  Superintendent  John  C.  Daley,  of 
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the  Union  Printers  Home,  I  can  conscientiously 
endorse  tiiat  portion  of  his  charge  relatinR  to  the 
food  question.  1  can  say,  from  personal  knowl- 
edge, the  food  furnished  residents  at  the  Union 
I'rinters  Home,  under  the  management  of  John  C. 
Daley,  was,  on  many  occasions,  of  a  character  to 
produce  nausea.  Not  oidy  was  the  food  of  an  in- 
ferior grade — such  as  was  served  on  the  residents 
ta-bles — but  the  manner  in  which  it  was  served 
tended  to  disgust  rather  than  appeal  to  weak 
stomachs,  such  as  would  reasonably  be  supposed 
constituted  a  majority  of  the  residents  in  an  in- 
stitution of  this  character.  And  yet  the  rules  pro- 
vide that  'all  food  shall  be  inspected  by  the  su- 
perintendent, or  his  designated  representative,  be- 
fore each  meal  is  served.'  For  myself  I  can  say 
the  food  was  often  unpalatable.  When  it  becomes 
necessary  to  use  daily  a  compound,  prepared  by 
the  Home  doctor,  to  aid  in  digesting  the  food  par- 
taken of,  such  as  I  have  been  compelled  to  do  for 
many  months,  the  inference  is  plain,  since  this 
treatment  was  never  resorted  to  as  necessary  for 
forty  years  before  entering  the  Union  Printers 
Home  in  1917.  John  H.  Hanson

Exhibit  E — Angel  v.  Daley  et  al. 

"Long  Creek,  Ore.,  July  10,  1919. 
"D.  F.  Angel,  Manitou,  Colo.: 

"Dear  Mr.  Angel — Shortly  before  my  departure 
from  the  Union  Printers  Home  I  learned  that  you 
had  announced  your  intention  of  substantiating 
the  charges  presented  to  New  York  Union  regard- 
ing the  poor  food  conditions  at  the  Home  while  you 
and  I  were  fellow-residents  at  our  splendid  insti- 
tution. I  will  state  in  the  outset  that  I  was  com- 
pelled to  vacate  on  account  of  the  poor  feeding 
which  prevailed  at  that  time  and  later,  and  that 
the  Home  physician  knows  why  I  left  there  in  the 
unfavorable  condition  I  did,  as  I  had  previously 
complained  to  him  and  to  the  superintendent. 

"I  claim  that  the  regular  run  of  food  served  to 
the  sanatorium  residents,  such  as  sausage,  corned 
beef  and  cabbage,  beans,  stale  mutton,  tough  and 
inferior  beefsteak,  sour  or  burned  fried  potatoes, 
inferior  soups,  separated  milk,  and  adulterated  or 
inferior  coffee,  with  regular  doses  of  disgusting 
fish  on  Fridays,  is  entirely  improper  and  unsuita- 
ble for  sick  men  as  these  things  are  cooked  and 
served  at  the  Home. 

"As  a  matter  of  further  information  for  you 
and  all  other  loyal  members  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union,  I  want  to  add  that  I  was 
deliberately  insulted  in  the  dining  room  by  the 
matron,  and  severely  dealt  with  by  the  superin- 
tendent for  having  the  temerity  to  present  my  com- 
plaints to  the  proper  authorities. 

"If  your  union  can  bring  this  matter  before  the 
Home  trustees  in  such  a  manner  as  to  compel  an 
actual  bona  fide  and  thorough  investigation  of 
present  conditions  at  the  Home,  I  will  feel  grate- 
ful to  you  the  rest  of  my  life — not  on  my  own 
account  alone,  but  for  the  great  relief  it  would  be 
to  \he  poor  sick  fellows  who  have  to  stay  there.

"Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  September  3,  1919. 
"Daniel  Angel,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.: 

"My  Dear  Mr.  Angel — In  compliance  with  your 
request  I  herewith  give  you  my  unprejudiced 
opinion  regarding  the  food  served  tubercular  resi- 
dents at  the  Printers  Home. 

"I  spent  about  twenty  months  at  the  Home. 
During  the  first  few  months  of  my  residence  I 
considered  the  food  fairly  good.  It  became  in- 
ferior, however,  as  time  passed.  The  meats,  fish, 
potatoes  and  coffee  are  of  inferior  grade  and  pre- 
pared and  served  in  an  unpalatable  manner.  The 
soup  served  at  noon  on  several  occasions  was  made 
of  left-over  beans  from  supper  and  minced  ham 
and  eggs  from  breakfast.  Fruit  was  seldom 
served.    The  bread,  pastry  and  milk  are  good. 


"At  each  examination  I  told  the  doctors  of  my 
inability  to  eat  the  food  being  served.  They  said 
they  could  do  nothing  about  it.  I  felt  that  I  was 
not  making  any  iiiiprovenicnt  in  gaining  physical 
strength,  so  I  decided  to  vacate. 

"Nearly  all  the  tubercular  residents  complained 
about  the  food  and  its  preparation,  but  they  do 
not  take  their  com;>laints  to  the  superintendent  or 
matron  for  fear  of  being  publicly  humiliated  by 
them  in  the  dining  room,  as  has  been  the  case  on 
more  than  one  occasion. 

"I  cite  the  case  of  Robert  Tracy  in  particular, 
who  complained  about  the  bad  eggs  served  him. 
Once  I  experienced  this  humiliation  when  I  called 
the  matron  to  my  room  and  complained  about  some 
poor  food  served  me.  She  was  very  arrogant  and 
unfair  in  her  treatment  of  me. 

"Mr.  Angel,  I  hope  sincerely  you  will  be  able 
to  remedy  the  food  conditions  at  the  Home.

Despite  Mr.  Daley's  opinion  in  his  letter  above, 
that  I  am  a  "trouble  maker  and  disturber,  with- 
out provocation,"  I  assert  that  I  carefully  obeyed 
all  the  rules,  conducted  myself  properly,  and  re- 
fused to  re-enter  the  Home  on  May  1  while  in  a 
worn-out,  nervous  condition  greatly  aggravated  by 
insolent,  hectoring  and  insulting  treatment,  cal- 
culated to  provoke  and  enrage  me.  I  had  hoped 
to  re-enter  the  Home  and  that  the  trustees  would 
heed  my  complaints  about  food  and  improve  this 
condition. 

I  could  not  stand  the  reception  accorded  me, 
and  no  book  of  rules  ever  drafted  could  contem- 
plate such  treatment. 

In  conclusion,  I  claim  compensation  for  dam- 
age to  my  health,  mental  worry  and  nervous  shock 
retarding  improvement  in  my  health,  occasioned 
by  acts  of  Superintendent  Daley  and  his  subordi- 
nates, and  that  the  board  consider  and  allow  me 
an  "amount  equal  to  what  I  have  expended  since 
May  1  and  that  the  railroad  fare  to  New  York 
city  be  added  to  this  sum.

Mr.  Angel — In  addition  to  the  papers  I  have 
just  read  I  should  like  to  speak  to  the  board  for 
about  five  minutes. 

I  realize,  gentlemen,  in  reading  the  charges,  that 
the  language  and  ink  of  the  paper,  etc.,  conveys 
little  impression  as  to  the  way  I  was  received  on 
the  first  of  May. 

Miss  Riley  followed  me  down  the  path;  although 
I  tried  to  avoid  her  she  followed  me.  While  I 
was  upstairs  I  heard  her  say  in  a  very  insolent 
manner — I  heard  her  yelling  at  the  top  of  her 
voice— "Where  is  that  man  Angel;  where  is  that 
man  with  the  black  suitcase?"  I  avoided  any  con- 
troversy with  her  because  she  is  a  woman.  I 
simply  stomached  it  and  walked  away.  I  came  to 
the  window  and  spoke  to  the  bookkeeper.  Mr. 
Daley  walked  out  of  his  private  office;  he  had  a 
piece  of  paper  and  allowed  me  to  stand  there;  he 
never  raised  his  head  until  I  spoke  to  him.  He 
simply  raised  his  eyes  and  snapped  out,  "Do  you 
want  to  see  me?"  I  said.  "Yes,  sir;  I  suppose  it 
is  customary  to  notify  you  when  a  man  returns." 
He  didn't  pay  any  attention  but  kept  looking  at  the 
paper.  I  said.  "How  about  getting  a  tent?"  I 
told  him  that  the  doctor  in  a  half  way  had  told  rne 
he  would  see  what  could  be  done.  He  said,  "We 
give  out  tents  as  we  see  fit;  go  to  the  drugroom 
and  you  will  be  placed."  I  went  over  to  the  drug- 
room  and  a  nurse  told  me  it  would  be  a  half 
hour  before  the  doctor  could  see  me.  I  went  over 
to  the  solarium;  I  had  my  back  to  the  door  and  I 
heard  a  voice  say — it  was  the  inflection,  it  was 
sneering — "Oh,  you  are  back,  are  you?"  I  turned 
around  in  surprise.  I  saw  Mrs.  Daley  standing 
there  like  this  (indicating  with  crossed  arms)  and 
a  sneer  on  her  face.  I  says,  "Yes,  I  am  back." 
I  didn't  know  what  to  say.  She  said,  ''You  go 
right  over  to  the  drugroom;  they  are  waiting  for 
you  there."  I  was  inclined  to  take  exception  to 
the  way  she  spoke.  I  said,  "I  was  over  there  a 
few  minutes  ago  and  they  told  me  it  would  be 
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half  an  hour  before  anybody  would  be  there." 
"Well,  they  are  over  there  now,"  she  said.  I 
did  not  say  anything  at  all;  I  refuse  to  enter  into 
a  controversy  with  a  woman. 

I  went  over  to  the  drugroom  and  saw  Doctor 
Giese.  I  said,  "I  was  sent  here  to  be  assigned." 
He  said,  "It  is  to  be  No.  6  on  the  porch."  I  was 
under  the  impression  there  was  no  such  bed  be- 
cause in  the  downstairs  hall  the  even  numbers  are 
on  this  side  of  the  building.  After  a  little  study 
and  going  to  the  wall  and  looking  on  a  card  he 
said.  "It  is  in  the  pavilion."  I  asked  /him  which 
wing  of  the  pavilion  and  he  said  the  west  wing. 

I  went  over  there  and  the  mattress  on  the  bed 
was  rolled  up,  the  bed  clothing  had  been  taken  off, 
leaving  the  mattress  on  the  springs.  Somebody 
saw  me  looking  at  it  and  said,  "That  mattress  has 
not  been  steamed,  sterilized  or  fumigated,"  as  is 
customary  when  a  bed  is  vacated. 

The  dinner  bell  was  ringing  and  I  walked  to  the 
dining  room;  I  simply  walked  in  unconcernedly. 
The  table  where  T  formerly  sat  accommodates  ten 
persons  and  there  were  three  men  sitting  there.  I 
innocently  walked  up  and  drew  out  a  chair.  The 
head  waitress  said,  "You  can  not  sit  there."  I 
asked  why.  She  said  in  a  snappy  way,  "Mrs.  Daley 
gave  special  orders  that  you  are  to  be  placed  over 
there,"  waving  her  hand.  It  wasn't  me  that  did 
the  hand  waving,  it  was  the  waitress.  There  were 
three  or  four  tables  in  the  general  direction  the 
waitress  waved  her  hand.  I  had  made  up  my  mind 
that  was  the  last  straw  in  the  series  of  very  pe- 
culiar events.  I  told  the  waitress  I  thought  that 
would  be  about  all,  and  I  turned  around  and 
walked  out  of  the  dining  room.  I  had  no  more 
knowledge,  gentlemen,  a^  to  where  that  waitress 
indicated  the  place  I  was  to  sit,  and  Mr.  Daley 
attempted,  as  I  look  on  it,  a  very  adroit  attempt 
to  cause  prejudice.  There  were  only  two  gentle- 
men sitting  there  that  I  had  a  nodding  acquain- 
tance with — Mr.  Hanson  and  Mr.  Rogers;  the  other 
gentlemen  mentioned  I  could  have  no  objection  to, 
for  they  were  unknown  to  me. 

I  did  not  know  until  Mr.  Daley  sent  the  let- 
ter to  New  York  Union  what  table  the  waitress 
meant;  I  did  not  wait  to  find  out.  That  is  all  I 
have  to  say. 

Trustee  Powell — Did  you  ever  make  a  complaint 
to  the  superintendent  about  the  food? 

Mr.  Angel — No,  sir,  I  never  made  a  complaint. 

Trustee  Powell — What  was  your  idea? 

Mr.  Angel — I  was  afraid  to.  When  I  arrived 
at  this  Home  I  was  not  in  the  physical  condition 
I  am  today.  If  I  had  been  all  these  events  would 
probably  have  caused  me  to  collapse.  I  wanted  to 
avoid  as  much  trouble  as  possible.  There  was  a 
constant  fear  of  having  an  insult  hurled  at  you 
and  you  were  afraid  of  being  made  to  feel  small. 
In  the  dining  room  were  two  specific  instances  of 
men  who  were  abused,  and  that  was  the  general 
impression  and  talk  over  there  in  the  pavilion 
where  I  was  quartered.  Some  of  the  men  tried  to 
get  me  to  write  to  Mr.  Mounce  to  see  if  we  could 
not  have  better  food.  I  said,  "Why  don't  you  take 
this  work  on  your  own  hands?" 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays — On  the  question  of 
prejudice,  when  you  left  the  Home  on  furlough  it 
was  for  thirty  days? 

Mr.  Angel — Yes,  sir. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays — You  asked  for  a  re- 
newal of  thirty  days,  which  was  granted? 
Mr.  Angel — Yes,  sir. 

Trustee  Knock — Are  you  conscious  of  having 
done  or  said  anything  prior  to  the  asking  for  the 
furlough  that  could  in  any  way  have  prejudiced 
you  with  the  matron  or  superintendent? 

Mr.  Angel — In  my  own  mind  I  can.  That  is 
something  I  will  go  into  if  the  board  insists.  I 
attribute  a  lot  of  Mr.  Daley's  enmity  to  my  taking 
up  this  outrageous  system  of  taking  $1  from  the 
New  York  men  and  only  50  cents  from  the  other 
residents.  He  caught  two  New  York  men  playing 
poker.  I  was  invited  into  the  poker  game,  but 
refused  to  have  anything  to  do  with  it.  In  addi- 
tion to  that  particular  instance  men  have  been 
fined;  $1  a  week  has  been  taken  from  them  for 
inadvertently  getting  out  of  bed  during  rest  hours. 
It  happened  to  one  man  and  it  was  his  first  of- 


fense. He  heard  a  little  loud  talking  out  in  the 
hall;  he  was  inquisitive  and  got  out  of  bed  to  see 
what  the  talking  was.  He  put  his  head  out  of  the 
door  and  Mr.  Daley  came  along.  He  told  him 
he  was  out  of  bed  during  rest  hours,  and  the  pen- 
alty is  stopping  of  two  months'  pension,  which 
meant  to  the  New  York  man  $9.  There  was  a 
system  of  double  penalty  from  the  New  York  men, 
and  the  money  was  not  coming  from  the  funds 
here,  it  was  coming  from  the  treasury  direct.  Mr. 
Rouse  suggested  if  there  was  any  complaint  out 
here  from  a  majority  of  the  residents,  if  they 
would  sign  a  statement  to  that  effect  he  had  no 
doubt  but  that  the  matter  could  be  remedied  by 
New  York  Union.  I  drew  up  a  little  petition  for 
the  members  of  New  York  Typographical  Union 
who  were  residents  at  the  Home,  requesting  No.  6 
to  change  the  plan  of  forwarding  the  pension 
money  to  Mr.  Daley  and  he  paying  it  out  weekly, 
a  dollar  a  week,  and  sending  each  individual  mem- 
ber of  New  York  Union  a  monthly  check  for 
about  the  same  amount.  That  was  circulated  here. 
I  was  the  first  man  to  sign  it.  The  petition  was 
circulated  and  out  of  thirty-four  I  think  twenty- 
eight  signed  it.  It  was  sent  to  New  York.  Mr. 
Rouse  was  in  error  in  the  way  it  was  handled.  It 
was  a  petition  addressed  to  the  union  as  a  body. 
Mr.  Rouse  refused  to  let  it  go  there  and  brought 
it  up  in  executive  committee  where  he  had  pre- 
viously informed  me  in  a  letter  I  still  have — he 
says  in  the  former  letter — "The  executive  commit- 
tee is  no  place  to  consider  this;  it  should  be  con* 
sidered  by  the  union."  When  the  petition  gets 
there  it  is  jumbled  up  and  finally  the  matter 
reached  the  finance  committee,  and  the  recom- 
mendation reaching  the  finance  committee  from 
No.  6  is  that  if  a  New  York  man  is  disciplined  it 
be  not  more  than  50  cents  a  week,  which  was  for- 
eign to  the  petition  forwarded  to  New  York.  Some 
of  the  men  in  the  main  building  said  that  Mr. 
Daley  was  exhibiting  signs  of  being  irritated  that 
a  petition  had  been  circulated  among  the  New  York 
men;  several  refused  to  sign  it.  That  is  all;  any- 
thing I  said  or  did  I  think  was  within  my  rights. 
I  do  not  endorse  gambling.  All  the  time  I  was 
here  I  endeavored  in  every  way  to  prevent  it.  I 
tried  to  behave  myself  and  get  along.  I  was  per- 
fectly within  my  rights. 

Trustee  Knock — You  attribute  this  attitude  that 
you  say  Superintendent  Daley  assumed  to  your 
circulating  the  letter? 

Mr.  Angel — I  attribute  that  as  the  first  instance. 
Then  I  had  a  talk  with  several  people  in  New 
York  about  the  food.  Among  other  gentlemen  I 
spoke  to  in  New  York  was  Mr.  McKee,  ex-trustee. 
He  works  in  the  same  office  with  me.  He  wanted 
to  have  a  talk  with  me  about  the  food.  Nothing 
I  said  to  Mr.  McKee  was  in  any  possible  way  a 
criticism  of  Mr.  Daley. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays — I  move  that  the  su- 
perintendent be  instructed  to  notify  each  resident 
of  the  Home  from  New  York  Union  No.  6  to  ap- 
pear before  the  board  this  afternoon,  and  that  each 
of  them  be  asked  by  the  chairman  the  following 
questions: 

Name  of  union  of  which  member. 

Length  of  time  a  resident  of  the  Home. 

During  that  time  what  has  been  your  opinion  of 
the  way  food  has  been  served  and  what  has  been 
the  quality  of  such  food? 

What  has  been  the  general  attitude  of  the  su- 
perintendent toward  you? 

What  has  been  the  general  attitude  of  the  matron 
toward  you? 

Did  you  sign  the  petition  to  New  York  Union 
No.  6  protesting  against  what  some  term  as  double 
fines  in  case  of  violation  by  members  of  No.  6? 

(If  he  answers  yes.)  Since  signing  that  peti- 
tion has  the  treatment  you  received  from  the  su- 
perintendent and  matron  been  different  from  that 
received  previous  to  the  signing  of  such  petition? 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  2  p.  m. 

THURSDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  board  met  at  2  p.  m.,  as  per  adjournment. 
The  New  York  residents  of  the  Home  were  ad- 
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mitted  one  by  one  and  asked  the  questions  adopted 
by  the  board  previous  to  the  noon  recess.  Follow- 
ing statements  were  made: 

Barnett  Greenberg  stated  that  he  had  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Home  two  and  a  half  years.  That  his 
opinion,  as  he  stated  in  New  York,  was  that  the 
food  was  as  good  as  he  had  ever  eaten.  That  he  had 
not  a  particle  of  complaint  to  make  against  it; 
that  he  had  stated  in  New  York  and  would  repeat 
today  that  it  could  be  better;  that  there  was  no 
limit;  that  a  person  can  have  a  50-cent  dinner  and 
be  satisfied;  the  next  day  a  $1  dinner  can  be 
bought  and  that  is  more  satisfactory.  That  is  the 
difference.  Believes  that  under  the  conditions 
everything  is  very  well  indeed.  Food  has  been  sat- 
isfactory ever  since  he  has  been  here.  Stated  that 
the  superintendent  had  treated  him  as  a  gentle- 
man; that  he  had  not  bothered  the  superintendent 
but  had  let  him  alone,  and  that  when  he  wanted 
anything  he  asked  him  and  he  had  been  treated 
all  right.  That  the  same  thing  appilied  to  the 
matron  and  all  of  the  employes,  and  the  doctors; 
when  he  is  not  well  the  doctors  treat  him  per- 
fectly right  and  proper,  and  that  is  all  he  can  ex- 
pect. Signed  the  petition  to  New  York  Union  No. 
6.  That  he  had  noticed  no  difference  in  the  atti- 
tude of  the  superintendent  and  matron  since  the 
petition  had  been  signed. 

Samuel  Boll— Stated  he  was  admitted  to  the 
Home  in  July,  1903.  Lots  of  things  he  can  not 
eat  on  account  of  his  trouble.  Is  generally  satis- 
fied with  the  food  and  thinks  food  as  good  as 
could  be  expected.  Considers  it  good,  fair  food. 
Satisfied  with  the  treatment  of  superintendent  and 
matron.  Did  not  like  the  housekeeper.  Signed 
petition.  Has  not  noticed  any  difference  in  the 
treatment  by  superintendent  or  matron  since  sign- 
ing petition. 

Genevieve  Gariepy — Stated  she  had  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Home  two  years  and  two  months. 
Is  always  on  the  diet  table  and  has  practically 
what  she  wants.  As  a  rule  food  is  satisfactory. 
Stated  it  would  take  a  long  story  to  tell  regarding 
the  attitude  of  the  superintendent;  that  this  would 
take  an  individual  complaint,  and  that  the  same 
answer  applied  to  the  matron.  Had  never  heard 
about  the  petition  until  a  day  or  so  ago. 

Henry  Harrald — Entered  the  Home  December, 
1915.  Stated  that  in  his  opinion  the  food  was  all 
right  and  he  had  never  had  any  fault  to  find. 
That  the  attitude  of  the  superintendent  was  good; 
also  that  of  the  matron.  Signed  the  petition  to 
New  York  Union  No.  6,  but  had  not  observed  any 
difference  in  treatment  since  that  time. 

A.  L.  Reilly — Stated  he  had  been  a  resident  of 
the  Horn';  five  years.  Had  not  only  told  the  peo- 
ple at  home  about  the  food,  but  also  the  service; 
had  spoken  in  the  highest  terms.  Was  pleased  and 
proud  when  he  first  came  to  the  Home  and  had 
not  had  occasion  to  change  his  tone  since.  Can 
notice  change  and  difference  due  to  the  times  the 
same  as  other  people  at  home.  In  general  the 
s'ervice  and  food  are  good.  Had  always  found  the 
superintendent  friendly,  democratic,  etc.  The  su- 
perintendent had  disciplined  him,  but  he  had  al- 
ways been  friendly.  Have  been  friendly  since  he 
entered  the  Home.  Stated  Mrs.  Daley  and  he  had 
some  words  about  food  four  years  ago;  that  he 
was  innocent  but  that  Mrs.  Daley  came  from  her 
table  and  jumped  on  him  and  this  was  in  such  a 
manner  that  he  became  highly  indignant;  that  later 
Mr.  Langford  wrote  Mrs.  Daley  a  note  without 
his  knowing  it  and  that  so  far  as  he  was  concerned 
he  had  nothing  to  do  with  it.  Since  that  time 
everything  has  been  all  right.  Signed  petition  to 
New  York  Union  No.  6  and  had  noticed  no  differ- 
ence in  the  treatment  of  the  superintendent  and 
matron  since  the  petition  had  been  signed. 

C.  W.  Goulding— Resident  of  the  Home  ten 
years.  Stated  as  far  as  his  opinion  was  concerned 
he  had  found  the  food  in  very  good  condition  and 
had  never  complained.  That  the  superintendent 
and  matron  tr-ated  him  fairly.  Did  not  see  the  pe- 
tition. 

Alfred  Hill— Resident  of  the  Home  four  years 
and  nine  months.  Food  was  always  satisfactory. 
Had  three  good  square  meals.    That  the  superin- 


tendent was  always  friendly  and  they  had  never 
had  any  words;  that  the  same  thing  applied  to  the 
matron.  Signed  the  petition  to  New  York  Union 
No.  6  and  had  noticed  no  difference  in  his  treat- 
ment since  then.    Could  not  be  better  treated. 

David  Kenneth— A  resident  of  the  Home  nearly 
seventeen  years.  Food  satisfactory  and  properly 
cooked.  Superintendent  always  been  courteous  and 
considerate;  had  always  been  treated  fairly.  Con- 
siders Mrs.  Daley  an  exceptionally  fine  woman. 
Did  not  sign  petition  to  New  York  Union  No.  6. 

Daniel  Keenan — Resident  of  the  Home  nine 
years.  Has  always  been  very  favorably  impressed 
and  no  complaints  to  make.  After  being  here  nine 
years  has  his  first  complaint  to  make.  Can  only 
speak  in  the  highest  praise  of  superintendent  and 
matron.  Signed  petition  to  New  York  Union  No. 
6.  No  change  in  treatment  of  superintendent  and 
matron  that  he  had  noticed  since  he  signed  the  pe- 
tition. 

John  Laird— Resident  of  the  Home  twenty-one 
years.  Stated  the  food  was  very  good  both  as  to 
quality  and  service.  Could  not  ask  for  a  better 
superintendent  or  matron,  and  in  fact  this  ap 
plies  to  everybody.  Signed  petition  to  New  York 
Union  No.  6.  No  difference  in  treatment  by  super- 
intendent and  matron  since  that  time. 

John  Townsend — Resident  of  the  Home  ten 
months.  Perfectly  satisfied  with  food;  thinks  it  a 
very  good  quality  indeed.  No  difficulty  with  the 
superintendent;  had  only  made  one  request,  which 
was  granted.  Same  thing  applies  to  the  matron. 
Signed  petition  to  New  York  Union  No.  6.  Just 
the  same  treatment  since  signing  the  petition. 

John  J.  O'Connor — Entered  the  Home  February 
21,  1919.  Food  is  of  excellent  quality  and  very 
satisfactory  to  him.  Was  on  the  diet  table  and 
had  no  fault  to  find.  Had  little  to  do  with  the 
superintendent;  had  only  spoken  to  him  once  or 
twice;  does  not  meet  him  very  often;  has  no  occa- 
sion to  meet  him.  The  samue  thing  applies  to  the 
matron.  Signed  petition  to  New  York  Union  No. 
6,  but  the  treatment  by  the  superintendent  and 
the  matron  has  been  the  same  since  that  time. 

J.  G.  Ayers— Entered  Home  December  5,  1914. 
Stated  he  was  a  very  light  eater;  perhaps  did  not 
eat  over  a  pound  of  meat  a  week.  Food  has  been 
excellent.  Bread  as  a  rule  good.  Some  residents 
at  the  table  rejected  the  food.  As  to  the  attitude 
of  the  superintendent  it  would  require  a  great  deal 
of  time  to  go  through  the  details  of  their  relation- 
ship. The  matron  has  been  courteous  until  the 
27th  of  the  past  month.  On  that  date  was  sur- 
prised at  the  way  she  addressed  him  in  the  pas- 
sageway as  he  went  out.  Stated  he  was  l9oking 
for  news  and  nosing  around.  That  was  his  last 
thought.  Believed  she  had  been  instructed  in  that 
case.  Signed  petition  to  New  York  Union  No.  6. 
Had  not  noticed  any  difference  in  treatment  since 
that  time. 

H.  C.  Barker — Resident  of  the  Home  four  years 
and  ten  months.  Always  had  plenty  to  eat  and 
had  never  made  any  complaints.  Superintendent 
and  he  get  along  all  right.  Matron  an  expert  in 
her  line,  he  thinks.  Signed  petition  to  New  York 
Union  No.  6.  Had  noticed  no  change  in  treatment 
received  from  superintendent  and  matron  since 
signing  the  petition.  .    ,  „ 

John  J.  Lloyd— A  resident  of  the  Home  four 
years.  Worked  for  the  superintendent  part  of  the 
time.  Thought  everything  was  O.  K.  Superin- 
tendent's attitude  good  and  attitude  of  the  matron 
good.  Did  not  sign  the  petition  to  New  York 
Union  No.  6. 

H.  R.  Parker — Entered  the  Home  five  years  ago. 
Stated  the  food  was  first-class  in  every  way.  The 
attitude  of  the  superintendent  and  matron  very 
fine;  had  both  been  very  good  to  him.  Signed  pe- 
tition to  New  York  Union  No.  6.  No  difference 
since  he  had  signed  the  petition  in  the  treatment 
received  from  the  superintendent  and  matron. 

A.  L.  True — A  resident  of  the  Home  five 
months.  Considers  the  food  aces;  suits  him  to 
a  dot.  Superintendent  very  nice  and  pleasant — he 
should  say  fatherly.  Matron  very  nice  and  pleas- 
ant, in  fact  more  so.    Did  not  sign  petition. 

H.  S.  Hamilton — A  resident  of  the  Home  nearly 
three  months.     So  far  everything  has  been  per- 
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fectly  satisfactory  regarding  the  food  with  the  ex- 
ception that  at  times  eggs  are  poor ;  otherwise 
everything  satisfactory.  Treatment  by  superin- 
tendent and  matron  had  been  courteous  and  they 
had  been  nice  to  him. 

David  R.  Gottlieb — Resident  of  the  Home  eleven 
months.  Had  trouble  with  stomach  and  doctor 
put  him  on  diet.  Doctors  said  altitude  had  a 
great  deal  to  do  with  his  trouble.  Now,  off  of  the 
diet  and  getting  along  and  has  regular  meals. 
Has  all  he  wants  to  eat.  Food  all  right — once  in 
a  while  a  tough  steak.  Attitude  of  superintendent 
fine;  treated  O.  K.  by  the  matron.  Did  not  see  the 
petition. 

John  J.  Carroll — A  resident  of  the  Home  four- 
teen months.  Present  food  seems  to  have  im- 
proved considerably.  Some  months  ago  it  was 
very  poor,  both  in  quality  and  service  and  mannei 
of  cooking — very  bad.  Notice  improvement  in 
coffee  and  preparation  of  food,  and  he  thinks  in 
the  meat.  Cook  does  not  take  trouble  to  remove 
sand  from  beans.  Soups  had  nearly  everything 
left  over  from  the  kitchen.  It  was  spoiling  what 
might  have  been  a  good  dish;  had  scrambled  eggs, 
chile  con  carne  and  different  things  in  it;  at  the 
table  at  which  he  sat  nobody  would  touch  it.  Food 
previously  has  not  been  good,  but  has  improved  of 
late.  Always  got  along  fairly  well  with  the  su- 
perintendent. Holds  no  animosity  toward  him  or 
his  wife  or  anybody  around  the  institution.  Signed 
petition  to  New  York  Union  No.  6.  Has  noticed 
no  difference  in  treatment  since  that  time. 

S.  Binnington — Entered  the  Home  June  5,  1918. 
During  the  war  period  the  cooking  was  very  poor. 
Does  not  think  much  fault  could  be  found  with  the 
quality  of  the  food.  The  cooking  a  year  ago  during 
the  big  drive  was  very  poor.  On  several  occasions 
had  to  fill  up  on  bread  and  milk.  No  fault  to 
find  at  the  present  time.  Seldom  eats  meat.  If 
a  meat  portion  is  not  called  for  an  extra  vegetable 
is  allowed.  Takes  advantage  of  that.  Food  on 
diet  table  properly  served  and  cooked.  Superin- 
tendent courteous  to  a  degree.  Wishes  to-  take 
advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  matron 
for  her  courtesy  to  his  wife  who  came  here  last 
March  to  visit  him.  Has  no  fault  to  find  with 
superintendent;  have  very  little  business  together 
and  seldom  sees  him. 

J.  A.  Blackmer— Admitted  July  24,  1919.  Al- 
ways had  plenty  to  eat  and  food  was  well  cooked. 
Does  not  believe  there  is  a  baker  in  New  York 
who  can  make  better  pie  than  is  made  here.  Atti- 
tude of  superintendent  and  matron  fine. 

Morris  Callahan — Entered  the  Home  the  latter 
part  of  April.

It  would 
be  impossible  to  ask  for  anything  more  than  he 
was  receiving  in  the  way  of  treatment.  More  than 
he  ever  expected. 

John  Taylor — A  resident  of  the  Home  fourteen 
years.  _  Had  finest  of  food — was  an  unqualified  suc- 
cess with  him.  Both  the  superintendent  and  matron 
are  kind  to  him.  No  request  has  been  refused. 
Did  not  sign  petition  to  New  York  Union. 

R.  M.  Jackson — Been  a  resident  of  the  Home 
one  year  and  nine  months.  Talked  with  the  sick 
committee  yesterday  and  asked  for  transportation 
this  morning.  Did  not  care  to  say  anything  more. 
Has  had  enough  of  it.  If  he  has  a  chance  of  dying 
at  the  Home  or  dying  outside  he  will  take  the 
chance  on  the  outside.  There  are  too  many  stool 
pigeons  around  and  this  is  not  a  good  place  for 
a  union  man  to  be.  Tales  are  being  carried  bv  the 
residents.  Makes  a  man  live  in  misery.  Thinks 
something  should  be  done  to  punish  the  men  who 
carry  stories.  A  lot  of  favoritism  is  shown;  a  dis- 
tinction is  made  and  some  men  are  treated  as 
paupers.  There  should  be  a  place  for  the  aristo- 
cratic paupers  and  let  the  bums  all  go  together. 
Thinks  he  is  as  easy  to  get  along  with  as  any- 
body.    Never  did  much  kicking. 

Charles  Gallagher — A  resident  of  the  Home 
twenty-one  years.  Does  not  think  the  food  could 
be  surpassed.  If  he  was  able  to  eat  would  be  as 
happy  sitting  at  a  table  here  participating  in  these 
meals  as  if  at  some  hotel.  Has  not  eaten  meals 
for  four  or  five  years.  Meals  could  not  be  better 
for  quality  or  preparation.    Occasionally  removes 


a  piece  of  meat  or  fish  from  some  one  else's  plate 
and  tastes  it.  Superintendent  treats  him  most  cour- 
teously and  well  satisfied  with  the  management. 
Did  not  sign  petition  to  New  York  Union  No.  6. 

James  I.  Erwin — A  resident  six  and  one-half 
years.  Not  a  large  eater  and  bothers  very  little 
about  the  food.  Had  ample  food  and  he  believes 
it  fair.  Superintendent  pleasant  enough.  Had  a 
little  spat  with  the  matron,  but  it  did  not  amount 
to  anything.  Otherwise  everything  is  pleasant. 
Signed  petition  to  New  York  Union  No.  6.  Not 
one  iota  in  change  of  treatment  since  that  time. 

J.  C.  Fitzpatrick — A  resident  of  the  Home  ten 
years.  A  year  ago  was  on  the  diet  table  and 
everything  was  satisfactory.  Has  always  been 
treated  like  a  gentleman  by  the  superintendent  and 
matron.    Did  not  sign  petition. 

Harry  Gunnett — A  resident  nearly  two  years. 
Food  is  as  good  as  can  be  expected.  Service  good. 
Never  had  any  conversation  with  the  superintend- 
ent; spoke  to  him  as  he  passed  by  and  he  was 
pleasant.  Same  thing  applies  to  the  matron;  has 
not  had  any  conversation  with  her.  Signed  pe- 
tition. No  difference  in  treatment  received  from 
superintendent  or  matron. 

Harry  Smack — Entered  the  Home  December  1, 
1918.  Food  has  been  pretty  fair.  Could  be  cooked 
a  little  more  appetizingly.  Plenty  of  food.  Found 
the  superintendent  very  square  and  fair.  The 
same  thing  applies  to  the  matron.  Signed  petition 
to  New  York  Union  No.  6.  No  difference  in 
treatment  received  from  the  superintendent  or 
matron  since  signing  the  petition. 

Charles  Collins — Entered  the  Home  in  March, 
1903.  Food  has  been  excellent  and  most  satisfac- 
tory. Superintendent  has  been  most  satisfactory; 
this  applies  to  all.  As  for  the  nurses  they  surpass 
all  nurses  had  in  the  institution. 

G.  J.  S.  Grain — A  resident  of  the  Home  two- 
years.  Believes  the  food  and  service  are  as  good 
as  could  be  had  anywhere.  Does  not  know  of 
any  Tiotel  in  New  York  to  equal  it.  Food  is  prop- 
erly cooked.  As  to  quantity,  there  is  more  than 
enough  for  every  man.  Superintendent's  attitude 
is  that  of  a  gentleman.  Attitude  of  matron  if 
anything  excels  the  superintendent. 

REPORT  OF  VISITING  COMMITTEE. 

Your  committee  to  visit  tho^e  residents  of  the 
sanatorium  who  are  too  ill  to  appear  before  this 
board,  should  they  have  any  complaints  to  make , 
or  suggestions  to  offer  regarding  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Union  Printers  Home,  begs  leave  to 
submit  the  following  report: 

We  found  thirty-five  residents  who  are  confined 
to  their  beds  either  all  the  time  or  most  of  the 
time.  •  In  all  the  statements  below  we  have  made 
an  effort  to  transcribe  as  far  as  possible  the  exact 
language  used  by  the  patients  interviewed,  and  in 
f  11  cases  the  statement  was  read  back  to  the  man 
making  it  and  received  his  unqualified  approval. 
The  detailed  list  follows: 

J.  E.  Cundiff  (tuberculosis),  Modesto-Turlock 
No.  689 — At  Home  four  and  one-half  years;  notes 
slight  improvement;  no  complaints  of  any  kind; 
treatment  and  food  perfectly  satisfactory. 

M.  J.  Brennan  (tuberculosis).  New  London 
(Conn.)  No.  159 — At  Home  six  months;  thinks  he 
notes  some  improvement;  food  good,  attention  sat- 
isfactory, and  has  no  fault  to  find  of  any  nature. 

O.  P.  Bragassa  (tuberculosis).  El  Paso  (Texas) 
No.  371 — At  Home  nine  months;  notes  decided 
improvement;  food  good  and  sufficient,  also  treat- 
ment; has  no  complaint  to  make  of  any  kind.

In  executive  session  the  board  of  trustees  gave 
consideration  to  all  the  documents  and  witnesses 
heard  in  the  complaints  presented  by  Daniel  An- 
gel against  the  management  of  the  Home  and 
reached  the  following  conclusions: 

In  the  first  place,  as  the  members  of  the  board 
are  aware,  it  was  decided  previous  to  the  hearing 
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in  this  case  that  the  claim  made  that  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Hays  should  not  be  permitted  to  sit  on 
the  board  while  the  complaints  were,  being  heard 
was  not  justified,  and  it  was  therefore  denied. 

Regarding  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Angel  in 
connection  with  his  return  to  the  Home  after  he 
had  been  absent  on  furlough  for  some  time,  he 
submitted  no  evidence  to  substantiate  his  com- 
plaints, and  as  each  of  the  parties  mentioned  by 
him  emphatically  deny  that  occurrences  such  as 
mentioned  ever  took  place,  the  board  can  only  de- 
cide that  Mr.  Angel  was  in  a  more  or  less  ex- 
hausted condition  after  his  long  railroad  trip,  and 
that  he  misunderstood  the  intentions  of  the  peo- 
ple with  whom  he  conversed  regarding  his  re- 
entry into  the  Home.  The  fact  that  Mr.  Angel  so 
hastily  vacated  his  residence  in  the  Home  after 
the  expense  of  a  trip  to  New  York  and  return  is 
evidence  that  he  was  not  in  a  normal  condition  at 
the  time. 

Outside  of  the  complaints  referred  to  above,  the 
only  thing  in  connection  with  the  Home  objected 
to  by  Mr.  Angel  was  the  food,  which  he  states 
"was  of  poor  quality  and  poorly  cooked;  *  *  * 
that  sausage  was  frequently  servied  which  was 
sickening  to  taste;  that  corned  beef  and  cabbage 
was  served  which  was  so  full  of  salt  and  pre- 
serving matter  that  it  was  uneatable;  that  beans, 
chili  con  carne,  hash  and  cereals  full  of  black 
specks  were  served;  that  cereals  left  over  from 
previous  meals  were  put  in  soup  next  day  and 
later,  spoiling  what  originally  might  have  been 
good  in  said  soup.  I  charge  that  coffee  used  was 
of  worst  quality  and  contained  adulterations." 

In  substantiation  of  his  statement  regarding  the 
quality  of  food  which  was  served  at  the  Home,  Mr. 
Angel  submitted  six  exhibits,  named  Exhibits  "A," 
"B,"  "C,"  "D,"  "E,"  and  "F."  Each  exhibit  con- 
sisted of  a  letter  that  had  been  written  by  a  mem- 
ber of  the  union  who  had  previously  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Home  but  had  vacated  for  some  rea- 
son or  another.  He  did  not  call  and  present  any 
resident  of  the  Home  to  corroborate  his  state- 
ments. In  the  letters  which  he  submitted  as  ex- 
hibits it  will  be  noted  there  is  a  surprising  sim- 
ilarity. This  coincidence  is  not  so  astonishing 
after  one  has  perused  a  copy  of  the  letter  written 
by  Mr.  Angel  asking  for  the  statements.  A  por- 
tion of  his  letter  reads  as  follows: 

I  have  preferred  charges  against  Superinten- 
dent Daley,  his  wife  and  Miss  Riley,  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home,  for  insulting  and  insolent  treat- 
ment to  me  on  my  return  there  on  May  1.  In- 
cluded in  these  charges  is  also  one  of  poor  food. 
I_  specified  that  sausages  were  served  which  was 
disgusting;  that  soup  always  contained  left-over 
stuff  from  previous  meals;  that  corned  beef  and 
cabbage,  chili  con  carne,  beans,  etc.,  were  fre- 
quently served  which  were  improper  food  for  pa- 
tients, and  that  the  food  generally  was  of  poor 
quality  and  poorly  cooked. 

As  has  been  stated,  all  the  replies  to  Mr.  An- 
gel's letters  were  from  former  residents  of  the 
Home  who  left  the  institution.  It  was  not  possible 
for  the  board  to  interview  them,  and  it  was  nec- 
essary to  determine  as  to  the  value  of  their  evi- 
dence by  the  personal  acquaintance  with  them  by 
members  of  the  board  or  by  their  conduct  while  at 
the  Home. 

Exhibit  "A"  is  from  Bernard  P.  Fouhy,  of  Bos- 
ton Mailers'  Union  No.  1.  Any  one  knowing  Mr. 
Fouhy  will  not  be  surprised  at  him  having  writ- 
ten a  "knocking"  letter  when  asked  to  do  so  in 
plain  language.    Mr.  Fouhy  had  been  a  resident  of 


the  Home  on  a  previous  occasion,  and  the  fact  that 
he  asked  for  admission  a  second  time  should  be 
some  assurance  that  he  was  not  badly  treated. 

Exhibit  "B"  is  a  letter  from  H.  C.  Sliger,  of 
Connellsville  (Pa.)  Union  No.  321.  It  is  quite 
apparent,  from  evidence  gleaned  at  the  Home,  that 
Mr.  Sliger  has  experienced  a  change  of  heart 
since  he  left  the  institution,  as  the  statements 
made  in  his  letter  do  not  in  any  way  coincide  with 
those  made  before  his  departure,  if  statements 
made  to  members  of  the  board  are  true,  and  we 
have  good  reason  to  believe  they  are. 

Exhibit  "C"  is  a  letter  from  R.  B.  Tracy,  who 
entered  the  Home  from  Charleston  (W.  Va.) 
Union  No.  146.  Mr.  Tracy  had  also  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  Home  on  a  previous  occasion  and  re- 
turned of  his. own  volition.  He  makes  about  the 
same  statements  regarding  food  that  are  contained 
in  the  other  exhibits.  In  addition,  however,  he 
states  that  he  "never  attempted  to  'make  a  date' 
with  the  waitress."  In  this  connection  perhaps 
Mr.  Tracy  will  deny  that  he  wrote  a  note  to  a 
waitress  reading  as  follows:  "Can  you  make  ar- 
rangements for  next  Monday  afternoon?  Don't 
let  Mrs.  Daley  get  wise  or  anybody.  I  will  meet 
you  downtown." 

Exhibit  "D"  consists  of  a  letter  from  John  H. 
Hanson,  who  entered  the  Home  from  Pueblo 
Union  No.  175.  Mr,  Hanson  became  peeved  dur- 
ing the  time  the  influenza  epidemic  was  at  its 
hight.  He  was  charged  by  another  resident  of 
the  Home  with  leaving  the  grounds  and  going  to 
the  city  while  the  rule  prohibiting  it  was  in  force. 
Because  the  person  making  the  charge  was  not 
expelled  from  the  union  by  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union  officers  he  has  been  threatening 
dire  things  ever  since.  Mr.  Hanson  .was  also  a 
resident  of  the  Home  on  a  previous  occasion. 

Exhibit  "E"  is  a  communication  from  E.  H. 
Allen,  who  entered  the  Home  from  Colorado 
Springs  Union  No.  82.  The  less  said  about  Mr. 
Allen  the  better.  He  was  a  disturber  of  tl;e  first 
order,  and  if  the  personal  condition  in  which  he 
made  his  entry  to  the  Home  were  made  public 
it  would  create  more  nausea  than  is  claimed  in 
these  exhibits  for  other  things. 

Exhibit  "F"  is  a  letter  signed  by  Albert  H. 
Moore.  Mr,  Moore  has  been  a  resident  of  the 
Home  three  different  times.  On  one  of  these  oc- 
casions he  vacated  and  went  to  another  city  and 
took  tuberculosis  treatment  which  he  stated  cured 
him  when  the  Home  treatment  had  utterly  failed. 
It  was  partially  through  his  efforts  that  one  of 
our  subordinate  unions  sent  out  resolutions  en- 
dorsing the  treatment  he  had  taken  after  leaving 
the  Home,  requesting  that  the  board  of  trustees 
adopt  that  treatment.  It  was  shortly  after  that 
he  returned  to  the  Home  the  third  time  as  a  tu- 
bercular patient. 

This  covers  all  the  testimony  submitted  by  Mr. 
Angel  to  substantiate  the  charges  which  he  made 
regarding  the  food  served  to  the  residents  of  the 
Home. 

As  Mr,  Angel  is  a  member  of  New  York  Union 
No.  6,  and  that  organization  has  a  large  number 
of  residents  in  the  Home,  the  board  believed  it 
could  do  no  better  than  to  call  all  the  members 
resident  from  New  York  and  ask  them  regarding 
the  food  and  the  treatment  accorded  them  by  the 
superintendent  and  matron.  It  was  believed  also 
that  evidence  of  this  character  would  be  satis- 
factory to  New  York  Union  and  that  the  board 
could  well  afford  to  render  its  action  upon  the 
result  of  such  evidence. 
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Accordingly  the  questions  appearing  in  the  min- 
utes of  the  session  where  the  hearings  were  held 
were  formulated  and  put  to  thirty-two  of  the 
thirty-four  residents  from  New  York.  Of  the  two 
New  York  members  not  testifying  one  was  too 
sick  and  in  the  hospital;  the  other  had  left  the 
grounds  for  some  reason  or  another. 

The  replies  of  all  the  New  York  members  who 
testified  were  given  in  a  free  and  unhampered 
manner.  They  are  printed  verbatim  in  connec- 
tion with  the  hearing,  and  it  will  be  found  by 
those  who  read  them  that  there  was  no  effort  to 
evade  giving  the  board  correct  information. 

Then  following  the  evidence  given  by  the  New 
York  residents  will  be  found  the  report  of  the 
committee  which  visited  the  sick  residents  in  the 
hospital  who  were  confined  to  their  beds. 

When  the  evidence  given  by  all  these  people  is 
taken  into  consideration  there  can  be  but  one  con- 
clusion reached. 

The  board  therefore  determines  as  follows: 

1.  That  during  the  war  there  were  times  when 
the  best  of  food  could  not  be  obtained  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  to  supply  the  Home  and  substi- 
tutes were  used  by  order  of  the  United  States  gov- 
ernment. For  this  the  management  of  the  Home 
was  not  to  blame.  . 

2.  The  charge  that  cereals  or  eggs  cooked  in 
any  manner  and  served  on  tables  and  not  eaten 
were  afterward  used  in  soups  is  not  substantiated. 
Eggs  are  sometimes  used  in  soups,  but  not  in  the 
manner  charged.  ,  .  .   .  ^i. 

3.  Grains  are  frequently  used  in  soups,  but  the 
charge  that  cereals  returned  from  the  tables  un- 
eaten is  thus  used  proved  so  preposterous  as  to 
be  ridiculous.    , 

4.  The  meats  served  in  all  dining  rooms  and  on 
trays  are  as  good  as  can  be  secured.  The  fact 
that  an  occasional  steak  may  be  a  little  tough  is 
not  different  from  experiences  of  all  people  in 
their  homes  or  in  hotels  and  restaurants. 

5.  The  vegetables  served  are  of  as  good  quality 
as  can  be  procured  in  the  Colorado  climate,  and 
it  is  evident  they  are  prepared  and  served  at  the 
Home  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  a  large  percent- 
age of  the  residents.  *  '  .  . 

6.  Your  board  is  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that 
in  John  C.  Daley  and  his  wife  we  have  as  good 
management  of  the  Home  as  could  be  procured  in 
any  way,  no  matter  how  much  money  might  be 
paid  out.  It  also  believes  that  they  are  entirely 
acceptable  to  a  large  percentage  of  the  residents. 
Disgruntled  persons  there  will  always  be,  and  no 
one  can  expect  that  an  institution  of  this  kind 
can  be  run  with  everybody  fully  satisfied,  but  we 
are  convinced  that  the  present  management  and 
all  the  people  connected  with  the  running  of  the 
institution  are  giving  the  best  possible  service  and 
as  nearly  complete  satisfaction  as  can  be  ex- 
pected. 

The  board  of  trustees  therefore  finds  that  none 
of  the  complaints  entered  against  the  management 
of  the  Home  have  been  substantiated  and  that 
everything  that  could  be  done  for  the  comfort  and 
welfare  of  the  residents  has  been  done  so  far  as 
possible. 

The  board  desires  here  to  commend  in  the  high- 
est terms  both  the  superintendent  and  matron  for 
their  faithful  services  and  their  most  successful 
conduct  of  the  Union  Printers  Home. 

The  claim  of  Mr.  Angel  for  compensation  is  de- 
nied. 

The  board  at  this  time  gave  consideration  to 
the  appeal  of  Jeremiah  R.  Haley  from  the  action 
of  Superintendent  Daley  in  expelling  him  front 
the  Home  for  violation  of  rules.  On  motion  of 
Trustee  Powell  it  was  decided  that  clemency 
should  be  granted  Mr.  Haley  and  that  he  should 


be  confined  to  the  grounds  for  a  period  of  »ix 
weeks. 

Mr.  Haley  was  then  called  before  the  board  and 
Vice-President  McCaffery  informed  him  of  the 
action  taken. 

The  secretary  presented  the  following  commu- 
nication: 

Union  Printers  Home,  September  10,  1919. 
To   the   Officers  and   Members  of  the   Board  of 

Trustees  of  the  Union  Printers  Home: 

Gentlemen— The  time  is  fast  approaching  when 
an  increase  of  revenue  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home  will  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary. The  institution  is  already  taxed  to  its  ut- 
most capacity  and  many  applicants  are  on  the 
waiting  list  anxious  to  be  notified  of  a  vacancy. 
Of  course  these  facts  are  well  known  to  the  board 
— far  better  than  can  possibly  be  known  to  the 
writer  hereof — and  they  are  mentioned  here  merely 
as  prefatory  to  what  I  desire  to  say  concerning  a 
method  of  raising  such  an  increased  revenue,  ihe 
method  I  have  in  view  is  to  levy  a  percentage  tax 
on  the  earnings  of  members  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union  engaged  in  the  printing 
business.  If  such  a  measure  were  submitted  to  a 
referendum  vote  of  the  membership,  I  feel  con- 
fident that  it  would  be  adopted  by  a  very  large 
majority.  The  present  flat  assessment  of  20  cents 
per  month  would  have  to  be  continued,  of  course, 
and  paid  as  now  by  each  individual  member,  and 
then  to  that  sum  add  a  tax  of,  say,  one-quarter 
of  1  per  cent  on  the  earnings  of  members  re- 
ceiving more  than  $30  per  week.     ^  ^  ,.  , , 

This  system  of  creating  revenue  I  believe  would 
raise  a  sufficient  amount  of  money  to  meet  .every 
legitimate  demand  upon  the  Home  fund  indefi- 
nitely, and  at  the  same  time  add  to  a  reserve 
which  could  be  expended  to  enlarge  the  Home 
and  extend  its  beneficent  purposes.  . 

To  continue  the  old  system  and  through  it  at- 
tempt to  raise  still  more  money  by  further  assess- 
ing the  entire  membership  indiscriminately  on  a 
flat  rate  would,  to  say  the  least,  be  a  matter  of 
injustice  to  a  large  number  of  working  members 
of  the  craft,  whose  wages  are  small  when  com- 
pared with  living  expenses.  Other  members  who 
are  working  under  a  wage  scale  ranging  from  $35 
to  $50  or  more  per  week  would  not  mind  a  small 
increase  in  their  monthly  dues,  but  the  system 
nevertheless  would  be  most  inequitable,  and  I  be- 
lieve that  the  very  persons  who  are  now  receiving 
the  highest  wages  would  join  their  less  fortunate 
brothers  and  defeat  the  measure  should  it  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  referendum  vote. 

The  board  of  trustees,  perhaps,  after  due  de- 
liberation and  consultation  with  men  capable  of 
advisin?  in  such  matters,  has  already  arrived  at 
some  definite  conclusion  as  to  what  course^  it  will 
pursue  in  meeting  critical  conditions  confronting 
the  Home,  and  may  smile  at  the  temerity  and 
presumption  of  a  simple  lay  member  of  the  or- 
ganization to  suggest  a  way  out  of  a  serious  di- 
lemma; but  I  trust,  gentlemen,  you  will  pardon 
my  impertinence  (if  you  should  consider  it  in  that 
light)  on  account  of  the  interest  I  feel  in  seeing 
this  great  institution  attain  the  most  exalted  de- 
gree of  eminence  and  be  crowned  with  the  great- 
est measure  of  everlasting  success.

On  motion  of  Trustee  Powell  the  secretary  was 
instructed  to  write  a  letter  to  Mr.  Smythe  thank- 
ing him  for  the  communication  and  saying  that 
the  board  is  glad  at  any  time  to  receive  recom- 
mendations from  the  residents  of  the  Home. 

It  was  moved  that  the  question  of  refund  of 
head  tax  paid  by  certain  members  entering  the 
Home  be  referred  to  the  finance  committee  for 
action.    This  motion  was  adopted. 
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REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Your  finance  committee  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees of  the  Union  Printers  Home  present  the  fol- 
lowing upon  the  report  of  Superintendent  Daley: 

That  portion  of  the  report  preceding  the  recom- 
mendations and  that  might  be  considered  as  the 
general  report  is  recommended  for  approval;  each 
item  composing  it  either  involved  the  expenditure 
of  money  having  been  authorized  by  the  board  or 
the  finance  committee,  or  was  of  such  an  impor- 
tant nature  that  it  required  immediate  attention. 

Paragraph  No.  2,  under  the  head  of  recommen- 
dations, involves  the  endorsement  of  the  proposi- 
tion to  continue  giving  entertainments  during  the 
next  winter  season,  the  same  as  has  been  done  dur- 
ing the  past  seasons,  the  expense  not  to  exceed 
that  made  for  the  same  purpose  last  year. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of 
this  paragraph. 

In  recommendation  No.  3  the  question  of  the 
printing  and  sending  out  of  Christmas  menu  cards, 
as  has  been  done  in  the  past,  has  the  approval  of 
your  committee. 

Paragraph  No.  4  sets  forth  the  condition  of  the 
automobile  now  in  use  at  the  Home,  stating  that 
it  has  been  run  almost  continuously  for  three  years, 
and  that  it  has  reached  the  stage  where  it  will  be 
necessary  to  either  expend  considerable  money  to 
keep  it  in  running  condition  or  secure  a  new  ma- 
chine. 

In  discussing  the  automobile  question  your  com- 
mittee ascertained  that  the  life  of  an  automobile 
should  be  more  than  the  three  years  which  this 
machine  has  been  run.  but  that  the  accident 
through  which  it  passed  some  time  ago  left  it  in 
such  condition  that  it  requires  a  continuous  ex- 
penditure of  money  to  keep  it  so  that  it  can  be 
used  to  any  advantage,  your  committee  believes 
that  it  will  be  a  matter  of  economy  to  instruct  the 
superintendent  to  exchange  the  present  machine 
for  a  new  one  to  the  best  advantage  that  he  can, 
and  recommends  that  he  be  authorized  to  do  so, 
expending  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
the  difference  between  the  value  of  the  old  ma- 
chine and  the  cost  of  a  new  one. 

Recommendation  No.  5  refers  to  the  removal 
of  the  fence  on  the  west  boundary  line  of  the  land 
which  was  purchased  by  order  of  the  board  last 
year,  and  recommends  the  erection  of  an  ornamen- 
tal fence  from  the  entrance  to  the  grounds  to  the 
line  fence  that  was  moved. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  question 
of  the  building  of  this  fence  be  laid  over  for  con- 
sideration of  the  finance  committee  when  it  meets 
next  spring. 

Recommendation  No.  6  is  a  recommendation  of 
the  superintendent  that  a  structure  similar  to  the 
summer  house  on  the  croquet  grounds  be  erected 
at  or  near  the  entrance  to  the  grounds  for  use  as  a 
waiting  room. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  this  be  laid 
over  for  consideration  by  the  finance  committee 
when  it  meets  next  spring. 

Paragraph  No.  7  recommends  the  purchase  of  a 
manure  spreader  for  use  on  the  farm  and  lawns 
at  an  expenditure  of  approximately  $225. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  the  superin- 
tendent be  authorized  to  make  the  purchase. 

The  above  recommendations  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee were  adopted  by  the  board. 

E.  H.  McMasters  appeared  before  the  board 
representing  a  committee  of  the  sanatorium  resi- 
dents who  desired  to  have  the  rest  rules  modified 
or  shortened. 

Mr.  McMasters  was  heard  and  informed  that 
the  board  would  act  upon  the  request  of  the  com- 
mittee which  he  represented  at  a  later  time. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  Friday  morning. 

FRIDAY  MORNING. 

The  board  met  as  per  adjournment.  The  secre- 
tary notified  the  board  that  President  Scott  had 
not  returned  from  Denver  until  the  early  morning 


hours  and  would  not  be  able  to  be  present  at  the 
afternoon  session. 

The  secretary  announced  that  the  special  order 
for  Friday  morning's  session  was  the  conference 
with  the  doctors,  and  such  residents  as  were  to 
appear  during  the  time  the  doctors  were  before 
the  board.' 

Doctor  Giese  was  notified  that  the  board  was 
ready  and  he  presented  the  following  report: 

In  making  my  report  for  the  past  year,  I  wish 
to  call  attention  first  to  some  of  the  features  of 
the  medical  work  for  the  year,  and  secondly  to 
make  a  number  of  suggestions  and  recommenda- 
tions. 

The  medical  work  for  the  year  has  been  on  the 
whole  satisfactory.  Dr.  W.  V.  Mullin,  in  charge 
of  the  ear,  nose  and  throat  department,  has  been 
absent  during  a  number  of  months,  due  to  his  be- 
ing in  United  States  service,  and  the  work  during 
this  time  has  been  carried  on  by  his  assistant.  Dr. 
C.  E.  Patterson.  These  men  have  visited  the 
Home  regularly  twice  each  week,  have  performed 
all  necessary  ear,  nose  and  throat  operations,  and 
I  consider  that  all  of  this  work  has  been  compe- 
tently done  and  the  department  in  satisfactory 
condition. 

Dr.  Frank  T.  Stevens  has  visited  the  Home  reg- 
ularly once  each  week,  except  during  his  vacation; 
has  in  addition  been  called  in  consultation  in  a 
number  of  cases,  both  at  his  office  and  at  the 
Home,  at  other  times  than  during  his  regular  vis- 
its. 

The  board  appreciates,  I  am  sure,  that  the  neu- 
rological work  of  this  institution  is  no  small  fea- 
ture. Dr.  W.  H.  Cryer,  resident  physician,  is  now 
fully  familiar  with  all  the  work  o*f  the  Home,  and 
I  hope  the  board  may  see  fit  to  retain  him  for  the 
coming  year. 

Due  to  the  inadequate  laboratory  facilities  of 
the  Home  and  laboratory  workers,  we  have  done 
in  our  own  laboratory  in  the  city  during  the  past 
year  Wasserman  reactions  to  the  number  of  211. 
Of  these  211  reactions,  27  were  positive,  or  ap- 
proximately 13  per  cent.  In  addition  to  these  re- 
actions, we  have  done  a  number  of  other  labora- 
tory examinations.  We  feel  that  the  medical  work 
here  has  been  n;ade  much  more  effective  by  these 
examinations,  although  unless  the  board  can  make 
some  provision  for  carryiiig  this  on  in  the  future 
I  feel  we  will  have  to  discontinue  it,  our  own  per- 
sonal work  being  too  heavy. 

SUGGESTIONS  AND  RECOMMEl^DATIONS. 

First.  It  is  a  source  of  great  annoyance  to  the 
staff  that  we  have  no  direct  outside  communication 
with  the  drugroom.  The  office  of  the  Home  has 
been  most  kind  in  notifying  us  of  telephone  calls, 
but  the  answering  of  these  calls  detracts  greatly 
from  the  work.  So  long  as  the  Home  depends  on 
the  services  of  the  city  men,  I  feel  we  should  have 
at  least  direct  telephone  communication. 

Second.  I  believe  the  dental  work  we  are  doing 
here  is  wrong  in  principle  and  should  be  radically 
changed.  All  of  the  work  done  should  be  prophy- 
lactic. The  mouths  of  the  patients  should  be  made 
clean  and  kept  clean.  The  money  which  we  ex- 
pend should  be  spent  for  extractions  and  the  clean- 
ing of  teeth.  I  might  say  that  this  has  been  most 
satisfactory  in  other  institutions  of  this  nature. 

Third.  All  sanatorium  patients  should  be  re- 
quired to  be  clean-shaven. 

Fourth.  At  no  time  should  sanatorium  patients 
be  allowed  to  leave  the  grounds  without  a  »permit 
from  the  medical  department.  This  should  apply 
to  holidays  as  well. 

Fifth.  No  residents  should  receive  medical  at- 
tention or  dental  attention  outside  the  Home  with- 
out the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  medical  di- 
rector. 

Sixth.  Our  experience  with  furloughs  has  been 
most  unsatisfactory.  I  would  recommend  that  no 
furloughs,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  b« 
granted  to  sanatorium  patients  until  they  have 
been  at  the  Home  at  least  one  year. 

Seventh.   Although  the  medical  director  has  not

been  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  board  s  general 
provision  for  attending  meetings  of  medical  soci- 
eties where  tuberculosis  is  discussed.  1  would  re- 
quest that  this  provision  be  extended  and  that  he 
be  allowed  to  attend  two  medical  societies,  at  the 
expense  of  the  Home.  I  would  further  suggest 
that  if  the  medical  director  is  not  able  to  attend 
these  meetings,  that  the  resident  physician  attend. 
I  would  also  recommend  that  the  provision  for 
books  be  extended.  ^   ,  , 

Eighth.  As  regards  the  staff  for  the  coming 
year,  I  would  recommend  that  Doctor  Mullin  be 
retained  at  the  present  salary  and  with  the  same 
arrangement  regarding  work.  That  Doctor  Stevens 
be  retained  at  the  present  salary  and  with  the  same 
arrangement.  That  an  interne  or  recent  graduate 
be  secured,  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $100  per 
month  and  maintenance,  and  this  physician  be  one 
skilled  in  laboratory  work.  That  Doctor  Cryer  be 
retained  as  resident  physician,  at  a  salary  ot  $JOU 
per  month,  with  board  for  himself  and  wife;  or 
that  if  a  suitable  cottage  be  erected  for  his  use, 
that  his  salary  be  $250  per  month,  with  board  tor 
himself  and  wife.  , 

The  time  has  come  when  the  board  must  make 
some  provision  to  do  more  X-ray  work  than  we 
have  been  able  to  do  thus  far.  This  can  be  best 
and  most  cheaply  accomplished  by  the  institution 
of  a  suitable  machine.  , 

It  is  well  to  again  call  the  attention  of  the 
trustees  to  the  movement  on  foot  for  the  stand- 
ardization of  hospitals  and  sanatoriums  through- 
out the  country.  It  is  interesting  to  note  how  the 
percentages  for  the  grading  of  the  institutions  are 
to  be  proportioned.  In  all  probability  this  will  be 
as  follows:  Location,  3  per  cent;  plan  and  equip- 
ment, 5  per  cent;  business  management,  18  per 
cent;  medical  administration,  74  per  cent. 

Sanatoriums  will  be  graded  as  A,  B  and  C 
With  our  present  medical  equipment  we  can  ex- 
pect nothing  but  an  inferior  grading,  which  would 
not  be  desired  by  the  trustees  or  the  niedical  staff. 
I  am  authorized  to  speak  for  the  staff  that  their 
connection  with  this  institution  will  automatically 
cease  if  the  institution  is  advertised  as  less  than  A 
grade  Charles  O.  Giese, 

Medical  Director. 

The  board  adjourned  to  meet  at  2:30  p.  m, 

FRIDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  board  met  as  per  adjournment  at  2:30  p.  m. 
The  first  matter  to  be  given  consideration  was 
the  request  of  the  committee  from  the  sanatorium 
residents  asking  that  they  be  given  the  privilege  of 
reading  during  the  morning  rest  hours  or  that  the 
morning  rest  hours  be  reduced  by  one-half. 

Trustee  Powell  moved  that  the  advice  of  the 
physician  be  followed  and  that  the  rest  hours 
should  not  be  changed.   This  motion  was  adopted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  the  super- 
intendent be  requested,  if  he  can  do  so,  to  ar- 
range to  give  the  crippled  residents  and  those  un- 
able to  move  around,*  but  not  bedridden,  a  ride  in 
the  automobile  as  often  as  convenient.  This  mo- 
tion was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  the  su- 
perintendent was  instructed  to  investigate  the  ad- 
visability of  adopting  the  cafeteria  system  of  serv- 
ice in  the  main  dining  room  and  report  to  the 
finance  committee  the  result  of  his  investigation 
and  the  cost  of  installation  if  put  into  effect. 

On  motion  of  Trustee  Powell  the  superintendent 
and  matron  were  authorized  to  furnish  fruit  as 
often  as  possible  for  the  residents  of  the  Home. 

A  request  from  one  of  the  residents  that  ar- 
rangements be  made  so  that  he  could  have  more 
heat  in  his  room  during  the  winter  months  was  re- 
ceived. On  motion  of  Trustee  Knock  the  matter 
was  referred  to  the  superintendent  with  the  re- 
quest that  this  patient  be  made  as  comfortable  as 
possible. 


Resident  Ayers  appeared  before  the  board  yes- 
terday and  suggCHtcd  that  the  residents  be  allowed 
to  purchase  their  clothing  and  furnishings  at  any 
store  where  they  believed  they  could  get  the  best 
satisfaction,  the  Home  to  allow  the  regular  amount 
for  payment  of  such  purchases.  On  motion  of 
Tru.stee  Knock  the  suggestion  of  Resident  Ayers 
was  acted  upon  unfavorably. 

The  board  considered  the  application  of  Resi- 
dent Ncedham  for  reversal  of  the  order  of  the  su- 
perintendent in  dismissing  him  from  the  Home  for 
the  reason  that  the  doctor  had  pronounced  him 
able  to  work.  Trustee  Nichols  moved  that  the  ac- 
tion of  Superintendent  Daley  be  sustained.  This 
motion  was  adopted. 

Superintendent  Daley  notified  Resident  John  J. 
Farrell  that  the  physician  had  reported  him  as  able 
to  work  and  therefore  it  would  be  necessary  for 
him  to  vacate.  Mr.  Farrell  requested  that  he  be 
allowed  to  appear  before  the  board  and  state  his 
side  of  the  case.  This  request  was  granted  and 
upon  motion  of  Trustee  Mounce  Resident  Farrell 
was  granted  a  stay  of  three  months  at  the  Home, 
at  the  expiration  of  which  he  was  to  be  examined 
by  the  medical  director.  Doctor  Giese. 

Resident  Edward  Trask,  a  member  of  Lynn 
(Mass.)  Union  No.  120,  was  admitted  to  the 
Home  on  August  13,  the  admissions  committee 
having  acted  favorably  upon  his  application  for  ad- 
mission to  the  Home  on  a  doctor's  certificate, 
which  stated  specifically  that  he  did  not  have  loco- 
motor ataxia.  An  examination  by  the  physicians 
at  the  Home  disclosed  the  fact  that  he  has  loco- 
motor ataxia  in  an  advanced  form.  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  Resident  Trask  be  re- 
turned to  Lynn,  Mass.,  and  a  bill  for  such  trans- 
portation sent  to  that  union  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Home. 

The  report  of  Doctor  Giese,  medical  director, 
was  taken  up  seriatim. 

On  motion  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  the  first 
recommendation,  that  a  telephone  be  installed  in 
the  drugroom,  was  referred  to  the  superintendent 
and  resident  trustee. 

The  second  recommendation  regarding  dental 
work  was  taken  up,  and  upon  motion  of  Trustee 
Mounce  this  matter  was  referred  to  the  resident 
trustee  and  superintendent. 

The  third  recommendation,  that  all  sanatorium 
patients  be  required  to  be  clean-shaven,  was 
adopted. 

The  fourth  recommendation,  that  at  no  time 
should  sanatorium  patients  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
grounds  without  a  permit  from  the  medical  de- 
partment—this to  also  apply  to  holidays,  was  non- 
concurred  in. 

The  fifth  recommendation,  that  no  residents 
should  receive  medical  attention  or  dental  atten- 
tion outside  the  Home  without  the  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  medical  director,  was  concurred  in. 

The  sixth  recommendation,  that  no  furloughs 
except  in  cases  of  emergency  be  granted  sanato- 
rium patients  until  they  have  been  at  the  Home  at 
least  one  year,  was  non-concurred  in. 

Recommendation  No.  7,  that  authorization  to 
the  medical  director  to  attend  two  conventions  on 
tuberculosis  during  the  year,  be  continued,  and 
that  in  case  he  was  not  able  to  attend  the  resident 
physician  be  authorized  to  ,take  his  place,  and  fur- 
ther that  the  provision  for  books  be  extended,  was 
acted  upon  favorably. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  in  recom- 
mendation 8  the  following  be  approved:  "As  re- 
gards the  s^aff  for  the  coming  year,  I  would  rec- 
ommend that  Doctor  Mullin  be  retained  at  the 
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present  salary  and  with  the  same  arrangement  re- 
garding* work.  That  Doctor  Stevens  be  retained  at 
the  present  salary  and  with  the  same  arrange- 
ment." 

This  motion  was  adopted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  in  recom- 
mendation No.  8  the  part  reading  "That  an  in- 
terne or  recent  graduate  be  secured,  at  a  salary 
not  to  exceed  $100  per  month  and  maintenance, 
and  this  physician  be  one  skilled  in  laboratory 
work,"  be  non-concurred  in.  This  motion  was 
adopted. 

That  part  of  recommendation  No.  8  regarding 
the  salary  of  Doctor  Cryer  was  laid  over  until 
Doctor  Cryer  should  appear  before  the  board. 

On  motion  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  the 
recommendation  of  Doctor  Giese  regarding  the  in- 
stitution of  a  suitable  X-ray  machine  was  laid  over 
for  consideration  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  board  of  trustees. 

The  closing  statement  of  Doctor  Giese  regarding 
the  standardization  of  hospitals  and  sanatoriums 
throughout  the  country  was  laid  over  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

After  Doctor  Giese  completed  reading  his  report 
and  recommendations  to  the  board  he  stated  that 
he  had  purposely  left  the  consideration  of  his  own 
matters  to  the  last.  He  then  stated  that  if  he  re- 
mained with  the  institution  he  would  require 
either  more  money  or  less  hours  of  service.  He 
further  stated  that  he  would  prefer  the  lesser 
hours.  Asked  to  be  specific  as  to  the  amount  he 
would  accept,  he  stated  that  if  he  continued  as  at 
present  he  would  ask  for  $3,000  per  year.  If  the 
board  would  reduce  his  hours  of  service  one-half 
he  would  accept  one-half  his  present  salary,  or 
$1,250  per  year. 

In  executive  session  the  board  of  trustees  de- 
cided to  accept  the  second  proposition  made  by 
Doctor  Giese  and  employ  him  one-half  his  present 
time  at  one-half  his  present  salary. 

On  motion  of  Trustee  Powell  the  superintend- 
ent was  authorized  to  allow  departing  residents 
$1.50  for  each  meal  while  in  transit  to  their  des- 
tination. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  Saturday  morning 
at  9  o'clock. 

SATURDAY  MORNING. 

The  board  met  at  9  a.  m.,  as  per  adjournment, 
with  President  Scott  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  Superintendent  Daley  was  author- 
ized to  give  a  dinner  to  the  medical  society  should 
it  meet  in  Colorado  Springs,  and,  if  he  deemed 
advisable,  one  to  the  doctors. 

The  finance  committee  submitted  the  following: 

SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

In  paragraph  1  of  that  portion  of  the  report  of 
the  superintendent  under  the  head  of  recommen- 
dations, he  recommends  that  the  board  authorize 
the  erection  of  a  cottage  for  the  resident  physician. 
He  states  that  the  Home's  master  mechanic  esti- 
mates that  a  frame  cottage  or  bungalow  would 
cost  $6,000.  He  believes  that  the  Home  physician 
should  have  a  residence  on  the  grounds  so  that 
he  could  be  summoned  in  the  shortest  possible 
time  in  case  of  an  emergency,  especially  at  night. 

Your  finance  committee  gave  extended  consid- 
eration to  this  portion  of  the  report  of  the  super- 
intendent. It  took  into  consideration  the  effect 
the  erection  of  a  cottage  on  the  present  grounds 
of  the  Home  would  have  upon  the  appearance  of 
the  landscape  and  the  cost  of  a  building  that 
would  be  suitable  and  in  conformity  with  the 
superintendent's  cottage  and  the  other  buildings 
of  the  institution. 


The  committee  then  took  up  the  advisability  of 
providing  a  residence  for  the  Home  physician  in 
some  spot  other  than  on  the  present  grounds. 
Lying  on  the  north  side  of  the  Home  property 
and  between  the  land  of  the  Union  Printers  Home 
and  Pikes  Peak  avenue  is  a  strip  of  land  extend- 
ing from  the  front  line  of  the  Home  property  back 
to  the  property  owned  by  the  blind  institute  that 
the  committee  considered  would  be  an  acquisition 
to  the  Home  property  that  might  at  some  time  be 
desirable.  On  one  portion  of  this  strip  of  ground 
is  a  cottage  that  the  committee  believed  was  of 
suitable  character  to  be  used  as  a  residence  for 
the  Home  physician.  Your  committee  directed 
Vice-President  McCaffery  to  make  an  investiga- 
tion as  to  whether  or  not  this  land  could  be  pur- 
chased and  what  it  would  cost. 

Investigation  by  the  vice-president  showed  that 
the  land  was  plotted  into  lots  and  that  some  of 
these  lots  had  been  sold  to  individuals  but  that  a 
number  were  still  in  the  possession  of  the  orig- 
inal owner  and  could  be  purchased  at  once,  A 
further  investigation  disclosed  that  the  four  lots, 
being  100  feet  wide,  on  which  the  cottage  men- 
tioned is  located,  could  be  purchased  at  a  figure 
not  exceeding  $4,500, 

As  it  would  cost  not  less  than  $6,000  to  build  a 
suitable  cottage  upon  the  Home  grounds  and  as 
such  building  would  require  a  considerable  change 
in  the  landscape  work  upon  the  premises,  your 
committee  recommends  that  the  resident  trustee 
and  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  purchase 
the  four  lots  upon  which  the  cottage  above  men- 
tioned is  situated  and  convert  the  same  into  a 
residence  for  the  Home  physician. 

As  to  the  purchase  of  the  balance  of  the  strip 
of  land  between  the  Home  grounds  and  Pikes 
Peak  avenue  running  back  to  the  blind  institute, 
your  committee  refers  the  question  to  the  full 
board  for  discussion  without  any  recommendation. 

In  paragraph  5  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
superintendent  he  suggests  the  erection  of  an  or- 
namental fence  to  conform  with  the  present  fence 
at  entrance  to  gateway  from  such  gateway  to  the 
corner  of  the  land  recently  purchased  on  that  side 
of  the  Home  grounds.  Your  committee  has  rec- 
ommended that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
meeting  of  the  finance  committee.  We  now  rec- 
ommend the  erection  of  wire  fence  like  that  now 
in  use  and  the  parking  of  the  space  in  front. 

Regarding  the  head  tax  that  is  required  to  be 
paid  by  Canadian  members  coming  to  the  union 
Printers  Home,  which  amounts  to  $8  and  is  re- 
batable  if  the  member  for  which  it  is  paid  returns 
within  a  period  of  six  months,  and  which  has  been 
paid  by  two  members  entering  the  Home,  your 
committee  agrees  with  the  suggestion  made  by 
Trustee  Powell  that  this  amount  be  rebated  to 
each  of  the  two  members  who  have  paid  it,  and 
that  the  Canadian  unions  be  notified  regarding  this 
tax  and  that  in  the  future  it  will  have  to  be  pro- 
vided for  either  by  the  union  or  the  individual 
member  coming  to  the  Home. 

A  roll-call  vote  was  asked  for  on  the  adoption 
of  that  portion  of  the  supplemental  report  of  the 
finance  committee  referring  to  the  purchase  of  the 
land  and  cottage  adjoining  the  grounds  for  a  doc- 
tor's cottage.  The  vote  resulted  as  follows:  Yeas: 
Scott,  McCaffery,  Knock,  Powell,  Mounce,  Hays 
(six).    Nays:    Nichols  (one). 

The  president  declared  that  portion  of  the  re- 
port authorizing  the  purchase  of  the  land  and  cot- 
tage adjoining  the  Home  grounds  as  adopted. 

The  recommendation  of  the  finance  committee 
that  the  superintendent  be  instructed  to  erect  a 
wire  fence  between  the  corner  of  the  land  recently 
purchased  to  the  east  of  the  Home  and  the  en- 
trance, parking  the  vacant  space  left  outside  the 
fence,  was  adopted. 

That  portion  of  the  report  of  the  committee  re- 
ferring to  the  head  tax  that  is  required  to  be  paid 
by  Canadian  members  entering  the  Home  was 
adopted. 
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The  report  of  the  finance  committee  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS, 
GROUNDS  AND  CEMETERY. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  inspect  the  build- 
ings, grounds  and  cemetery  of  the  institution  of- 
fers the  following  as  its  report: 

We  visited  the  hospital,  the  library,  all  portioa* 
of  the  main  building,  including  the  portion  con- 
nected with  the  hospital,  the  pavilion,  tents,  cot- 
tage,  laundry,  greenhouses,  barns,  carpenter  shop, 
engine  room,  ice  plant,  billiard  room,  all  kitchens 
and  dining  rooms,  the  storerooms,  the  ice  plant 
and  milkroom  and  the  barber  shop. 

We  also  inspected  thoroughly  the  ice  boxes,  the 
silos,  corn  cutter,  the  milking  machines,  the  flower 
beds,  in  fact  all  of  the  grounds,  gardens  and  the 
cornfields  and  cows.  We  did  not  forget  to  look 
over  the  poultry  yards  or  to  inspect  the  hre 
escapes.  .  , 

While  inspecting  the  grounds  we  paid  especial 
attention  to  the  flower  beds  and  the  croquet 
grounds  for  the  reason  that  the  former  are  most 
attractive  to  the  eyes  of  the  visitors  to  the  insti- 
tution and  the  latter  a  source  of  much  recreation 
and  enjoyment  to  a  number  of  the  residents  in  the 
institution. 

It  would  be  useless  for  your  committee  to  under- 
take to  express  its  opinion  upon  each  portion  of 
the  property  of  the  Union  Printers  Home  which  it 
inspected  for  the  reason  that  every  part  of  it  is  in 
first-class  condition  and  perfectly  neat  and  pre- 
sentable to  either  officials  or  visitors. 

The  especial  feature  in  connection  with  the 
property  this  year  as  compared  to  previous  years 
IS  the  large  field  of  corn  that  was  planted  and  suc- 
cessfully raised  this  season  and  the  erection  of 
silos  and  the  operation  of  machinery  to  fill  such 
silo  with  the  product  from  the  land.  This  is  not 
only  most  interesting,  but  is  such  a  practical  and 
advantageous  improvement  that  it  is  well  worth 
giving  special  mention.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
but  that  the  money  expended  for  the  purposes 
here  mentioned  will  return  good  interest  to  the 
Home  on  its  investment. 

As  has  been  said,  every  portion  of  the  buildings 
is  in  a  scrupulously  clean  condition,  and  for  this 
your  committee  desires  to  congratulate  the  super- 
intendent, matron  and  all  the  employes  of  the  in- 
stitution; especial  mention  should  be  made  of  the 
remarkably  neat  appearance  of  the  hospital,  and 
the  doctors  and  nurses  are  entitled  to  much  credit. 

The  plots  belonging  to  the  Union  Printers  Home 
in  Evergreen  cemetery  are  also  kept  in  first-class 
condition  in  keeping  with  the  neat  appearance  of 
all  other  property  of  the  corporation.

On  motion  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  $350 
was  appropriated  to  recompense  Vice-President 
McCaffery  for  his  services  to  the  Home  during  the 
past  year. 

On  motion  of  Trustee  Powell  $7  was  appropri- 
ated to  recompense  Harry  Ingledue  for  his  serv- 
ices as  doorkeeper  during  the  sessions  of  this 
meeting  of  the  Home  board. 

The  committee  on  rules  submitted  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  committee   ON  RULES. 

To  the  Member"  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Union 
Printers  Home: 

Gentlemen — The  rules  committee  submits  the 
following  for  your  consideration: 

Add  the  following  to  section  3,  page  14,  book  of 
rules: 

"Provided,  That  if  clemency  be  granted  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  the  resident  shall  be  required  to 
remain  on  the  grounds  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  six  weeks. 


(>)rre8pondcnce  received  by  Superintendent 
Daley  from  Secretary-Treasurer  Kocrns,  of  San 
Antonio  Union  No.  172,  notifying  the  superin- 
tenflent  that  No.  172  had  stopped  the  donation  of 
$2.50  per  month  to  its  mcmberB  at  the  Home, 
I.  R.  Jordan  and  K.  W.  Scllman,  was  referred  to 
the  rules  committee.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mittee that  Messrs.  Jordan  and  Sellman  are  en- 
titled to  receive  from  the  superintendent  of  the 
Home  the  weekly  allowance  provided  in  resolution 
No.  10,  Union  Printers  Home,  proceedings  of  the 
convention  of  1896,  page  123.  This  resolution 
reads  as  follows: 

"10.  That  the  board  of  trustees  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  an  allowance  of  at  least  50 
cents  per  week  to  members  of  subordinate  unions 
now  or  hereafter  in  the  Union  Printers  Home 
whose  unions  are  unable  to  make  any  financial 
provision  for  them.    Proceedings  1896.  page  123." 

In  the  matter  of  the  protest  of  H.  M.  Rain- 
water against  the  withholding  of  the  Home  pen- 
sion, the  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  as  Mr. 
Rainwater  receives  $5  a  month  from  Houston 
Union  No.  87  he  is  not  entitled  to  receive  the 
Home  pension,  which  is  only  intended  f9r  resi- 
dents whose  unions  do  not  provide  pensions  or 
financial  assistance  for  their  members  domiciled  at 
the  Home.    Respectfully  submitted, 

George  P.  Nichols, 
Thomas  McCaffery, 
William  Mounce. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  rules  was 
adopted  by  unanimous  vote. 

On  motion  the  president  and  vice-president  were 
instructed  to  at  once  undertake  to  close  the  deal 
for  the  cottage  adjoining  the  Home  grounds, 
which  is  to  be  purchased  for  a  physician's  resi- 
dence, and  also  to  confer  with  Doctor  Cryer  upon 
the  question  of  salary  for  the  coming  year  and  re- 
port the  results  of  these  negotiations  to  the  board 
after  a  recess,  which  was  then  taken. 

The  board  convened  after  its  recess  and  Vice- 
President  McCaffery  made  the  following  state- 
ment: 

/ 

In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  the  Taylor  prop- 
erty for  the  use  of  the  physician,  Mr.  Taylor 
stated  that  $4,500  was  the  lowest  price  that  could 
be  set  for  the  property,  and  the  committee  recom- 
mends that  the  board  accept  the  offer  and  give  Mr. 
Taylor  a  check  for  $100  to  bind  the  bargain  and 
receive  his  receipt  for  the  money — Mr.  Taylor  to 
give  possession  of  the  property  in  thirty  days, 
with  the  title  and  everything  clear  with  abstracts 
when  so  delivered. 

Secretary  Hays  moved  that  the  report  of  the 
president  and  vice-president  on  the  Taylor  prop- 
erty be  accepted  and  the  deal  ordered  closed  by 
the  superintendent  and  resident  trustee,  in  con- 
junction with  the  attorney  of  the  board.  This  mo- 
tion was  adopted. 

Regarding  the  salary  of  Doctor  Cryer  for  the 
coming  year,  Vice-President  McCaffery  made  the 
following  statement: 

Doctor  Cryer  was  advised  that  the  board  had 
decided  to  offer  him  $225  a  month  and  the  use  of 
the  cottage  and  board  for  himself  and  Mrs.  Cryer. 
Doctor  Cryer  accepted  the  proposition,  but  recom- 
mended that  the  board  install  an  apparatus  for 
taking  Wasserman  tests,  stating  that  he  would  be 
willing  to  make  the  tests  after  hours,  but  would 
expect  some  slight  compensation  for  this  additional 
work.  Doctor  Cryer  made  the  further  sfatement 
that  he  had  been  at  the  Home  three  years,  and,  as 
he  had  had  no  vacation,  he  would  like  to  have  a 
vacation  of  a  month  to  attend  some  of  the  medical 
schools  or  conventions  during  the  coming  year 
without  deduction  in  pay  at  the  expense  of  the 
board. 

The  committee  told  Doctor  Cryer  that  these  rec- 
ommendations would  be  given  consideration  and 
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he  would  later  be  informed  of  the  action  of  the 
board. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  the  doctor 
be  engaged  for  the  year  at  the  terms  agreed  upon, 
that  the  superintendent  be  authorized  to  install 
such  apparatus  as  is  required  to  take  Wasserman 
blood  tests  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  $75,  that 
action  on  the  request  for  a  vacation  be  deferred 
until  such  time  as  the  vacation  is  asked  for,  when 
it  can  be  given  consideration  by  the  board.  This 
motion  was  adopted. 

The  meeting  adjourned  until  1:30  p.  m. 

SATURDAY  AFTERNOON. 
The  board  met  at  1:30,  as  per  adjournment. 
Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  presented  the  follow- 
ing communication: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  September  12,  1919. 
J.  W.  Hays,  Secretary  Board  of  Trustees  Union 
Printers  Home: 

The  board  of  trustees  are  cordially  invited  to 
see  (at  their  pleasure  and  convenience)  the  largest 
pumpkin  ever  raised  in  Coloradb.  Raised  on  the 
Home  grounds  by  Hank  Bishop.  Present  size, 
five  feet  around  middle.  Present  weight  (esti- 
mated), 100  pounds.  Hank  Bishop, 

Imperial  Valley  Union  No.  707. 

On  motion  of  Trustee  Powell  this  invitation  was 
accepted. 

The  president  declared  the  next  order  of  busi- 
ness to  be  the  election  of  officers. 

Trustee  Knock  nominated  President  Scott  for 
re-election  and  on  the  vote  being  put  by  Vice- 
President  McCaffery  the  election  was  declared  to 
be  by  unanimous  vote. 

Trustee  Powell  then  placed  Vice-President  Mc- 
Caffery in  nomination  for  re-election  to  the  posi- 
tion of  vice-president  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
President  Scott  declared  the  election  to  be  by 
unanimous  vote. 

Trustee  Mounce  nominated  Secretary-Treasurer 
J.  W.  Hays  to  succeed  himself  for  the  coming  year, 
and  the  election  was  declared  by  acclamation. 

President  Scott  then  appointed  the  follo\ying 
committees: 

Finance  committee — Trustees  McCaffery,  Hays 
and  Scott. 

Executive  committee — Trustees  Hays,  McCaffery 
and  Scott. 

Admissions  committee — Trustees  Hays,  Nichols 
and  Scott. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  the  resi- 
dent trustee  be  authorized  to  print  the  book  of 
rules  if  they  deemed  it  necessary.  This  motion 
was  adopted. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  called  attention  to  an 
article  which  appeared  in  the  September  number  of 
The  Typographical  Journal,  and  it  was  ordered 
spread  upon  the  minutes,  it  being  in  reference  to 
the  Union  Printers  Home.    It  reads  as  follows: 

A    TERM    OF   RESIDENCE   AT    THE  HOME. 

The  writer  has  recently  returned  from  a  term 
of  residence  at  the  Union  Printers  Home  at  Colo- 
rado Springs,  Colo.  I  was  unable  to  gain  strength 
after  recovery  from  an  attack  of  Spanish  influenza, 
and  after  about  five  months'  treatment  from  local 
physicians  I  was  advised  to  go  to  some  quiet  place 
for  a  rest,  as  the  nerves  of  my  neck  were  in  bad 
condition  as  a  result  of  the  influenza.  -Annapolis 
Union  No.  114,  of  which  I  was  a  member,  voted 
favorably  upon  my  application  for  admission  and 
the  admissions  board  handled  the  application  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

One  does  not  realize  the  benefit  derived  from  a 


term  of  residence  at  the  Home  until  he  returns  to 
work.  The  grounds  about  the  Home  are  kept  in 
splendid  shape,  and  it  is  invigorating  to  stroll 
about  the  gravel  paths  and  look  at  the  mountains 
and  beautiful  sky  after  a  good  night's  sleep,  which 
gives  one  a  splendid  appetite  for  breakfast.  After 
this  meal  a  resident  of  the  main  building  is  at  lib- 
erty to  do  as  he  pleases  until  10  o'clock  at  night. 
A  trip  to  the  mountains  is  usually  the  first  thing 
in  order,  and  the  scenery  to  be  seen  within  easy 
reach  of  the  Home  is  truly  wonderful.  A  walk 
through  the  canyons  puts  new  life  into  the  body. 
After  devoting  a  month  or  more  to  such  pastime 
one  feels  as  if  "life  is  worth  living,  after  all." 
The  food  at  the  Home  is  splendid,  and  the  chef 
knows  how  to  prepare  it,  so  that  a  fellow's  appe- 
tite, which  is  ravenous  after  a  trip  to  the  moun- 
tains, is  well  satisfied,  and  one  needs  no  rocking 
to  go  to  sleep  in  the  brisk  night  air  of  Colorado. 

For  an  expenditure  of  $1  one  can  procure  a  li- 
cense to  fish,  and  a  fellow  so  inclined  can  while 
away  many  an  hour  at  Prospect  lake,  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  Home,  or  in  the  mountain  streams, 
after  the  wily  trout.  The  writer  caught  some  nice 
trout  in  all  the  streams  which  can  be  reached  by 
trolley  from  the  Home,  and  the  lake,  within  fifteen 
minutes'  walk  of  the  institution,  affords  good  black 
bass  fishing,  and  I  was  lucky  enough  to  land  quite 
a  few  ranging  from  two  to  three  pounds  in  \yeight. 
If  more  of  the  residents  spent  their  time  in  the 
open  air  I  am  sure  they  would  regain  their  health 
much  more  speedily.  The  chef  is  always  willing 
to  cook  the  fish,  and  Superintendent  Daley  and 
Mrs.  Daley  are  always  ready  to  lend  a  helping 
hand  to  a  fellow  in  search  of  some  way  to  spend 
his  time  at  the  Home  in  the  open  air,  which  they 
urgently  recommend. 

Superintendent  and  Mrs.  Daley,  and  also  Miss 
Riley,  the  housekeeper,  leave  no  stone  unturned 
to  make  life  at  the  institution  pleasant.  The  man- 
agement of  the  Home,  in  my  opinion,  could  not 
be  in  better  hands.  Mr.  Daley  is  a  very  pleasant, 
congenial  gentleman  who  has  the  interests  of  suf- 
fering and  disabled  printers  at  heart.  Mrs.  Daley 
always  has  the  smile  of  welcome  and  words  of 
cheer  and  looks  after  the  comforts  of  the  residents 
in  a  manner  worthy  of  the  title  of  matron,  while 
Miss  Riley  is  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to 
come  to  the  aid  of  those  needing  something  to 
make  them  more  comfortable,  and  is  a  housekeeper 
in  every  sense  of  the  word.  These  good  people 
gather  about  them  employes  who  are  very  congenial 
and  pleasant,  which  tends  greatly  to  make  one's 
residence  there  both  healthful  and  pleasant. 

The  hospital  is  in  charge  of  a  splendid  staff  of 
doctors  and  nurses,  and  the  treatment  accorded 
those  unfortunate  enough  to  necessitate  being 
given  a  room  in  that  part  of  the  Home  could  not 
be  better  in  any  high-priced  hospital,  and  every 
man  with  whom  I  spoke  was  loud  in  his  praise  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  hospital  is  conducted. 

The  library  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired  '*n  the 
line  of  reading,  which  is  the  favorite  pastime  of 
the  majority  of  the  residents,  while,  as  a  diversion, 
a  good  phonograph  and  a  nice  selection  of  records 
are  provided.  The  assembly  room,  which  is  the 
favorite  place  in  bad  weather,  affords  games  such 
as  chess,  checkers  and  cards  and  many  a  hot  game 
(also  hot  argument)  is  indulged  in  by  the  old- 
timers,  and  right  here  I  want  to  say  that  the  "flag- 
raiser"  is  some  checker  player.  And  there  are 
also  some  real  card  and  chess  players,  and  cne 
can  always  feel  sure  of  a  good  eame  of  his  fa- 
vorite pastime.  There  are  two  splendid  croquet 
grounds,  which  are  occupied  most  of  the  time  by 
men  who  know  the  game,  and  the  term,  "You're 
dead  on  me,"  and  the  crack  of  the  balls  can  be 
frequently  heard. 

A  finer  body  of  men  than  residents  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home  is  hard  to  find,  and  I  feel  rich  in 
having  made  the  acquaintance  of  them.  Long  and 
happily  may  they  live!  Here's  hoping  every  want 
or  need  of  the  Home  is  granted.

Net  cost  of  maintenance  $166,395  79 

On  the  basis  of  215  members,  the  average  cost 
of  maintenance  was  $773.93  per  member  per  year 
— $64.49  per  member  per  month. 

There  has  been  a  continued  increase  in  the  price 
of  everything  that  enters  into  the  maintenance  of 
the  Home  and  the  total  expenses  for  the  year 
therefore  show  an  increase  over  the  previous  year. 
The  board  of  trustees  has  refrained  from  making 
any  but  necessary  improvements  or  extensions 
and  by  this  means  has  succeeded  in  keeping  the 
expenditures  practically  within  the  income. 

The  expenses  of  the  fund  exceed  the  receipts 
by  $170.28.  If  the  cost  of  supplies  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  continues  to  increase  or  further 
additions  thereto  are  made,  a  greater  revenue  must 
be  provided  for  the  support  of  the  Home. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ended  May  31,  1920,  the 
secretary-treasurer  paid  bills  incurred  at  the  Home 
for  the  months  of  May,  1919,  to  April,  1920.  The 
report  of  the  superintendent  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  May  31,  1920,  includes  bills  for  the  months 
of  June,  1919,  to  May,  1920,  Both  reports  in- 
clude twelve  months'  business,  but  not  the  same 
twelve  months.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the 
superintendent  makes  his  report  to  the  trustees 
and  incorporates  therein  expenditures  incurred  at 
the  Home.  The  monthly  report  of  the  superintend- 
ent and  the  bills  are  submitted  to  Trustee  McCaf- 
fery,  vice-president  of  the  board,  and  when  ap- 
proved by  him  are  sent  to  the  other  members  of 
the  finance  committee.  In  due  season  the  report 
of  the  superintendent  and  the  approved  bills  reach 
the  secretary-treasurer  and  checks  for  the  amount 
of  said  bills  are  then  issued.  Under  this  plan  the 
secretary-treasurer  does  not  receive  the  bills  in 
any  one  month  until  about  the  18th  or  20th  of 
the  next  month.  The  difference  in  the  amounts 
contained  in  the  reports  of  the  secretary-treasurer 
and  in  those  of  the  superintendent  is  due  to  the 
different  dates  which  the  reports  cover,  and  the 
fact  that  some  items  of  expense  which  are  not 
handled  by  the  superintendent — expenses  of  trus- 
tees' meetings,  printing  for  trustees,  clerical  work 
on  Home  business  at  headquarters — are  handled  by 
the  secretary-treasurer  but  do  not  appear  in  the 
report  of  the  superintendent.

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HOME  BOARD  FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  April  26,  1920. 

The  finance  committee  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  Union  Printers  Home  met  in  the  superin- 
tendent's office,  or  board  room,  at  10  a.  m.  on 
April  26,  1920,  with  President  Scott  in  the  chair. 

The  full  committee,  consisting  of  President 
Scott,  Vice-President  McCaflfery  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Hays,  was  in  attendance. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  informed  the  com- 
mittee that  Mayor  Thomas,  of  Colorado  Springs, 
had  requested  that  he  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
appear  before  the  committee  in  connection  with 
his  business  as  an  architect  for  prospective  business 
when  further  improvements  were  made  at  the 
Union  Printers  Home.  The  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  inform  Mayor  Thomas  that  the  com- 
mittee would  be  pleased  to  see  him  at  any  time. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  then  read  the  report 
of  Superintendent  John  C.  Daley  to  the  committee. 
The  report  and  recommendations  are  as  follows: 
Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  April  26,  1920. 
To  the  Members  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the 

Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Union  Printers  Home: 

Gentlemen — I  herewith  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  report,  with  recommenda- 
tions. The  report  covers  the  important  financial 
transactions  since  the  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees  in  September,  1919. 

The  several  matters  referred  to  the  resident 
trustee  and  the  superintendent  were  given  due 
consideration,  and  instructions  were  complied  with 
so  far  as  possible. 

1.  The  resident  trustee  and  the  superintendent 
took  the  necessary  legal  steps  to  get  a  clear  title 
to  the  property  purchased  for  a  residence  for  the 
Home  physician.  The  purchase  price,  $4,500,  was 
turned  over  to  Mrs.  I.  B.  Taylor,  and  the  deed 
and  abstracts,  which  were  recorded  in  the  county 
clerk's  office  in  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  are  now 
in  the  possession  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays. 

2.  The  board  of  trustees  instructed  the  resident 
trustee  and  the  superintendent  to  do  all  work 
necessary  to  put  the  Home  physician's  cottage 
in  first-class  condition,  and  also  to  purchase  neces- 
sary furnishings.  We  found  it  necessary  to  re- 
decorate the  interior  of  the  cottage,  in  addition 
to  making  some  repairs.  A  garage  12  x  20  feet 
was  erected  south  of  the  cottage.  The  total  cost 
of  the  above  work  was  $366.88.  The  cottage  was 
furnished  throughout  with  the  necessary  furniture, 
rugs,  draperies,  linens,  etc.,  at  a  cost  of  $1,100. 
The  doctor  and  his  wife  are  well  satisfied  with  the 
cottage  and  furnishings. 

3.  The  board  of  trustees  authorized  the  super- 
intendent to  purchase  a  new  automobile,  expending 
such  sum  as  was  necessary  to  pay  the  difference 
between  the  value  of  the  old  machine  and  the 
cost  of  a  new  one.  A  Hudson  super-six  was  pur- 
chased, the  price  of  same  being  $2,310,  less  $800 
allowed  for  the  old  machine,  or  an  actual  cost  of 
$1,510.  I  consider  that  the  sum  allowed  for  the 
old  machine  was  exceedingly  liberal. 

4.  As  authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees,  the 
superintendent  purchased  a  fifty-bushel  manure- 
spreader  at  a  cost  of  $212.50.  This  piece  of  ma- 
chinery is  used  extensively  on  the  lawns  and 
gardens,  and  is  a  labor  saver. 

5.  As  authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees,  a 
telephone  was  installed  in  the  doctor's  office  for 
use  of  the  medical  department. 

6.  The  instructions  of  the  board  in  the  matter 
of  an  allowance  of  $1.50  per  meal  en  route  to 


destination  to  residents  who  have  vacated,  have 
been  complied  with. 

7.  The  land  just  west  of  the  original  Home 
property,  and  south  of  the  main  entrance,  which 
was  purchased  last  year,  is  being  improved  by  the 
Home  gardener.  The  ground  has  been  pIow«d, 
trees  have  been  set  out  and  preparations  made  for 
sowing  grass  seed  and  planting  shrubbery,  after 
which  the  fence  authorized  by  the  board  of  trustees 
will  be  put  in  place. 

8.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  the  medical 
director  was  authorized  to  attend  two  medical 
association  conventions  during  the  year,  and  in 
the  event  of  the  medical  director  being  unable 
to  attend  these  conventions,  the  resident  physician 
be  authorized  to  take  his  place.  Dr.  Giese  attended 
the  tuberculosis  meeting  in  St.  Louis  April  21-24, 
and  Dr.  Cryer  is  now  in  attendance  at  the  meeting 
of  the  American  Medical  Association  in  New 
Orleans.  The  doctors  will  make  a  written  report 
in  the  near  future. 

9.  As  directed  by  the  board,  the  resident 
trustee  and  the  superintendent  purchased  the  strip 
of  land  north  of  the  Home  grounds,  consisting  of 
twenty-three  lots,  for  the  sum  of  $2,500.  All 
legal  matters  in  connection  with  the  transfer  of 
this  property  have  been  given  proper  attention. 

10.  Part  of  the  new  metal  ceiling  has  been 
installed  in  the  laundry,  and  the  job,  which  must 
be  done  piecemeal,  will  be  completed  as  soon  as 
convenient.  This  work  has  to  be  done  at  times 
when  it  does  not  interfere  with  the  laundry  work- 
ers. 

11.  All  general  repairs,  painting,  etc.,  necessary 
to  keep  the  buildings  in  proper  condition,  have 
been  done  during  the  year.  A  painter  was  em- 
ployed on  March  17,  1920,  and  has  worked  steadily 
since  that  time.  It  will  probably  be  necessary  to 
keep  him  at  work  for  several  months,  as  there  is 
a  great  deal  of  painting  and  calcimining  yet  to 
be  done.    A  carpenter  is  also  employed  part  time. 

12.  An  ensilage  cutter  was  purchased  at  a  cost 
of  $336.30;  also  a  feed  grinder  for  grinding  corn 
and  feed  for  cattle  and  chickens,  at  a  cost  of  $38. 
These  implements  are  first-class,  and  with  proper 
care  will  last  for  a  number  of  years. 

13.  As  yet  the  Hinman  Silo  Company  has  not 
put  the  roof  on  the  silo,  and  we  are  therefore 
withholding  payment  of  $150,  the  price  agreed 
upon  for  the  roof. 

14.  On  March  1,  1920,  the  Hub  Clothing  Com- 
pany advanced  the  price  of  suits  to  $28.  Even  at 
the  advanced  price  it  has  been  a  difficult  matter 
at  times  to  get  clothing,  as  the  factories  were 
slow  in  making  deliveries.  Since  April,  1919, 
suits  have  advanced  65  per  cent  in  price;  hats, 
27  per  cent;  extra  trousers,  57  per  cent;  shirts, 
100  per  cent;  underwear,  25  per  cent;  collars, 
43^  per  cent;  hosiery,  38^  per  cent;  suspenders, 
62^  per  cent.  I  have  been  informed  that  there 
will  probably  be  further  advances  in  many  of 
these  lines  in  the  near  future.  The  increase  in 
the  cost  of  maintaining  residents  of  the  Home  in 
the  last  six  months  was  21J^  per  cent  more  than 
the  preceding  six  months.  The  average  increase 
in  salaries  of  employes  during  the  year  was  19 
per  cent.  Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  unskilled  labor, 
further  increases  will  have  to  be  made  in  some 
of  the  departments. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1.  The  stock  of  booklets  descriptive  of  the 
Home  is  exhausted,  and  I  would  recommend  that 
an   additional   ten   thousand   be   printed.  These 
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booklets  are  given  to  visitors  to  the  Home,  as 
well  as  to  unions  applying  for  them,  to  use  at 
label  fairs  and  various  sorts  of  entertainments. 

2.  It  has  been  customary  for  the  Home  to  run 
an  advertisement  in  the  local  daily  papers  during 
the  tourist  season  (about  three  months)  each  year, 
extending  an  invitation  to  the  tourists  to  visit  and 
inspect  the  Home.  1  recommend  that  the  custom 
be  followed  this  year. 

3.  Every  year  the  chamber  of  commerce  asks 
for  voluntary  contributions  from  the  merchants, 
hotels,  sanatoria  and  other  sources,  the  funds 
so  raised  being  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  the 
Pikes  Peak  region.  Heretofore  the  Home  has  not 
contributed  to  this  fund.  I  informed  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  that  the  matter  would  be  presented 
to  the  finance  committee  •  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  Home,  and  the  action  of  the  committee 
reported  to  him  with  the  least  possible  delay.  I 
suggest  that  the  finance  committee  consider  the 
request  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  at  this 
meeting. 

4.  The  following  communication  was  received 
from  Resident  John  Ryan,  of  Chicago  Union 
No.  16: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  April  10,  1920. 

John  C.  Daley,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir — Owitig  to  the  wornout  and  rotted 
condition  of  the  leather  of  my  present  leg  ex- 
tension, which  has  been  in  use  for  a  period  of 
about  eleven  years,  I  would  like  to  make  a  requisi- 
tion for  the  purchase  of  a  new  extension.  To  wear 
the  one  now  in  use  is  of  a  painful  nature,  and 
might  at  any  time  result  in  a  sprained  or  broken 
ankle.  The  well-known  expert,  Martin  Larson, 
369  West  Madison  street,  Chicago,  will  make  one 
at  a  cost  of  $25.  This  extension  will  fit  ready-to- 
wear  shoes  without  any  alteration  in  the  uppers, 
and  thus  avoid  the  expense  of  changing  uppers, 
which  I  have  had  to  do  in  the  past  with  my  present 
extension.  Any  action  in  the  matter  of  a  favor- 
able nature  will  be  thankfully  appreciated.

5.  The  following  letter,  which  is  self-explana- 
tory, was  received  from  the  Fawcett  Advertising 
Agency :

Home,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.: 

Dear  Sir — We  wish  to  bring  to  your  attention 
again  the  question  of  advertising  the  Union  Print- 
ers Home  in  Daily  Doings,  the  weekly  guidebook 
issued  by  the  Colorado  Springs  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. We  would  respectfully  suggest  that  you 
consider  using  Daily  Doings  to  acquaint  our  sum- 
mer visitors  with  the  really  remarkable  work 
which  is  being  done  under  your  direction  at  the 
Home. 

We  feel  that  Daily  Doings  speaks  for  itself  as 
to  character,  quality  of  advertising  and  news  mat- 
ter carried.  It  is  published  by  the  Colorado 
Springs  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  gives  authentic, 
impartial  and  complete  information  concerning  the 
various  items  of  interest  to  our  thousands  of  sum- 
mer visitors.  Its  circulation  is  from  5,000  to  8,000 
each  week.  One-quarter  page  each  week  for  the 
period  of  eighteen  weeks  will  cost  $90.  The  size 
of  the  advertisement  is  two  columns  wide  by  one 
and  one-half  inches  deep — just  about  the  size  ad- 
vertisement carried  in  the  local  newspapers  during 
the  summer  season  by  the  Home. 

We  are  sending  a  copy  of  this  letter  to  Thomas 
McCaffery,  resident  member  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees. We  know,  Mr.  Daley,  that  both  you  and 
Mr,  McCaffery  are  thoroughly  familiar  with  Daily 
Doings  and  its  unquestioned  ability  to  reach  the 
greater  majority  of  our  summer  visitors.  There- 


fore, if  the  foregoing  meets  with  your  approval, 
we  shall  certainly  appreciate  your  bringing  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  finance  committee 
as  you  suggested  to  the  writer  today.

I  recommend  that  the  finance  committee  give 
this  matter  consideration  at  this  meeting, 

6.  The  severe  windstorms  during  the  months  of 
March  and  April,  which  at  times  reached  a  velocity 
of  sixty  to  seventy  miles  an  hour,  stripped  the 
canvas  off  four  tents  and  damaged  several  others 
to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  necessary  to  pur- 
chase enough  covering  for  eleven  tents.  As  the 
canvas  on  the  remaining  nine  tents,  which  was  put 
on  about  seven  years  ago,  is  in  very  poor  condition, 
it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  recover  them  in 
the  near  future. 

I  recommend  that  the  finance  committee  author- 
ize the  recovering  of  these  tents,  the  work  to  be 
done  when  needed. 

7.  The  board  of  trustees  instructed  the  super- 
intendent to  investigate  the  advisability  of  install- 
ing the  cafeteria  system  in  the  main  dining  room, 
and  to  report  to  the  finance  committee  the  result 
of  the  investigation.  In  order  to  install  a  proper 
system  it  would  be  necessary  to  build  an  extension 
of  at  least  eight  feet  onto  the  present  steam  table, 
which  would  necessitate  a  considerable  amount  of 
plumbing,  in  addition  to  purchasing  about  twenty 
dozen  trays  and  other  utensils,  the  cost  of  which 
would  be  approximately  a  thousand  dollars. 

I  recommend  that  this  matter  be  laid  over  until 
the  board  meeting  in  order  that  I  may  have  more 
time  to  make  further  investigation  as  to  the  work- 
ing of  the  cafeteria  system  in  other  institutions. 

8.  The  outside  of  the  doctor's  cottage  ought  to 
be  painted  this  year.  I  recommend  that  this  work 
be  done  this  spring, 

9.  The  following  letter  from  the  Hallett  & 
Baker  Undertaking  Company  is  self-explanatory: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo,,  April  22,  1920, 
J.  C,  Daley,  Superintendent  Union  Printers  Home, 
Colorado  Springs,  Colo.: 

Dear  Mr.  Daley — You  are  well  aware  of  the 
fact  that  manufactured  goods  in  every  line  of  busi- 
ness have  taken  a  steady  advance  during  the  past 
two  and  a  half  years,  and  I  wish  to  state  that 
factories  making  funeral  supplies  are,  no  exception. 

AH  goods  we  use  in  our  business  have  advanced 
from  1  to  300  per  cent,  and  we  are  informed  that 
another  raise  will  come  in  a  short  time,  and  we 
have  no  assurance  that  that  will  be  the  peak  of 
the  high  cost  of  goods. 

In  view  of  the  facts,  as  above  stated,  we  ask 
your  honorable  board  of  trustees  to  allow  us  a 
raise  from  $75  to  $90  for  the  care  and  burial  of 
those  who  die  in  your  institution,  also  for  the  care 
and  shipment  of  those  who  are  sent  to  their  rela- 
tives in  other  states. 

■    We  ask  this  that  we  may  be  able  to  use  the 
same  quality  of  goods  (especially  in  the  shipping 
work)  and  give  satisfaction  to  the  relatives.

I  do  not  believe  that  the  Hallett  &  Baker  Under- 
taking Company  are  asking  for  an  exorbitant  in- 
crease, and  recommend  that  the  sum  of  ninety 
dollars  ($90)  be  allowed  for  funerals  of  residents 
of  the  Home  in  the  future.

Following  the  reading  of  the  report,  the  com- 
mittee  gave   consideration   to   the   various  state- 
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ments  made  in  the  report,  and  took  action  upon 
the  recommendations  of  the  superintendent. 

That  portion  of  the  rei)ort  of  the  superintend- 
ent referring  to  the  carrying  out  of  the  instructions 
of  the  board  of  trustees  made  at  its  September, 
1919,  meeting,  as  well  as  that  portion  containing 
explanations  why  certain  recommendations  had 
not  been  fully  complied  with  before  this  time,  was 
given  the  approval  of  the  committee. 

On  the  recommendations  made  by  the  superiw 
tendent  in  his  report,  the  following  action  was 
taken : 

Recommendation  1,  that  the  stock  of  booklets  de- 
scriptive of  the  Home  be  reprinted  in  sufficient 
number  to  supply  visitors,  and  unions  applying 
for  them,  for  use  at  label  fairs,  was  concurred  in. 

Recommendation  2,  that  the  Home  continue  the 
usual  advertisements  in  the  local  daily  papers  that 
it  has  been  customary  to  publish  during  the  tour- 
ist season  of  about  three  months  was  approved  by 
the  finance  committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  su- 
perintendent, made  in  paragraph  3  of  his  recom- 
mendations, the  committee  gave  consideration  to  a 
request  of  the  chamber  of  commerce  for  contribu- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  advertising  the  Pikes  Peak 
region.  As  the  Union  Printers  Home  receives  no 
benefit  from  the  funds  collected  in  this  manner  by 
the  chamber  of  commerce,  and  as  it  is  not  an  in- 
stitution run  for  profit,  the  finance  committee  de- 
cided that  it  would  be  inadvisable  to  comply  with 
the  request  of  the  Colorado  Springs  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  and  the  request  was,  therefore,  not  con- 
curred in. 

Paragraph  4  of  the  recommendation  of  the  su- 
perintendent recommended  that  the  request  of 
Resident  John  Ryan,  of  the  Home,  that  a  new  ex- 
tension for  an  artificial  limb  which  he  is  com- 
pelled to  wear  be  replaced,  was  concurred  in  by 
the  committee. 

In  paragraph  5  of  the  superintendent's  recom- 
mendations was  incorporated  a  communication  re- 
ceived from  the  Fawcett  Advertising  Agency,  which 
publishes  what  is  known  as  Daily  Doings,  that  the 
institution  place  an  advertisement  in  this  publica- 
tion, was  not  approved  by  the  committee. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  made 
by  Superintendent  Daley  in  paragraph  6,  the  su- 
perintendent was  authorized  to  recover  the  tents 
in  the  tent  colony  as  circumstances  might  require. 

At  the  last  September  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Home,  the  question  of  installing 
the  cafeteria  service  in  the  main  building  dining 
room  was  given  consideration,  and  laid  over  for  a 
further  report  from  the  superintendent.  In  para- 
graph 7  of  the  recommendations,  the  superintend- 
ent takes  up  this  matter  and  recommends  that  it 
be  laid  over  until  the  board  of  trustees'  meeting 
for  this  year,  in  order  that  he  might  have  more 
time  to  make  investigations  as  to  whether  the 
cafeteria  system  could  be  successfully  installed. 
Your  finance  committee  concurred  in  this  recom- 
mendation. 

The  finance  committee  authorized  the  painting 
of  the  outside  of  the  doctor's  cottage  in  compliance 
with  the  recommendation  made  in  paragraph  8  of 
the  superintendent's  recommendations. 

The  superintendent  incorporated  in  the  ninth 
paragraph  of  his  recommendations  a  communica- 
tion received  from  the  Hallett  &  Baker  Under- 
taking Company,  which  does  the  undertaking  work 
for  the  institution,  which  communication  set  forth 
the  necessity  for  an  increase  in  the  price  of  fu- 
nerals from  $75,  at  present  being  paid,  to  $90. 
Your  committee,  in  giving  this  request  considera- 


tion, realized  that  it  was  probably  entirely  true 
that  the  price  of  materials  entering  into  the  articles 
necessary  for  funerals  had  arlvanced  in  price  in 
about  the  same  ratio  as  had  articles  in  other  lines 
of  industry,  and  believed  it  could  do  nothing  more 
than  grant  the  request  of  the  Hallett  &  Baker 
Undertaking  Company,  and  therefore  authorized 
the  superintendent  to  pay  $90  each  for  funerals  in 
the  future. 

After  the  action  on  the  recommendations  of  the 
superintendent,  the  committee  adjourned  to  meet 
Tuesday,  April  27,  1920,  at  10  A.  M. 

TUESDAY,  APRIL  27,  1920. 

The  committee  met  at  10  a.  m.,  as  per  adjourn- 
ment, with  President  Scott  in  the  chair  and  all 
members  present. 

The  secretary-treasurer  read  the  following  com- 
munication and  document  from  Secretary  Seibold, 
of  Washington  Typographical  Union  No.  101:

As  is  explained  in  the  above  document,  John  R. 
Lamson,  who  died  on  April  2,  1919,  and  who  was 
a  member  of  Washington  Typographical  Union 
No.  101,  in  his  will  bequeathed  to  the  Home  the 
sum  of  five  hundred  dollars.  The  finance  commit- 
tee instructed  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  to  com- 
plete the  document,  which  is  a  receipt  for  the 
amount  of  the  bequest,  and  return  it  to  Secretary 
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Seibold.  He  was  also  further  instructed,  when  the 
money  from  this  source  was  received,  to  place  it 
in  the  endowment  fund  of  the  Union  Printers 
Home. 

At  this  time  the  attention  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee was  called  to  a  communication  that  was 
printed  in  a  publication  being  conducted  by  some 
members  of  the  International  Typographical  Union, 
which  was  signed  by  an  ex-resident  of  the  Home 
and  containing  many  statements  derogatory  to  that 
institution.  It  was  decided  by  the  committee  that 
the  article  in  question  was  not  worthy  the  atten- 
tion of  the  committee.  It  was  also  further  de- 
termined that  it  should  be  presented  to  the  Home 
committee  of  the  International  Typographical  Union 
convention,  to  be  held  in  August,  in  order  that  the 
International  Union  might  take  such  action  as  it 
desired  regarding  one  of  its  members  who  would 
make  statements  so  false  about  the  work  of  that 
organization. 

The  committee  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m. 
on  Wednesday,  April  28. 

WEDNESDAY,  APRIL  28,  1920. 

The  committee  met  at  2  p.  m.,  as  per  adjourn- 
ment, with  President  Scott  in  the  chair,  all  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  in  attendance. 

Mayor  Thomas,  of  Colorado  Springs,  appeared 
before  the  committee,  and  a  very  interesting  discus- 
sion on  buildings  and  institutions  was  had  between 
him  and  the  members  of  the  committee.  At  5 
p.  M.  the  committee  adjourned  to  meet  at  10  a.  m. 
Thursday,  April  29. 

THURSDAY,  APRIL  29,  1920. 

The  committee  met  at  10  a.  m.,  in  accordance 
with  adjournment.  All  members  were  present, 
and  President  Scott  was  in  the  chair. 

On  motion  the  superintendent  was  authorized  to 
purchase  a  new  dining-room  table  for  the  small 
dining  room  in  the  main  building. 

The  committee  adjourned  for  the  purpose  of 
visiting  and  inspecting  the  grounds  and  buildings, 
also  the  stock  and  chicken  yards,  to  reconvene  at 
7:30  p.  M.  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  the 
medical  director  of  the  institution.  Dr.  Charles 
O.  Giese. 

EVENING  SESSION. 

The  committee  met  at  7:30  p.  m.  with  the  med- 
ical director,  Doctor  Giese,  at  which  time  he  went 
extensively  into  certain  questions  that  had  been 
taken  up  by  the  American  Medical  Association, 
which  would  affect  in  one  way  or  another  the  con- 
duct of  the  medical  department  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home.  It  appears  from  the  statements 
made  by  Doctor  Giese  that  the  American  Medical 
Association  is  taking  steps  to  classify  all  hospitals 
and  sanatoria  into  classes  in  accordance  with  the 
equipment  and  buildings  of  such  institutions.  It  is 
understood  that  they  are  to  be  placed  in  classes 
known  as  A,  B,  C,  etc.  Such  institutions  as  can 
not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  American 
Medical  Association  for  class  A  will  be  deprived 
of  the  right  to  employ  the  services  of  any  physi- 
cians or  surgeons  who  are  members  of  this  asso- 
ciation. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  doctor  that  in  a  great 
many  respects  the  present  hospital  facilities  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home  would  be  of  a  quality  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  for  being  placed  in 
class  A,  It  would  be  necessary,  however,  for  the 
institution  to  install  a  laboratory,  employ  additional 
permanent  physicians,  and  must  employ  one  or 
more  internes  in  order  to  qualify  to  employ  physi- 


cians who  were  members  of  the  American  Medical 
Association. 

In  the  course  of  his  talk  the  doctor  stated  that 
in  all  probability  it  would  be  necessary  that  certain 
provisions  be  made  for  furnishing  sun  baths  to 
certain  residents  of  the  Home  in  order  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  for  placing  the  institution 
in  what  is  to  be  known  as  class  A.  The  opportu- 
nity to  install  places  for  sun  baths  in  connection 
with  the  present  facilities  of  the  Home  was  taken 
up  and  discussed  quite  extensively.  In  the  course 
of  this  discussion  the  doctor  stated  that  there  was 
now  being  used  what  is  known  as  an  Alpine 
quartz  lamp,  which  was  designed  to  artificially  pro- 
duce the  sun's  rays  where  sun  baths  are  provided. 
The  doctor  recommended  that  one  of  these  lamps 
be  purchased  for  the  purpose  of  determining 
what  could  be  done  with  it.  He  stated  he  thought 
the  outlay  would  be  about  $400. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  President  Scott,  Doctor 
Giese  stated  that  an  interne  could  be  employed  for 
the  institution  at  an  expenditure  of  about  $50  per 
month  and  board. 

At  10:30  p.  M,  the  committee  adjourned  to  meet 
at  10  A.  M.  Friday,  April  30. 

FRIDAY,  APRIL  30,  1920. 

The  committee  met  at  10  a.  m.,  as  per  adjourn- 
ment, with  all  members  present  and  President 
Scott  in  the  chair. 

The  committee  first  took  up  the  report  on  the 
death  of  an  ex-trustee  of  the  Union  Printers 
Home,  Louis  C.  Shepard.  The  following  resolu- 
tions were  presented  upon  the  death  of  Mr.  Shep- 
ard and  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  Louis  C.  Shepard,  who  for  a  period  of 
eighteen  years  served  the  Union  Printers  Home  as 
a  member  of  its  board  of  trustees,  died  on  March 
8,  1920;  and. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Shepard  was  one  of  the  best  and 
most  favorably  known  members  of  the  Interna- 
tional Typographical  Union;  and. 

Whereas,  As  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
and  a  member  of  the  union  he  took  an  especial 
interest  in  the  Union  Printers  Home  and  did  much 
to  make  it  a  successful  and  beneficent  institution; 
and. 

Whereas,  Mr.  Shepard's  kindly  advice  to  many 
inexperienced  members  helped  them  to  become  suc- 
cessful printers,  and  his  kindly  assistance  to  many, 
when  they  were  in  distress,  brought  cheer  to  and 
lifted  loads  from  innumerable  heavy  hearts; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  finance  committee  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Union  Printers  Home  in 
meeting  at  the  Home  for  which  he  did  so  much, 
express  its  deep  regret  at  the  loss  of  Mr.  Shepard 
and  his  influence  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution; 
and,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  extend  to  the  widow  and  fam- 
ily of  Mr.  Shepard  our  sincere  sympathy  in  their 
irreparable  loss;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
sent  to  Mrs.  Shepard,  and  that  they  be  called  to 
the  attention  of  the  committee  of  the  Union  Print- 
ers Home  at  the  Albany  convention  of  the  Inter- 
national Typographical  Union. 

Superintendent  Daley  reported  to  the  finance 
committee  that  he  had  been  advised  by  the  agency 
that  carries  insurance  on  the  institution  that, 
while  it  was  covered  by  policies  now  in  existence 
against  accident  to  employes  who  might  be  using 
the  elevator  in  the  main  building,  that  it  was  not 
covered  against  any  accidents  that  might  occur  in 
which  visitors  to  the  Home  might  be  injured.  The 
superintendent  was  instructed  to  take  out  a  policy 
such  as  might  be  necessary  to  cover  any  accidents 
that  might  occur  in  the  elevator  service  to  persons 
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using  the  elevator  other  than  those  employed  by 
the  Home. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

The  committee  took  up  the  matters  considered  at 
the  night  session  in  conference  with  Medical  Di- 
rector Giese. 

The  committee  spent  the  afternoon  investigating 
changes  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  out  to  in- 
stall improvements  that  would  be  required  to 
keep  up  the  standing  of  the  sanatorium  depart- 
ment. 

Moved  that  Resident  Trustee  McCaffery  and 
Superintendent  Daley  be  instructed  to  take  steps 
to  install  in  the  hospital  a  laboratory,  an  X-ray 
apparatus  and  for  the  employment  of  an  interne 
in  the  medical  department.    Motion  adopted. 

Moved  that  Superintendent  Daley  be  instructed 
to  report  to  the  board  of  trustees  at  its  next  meet- 
ing what  opportunity  there  may  be  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  sun  porch,  and  the  location  where  it  may 
be  installed,  and  that  action  on  the  purchase  of  an 
Alpine  quartz  lamp  be  referred  to  the  board  meet- 
ing.   Motion  adopted. 

The  committee  found  the  Home  grounds  and 
buildings  in  first-class  condition,  notwithstanding 
it  was  very  hard  to  get  sufficient  help  at  this  time 
to  do  the  world 

In  the  sanatorium  it  was  found  there  was  a 
shortage  of  nurses,  and  that  they  are  hard  to  pro- 
cure. It  has  been  necessary  to  advance  the  com- 
pensation paid  to  all  classes  of  help.  In  order  to 
procure  and  retain  the  help  that  must  be  obtained, 
further  advances  must  be  made. 

This  fact,  together  with  the  continued  advance 


in  the  price  of  all  classes  of  foodstuffs  and  sup- 
plies used  in  the  Home,  will  probably  make  it  im- 
possible to  continue  the  maintenance  of  the  insti- 
tution upon  the  present  revenue,  and  the  committee 
decided  it  would  put  this  problem  that  we  have  to 
meet  directly  up  to  the  Albany  convention  of  the 
organization  to  submit  to  its  membership  the  ques- 
tion of  increasing  the  revenue  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Home. 

At  5  p.  M.  the  committee  adjourned  to  meet  at 
9:30  A.  M.  on  Saturday,  May  1. 

SATURDAY,  MAY  1,  1920. 

The  committee  met  at  9:30  a.  m.,  as  per  adjourn- 
ment, President  Scott  in  the  chair,  and  all  mem- 
bers present. 

The  sum  of  $50  was  appropriated  to  recom- 
pense Trustee  McCaffery  for  his  attendance  at 
this  meeting  of  the  finance  committee. 

The  only  complaint  made  to  the  finance  commit- 
tee upon  the  conduct  of  the  Home  was  one  printed 
with  pencil  and  signed  "Six."  The  members  of 
the  committee  were  all  of  the  opinion  that  there 
can  be  nothing  more  contemptible  than  a  member 
of  the  International  Typographical  Union  who  will 
accept  the  beneficence  of  this  institution  and  then 
make  complaint  on  the  management  over  an  anony- 
mous signature. 

At  noon  the  committee  adjourned  to  participate 
in  a  celebration  in  honor  of  American  day.

Average  cost  per  week  per  resident — $12.79. 

The  average  cost  per  week  per  resident  as  given 
above  does  does  not  include  general  repairs  to 
buildings,  insurance,  care  cemetery,  upkeep  of 
grounds,  etc.  If  the  total  amount  of  money  ex- 
pended for  all  purposes  during  the  year  is  charged 
against  the  residents  for  maintenance,  the  average 
cost  per  year  is  $801.02;  per  month,  $66.75;  per 
week,  $15.40;  per  day,  $2.19. 

The  monthly  average  number  of  residents  in 
the  Home  for  the  year  was  15  less  than  last  year, 
when  the  average  was  230.  While  the  average 
number  for  the  year  was  215,  we  have  had  as  high 
as'  226  residents  in  a  given  month.  On  May  31, 
1920,  there  were  200  residents  at  the  Home. 

The  average  number  of  residents  in  the  sana- 
torium was  102,  the  highest  number  in  any  one 
month  being  110,  and  the  lowest  number  being  88. 

The  average  number  of  residents  in  the  main 
building  was  113,  the  highest  number  in  any  one 
month  being  124,  and  the  lowest  being  105.

CEMETERY  ACCOUNT. 

The  three  plots  owned  by  the  Union  Printers 
Home  in  Evergreen  cemetery,  which  is  located 
about  a  mile  south  of  the  Home  grounds,  were 
kept  in  excellent  condition  throughout  the  year  at 
an  outlay  of  $285  for  cutting  grass,  sprinkling 
and  general  upkeep  of  the  plots. 

The  first  quarter  section  of  the  new  plot  is  now 
filled  with  graves,  and  it  was  necessary  to  em- 
ploy a  civil  engineer  to  plat  another  quarter  sec- 
tion at  an  expenditure  of  $6. 

On  Memorial  day,  the  graves  of  the  deceased 
residents  of  the  Home  were  suitably  decorated 
with  flowers  raised  on  the  Home  grounds. 

TRANSPORTATION  ACCOUNT. 

During  the  year  there  was  expended  from  the 
Home  fund  the  sum  of  $3,543.15  for  transporta- 
tion of  residents  who  had  vacated.  At  the  last 
meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  the  superintend- 
ent was  authorized  to  allow  $1.50  per  meal  en 
route  to  destination  to  former  residents,  this 
amount  to  be  charged  to  the  transportation  account. 

It  might  be  well  to  again  call  to  the  attention 
of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Home  the  rule 
relating  to  furnishing  transportation,  which  reads 
as  follows: 

19.  The  superintendent  is  instructed  and  di- 
rected to  furnish  transportation  only  to  residents 
desiring  to  vacate  who  have  been  domiciled  at  the 
Home  for  a  period  of  at  least  four  months Pro- 
vided, that  if  a  resident  vacates  on  the  advice  of 
the  Home  physician,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  com- 
pliance with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  this  rule,  and 
the  superintendent  is'  authorized  to  furnish  trans- 
portation. 

Frequently  members  of  the  union  come  to  the 
Home  and,  after  a  stay  of  two  or  three  months, 
and  in  some  cases  a  shorter  period,  use  all  sorts 
of  arguments  to  procure  transportation.  The  rule 
is  plain  and  precise,  and  leaves  no  alternative  for 
the  stjptrintendent.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  Home  has  been 
in  existence  for  twenty-eight  years,  and  the  av- 
erage cost  of  maintenance  for  that  period  was 
$30.26  per  month.  The  average  cost  per  month 
of  maintaining  a  resident  during  the  last  year  was 
$55.42. 

The  average  cost  of  maintaining  a  sanatorium 
resident  was  $64.38,  while  the  average  cost  of 
maintaining  a  main  building  resident  was  $46.47. 

The  average  cost  of  maintaining  a  resident  of 
the  sanatorium  was  $17.91  a  month  more  than  the 
cost  of  maintaining,  a  resident  of  the  main  building. 

The  meals  served  at  the  Home  are  prepared 
from  meats  and  vegetables  of  first  quality,  and 
cooked  by  men  who  have  had  years  of  experience. 
Fresh  vegetables'  and  fruits  are  used  in  season 
and  canned  vegetables  and  fruits  out  of  season. 
The  variety  of  vegetables  includes  practically  all 
kinds  grown  in  or  shipped  into  this  section  of  the 
country.  The  food  is  wholesome  and  served  in 
unlimited  quantities,  and  I  am  confident  that  the 
menu  at  the  Home  will  equal  or  surpass  that 
served  in  any  other  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
country.  The  regular  meal  is  served  to  all  main 
building  residents,  except  those  who  are  on  special 
diets.  Sanatorium  patients  who  go  to  the  dining 
room  have  the  privilege  of  ordering  steaks,  eggs  or 
chops  in  lieu  of  the  regular  meal,  while  tray  or 
bed  patients'  are  privileged  to  order  anything 
within  reason  that  we  can  purchase.  The  diet  for 
those  suffering  from  diabetes  is  carefully  prepared 
and  served  only  in  quantities  prescribed  by  the 
doctors. 

In  addition  to  room,  board  and  medical  attend- 
ance, those  domiciled  in  the  Home  are  furnished 
gratis  laundry,  optical  and  dental  work,  clothing, 
shoes,  underwear,  artificial  limbs',  if  necessary,  50 
cents  per  week  pension  and  transportation  when 
vacating.

The  park 
is  located  among  the  foothills  of  the  Rockies  near 
the  famous  north  and  south  Cheyenne  canyons.

On  September  10  the  third  and  last  picnic  of  the 
season  was  held,  the  committee  in  charge  selecting 
Stratton  park.  The  board  of  trustees  was  in  ses- 
sion at  the  Home  during  the  week,  but  adjourned 
for  the  day  to  attend  the  picnic,  which  afforded 
the  members  an  opportunity  to  meet  personally 
many  of  the  residents  of  the  institution.  Every 
member  of  the  board  took  part  in  the  program  of 
sports  arranged  for  the  day.  This  picnic  was 
largely  attended,  and  was  the  most  successful  one 
held  during  the  year. 

On  the  evening  of  October  31  a  progressive 
euchre  party  was  given  in  the  library  to  residents, 
employes  and  friends.  Ten  games  were  played, 
three  prizes  being  given  to  the  winners.  After 
the  fifth  game  was  finished,  a  short  intermission 
was  declared,  and  both  players  and  onlookers 
availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  partake 
of  punch,  cake  and  candy.  At  the  conclusion  of 
the  card  games  dancing  was  indulged  in  for  two 
hours  by  the  younger  set. 

On  the  evening  of  December  5  Colorado  Springs 
Lodge  of  Elks  put  on  a  minstrel  show  at  the  Home, 
primarily  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  entertain- 
ment for  patients  who  were  unable  to  leave  the  in- 
stitution. However,  all  residents,  employes  and  a 
number  of  visitors  from  town  were  invited  to  wit- 
ness the  show.  The  library  was  crowded  to  ca- 
pacity with  an  enthusiastic  audience.  It  is  the  cus- 
tom of  the  local  lodge  of  Elks  to  put  on  a  show 
at  the  Home  every  year. 

On  January  3  a  dance  was  given  in  the  library, 
at  which  a  large  number  of  residents,  employes  and 
guests  invited  by  the  management  of  the  Home 
were  present.  These  dances  are  annual  affairs, 
and  while  many  of  the  residents  do  not  dance,  they 
find  considerable  pleasure  in  looking  on  and  lis- 
tening to  the  music.  Refreshments  were  served 
in  the  sun  parlor  during  the  evening. 

In  accordance  with  our  usual  custom,  moving 
picture  shows  were  given  Sunday  evenings  during 
the  fall  and  winter  months.    The  shows  started  on 


October  13  and  ran  until  April  3.  This  year  we 
used  four  reels  of  pictures  and  an  orchestra  of 
four  pieces  furnished  music.  As  a  rule  these  en- 
tertainments were  well  attended,  and  provide  con- 
siderable amusement,  especially  for  those  whose 
physical  condition  is  such  that  they  are  unable  to 
go  to  the  "movies"  in  town  during  the  week. 

The  "James  B.  Griffith  Croquet  Tournament" 
which  started  on  Easter  Sunday  opened  up  the 
outdoor  amusement  season  of  1920.  The  games 
were  exciting  and  closely  contested.  The  prizes 
were  furnished  by  James  B.  Griffith,  a  well-known 
member  of  the  International  Typographical  Union 
and  now  a  prominent  citizen  of  Casper,  Wyo.

REPORT  OF  HOME  LIBRARIAN. 

Union  Printers  Home,  June  1,  1920. 
John  C.  Daley,  Superintendent: 

Dear  Sir — Responding  to  your  request  I  wish  to 
offer  this  report  of  the  conduct  of  the  Home  li- 
brary for  the  past  year,  and  its  present  status. 

Oscar  Howard  (now  deceased)  faithfully  at- 
tended to  the  duties  of  Home  librarian  for  eight 
years.  It  is  fitting  to  state  that  good  order  and 
respect  for  the  library  rules'  were  maintained  dur- 
ing his  incumbency. 

The  number  of  books  in  the  library  cases  on 
June  1,  1919,  was  8,777.  There  have  been  added 
during  the  past  year  eleven  volumes,  making  a 
total  of  8,788  books  belonging  to  the  Home  library. 

The  stored  books  consist  of  duplicate  copies  of 
books  in  the  library  cases,  public  documents'  and 
matter  not  of  present-day  interest. 

In  1918,  pursuant  to  a  request  made  by  the  gov- 
ernment commissioners  to  the  publishers,  there  was 
a  drastic  cut  in  the  number  of  daily  papers  sent  to 
the  Home  library.  War  conditions  and  the  grow- 
ing shortage  of  newsprint  were  given  as  the  con- 
tributing causes.  Now  that  peace  has  come,  a  few 
of  the  publishers  have  again  placed  the  Home  li- 
brary on  their  mailing  lists. 

The  following  table  shows  a  comparative  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  daily,  weekly  and  monthly 
publications  received  for  the  year  ending  May  31, 
1920,  as  against  the  year  ending  May  31,  1919:

As  a  general  rule  the  library  rules  are  observed. 
Only  in  rare  instances  have  there  been  any  infrac- 
tions. 

Books  and  magazines  are  well  cared  for  by  the 
residents  and  employes.  In  the  course  of  time 
some  of  the  volumes  get  beyond  repair  and  have 
to  be  discarded.^  The  large  Webster  International 
Dictionary,  which  is  constantly  in  use  by  the  resi- 
dents, is  badly  worn.  Its  replacement  would  be  an 
advantage. 

Fiction  and  books  on  travel  are  called  for  at  the 
desk  most  of  the  time. 

The  doors  of  the  library  are  opened  at  7  o'clock 
in  the  morning  and  closed  at  9  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 

The  booking  hours  are:  9  to  11  A.  jvi.,  1  to  2 
p.  M.,  3  to  5  p.  M.,  7  to  8  p.  M.  Sundays  and  holi- 
days:  9  to  11  A.  M.,  6  to  7  p.  M.

PENSION  ACCOUNT. 

A  weekly  allowance  of  50  cents  is  made  to  all 
residents  of  the  Home,  excepting  those  who  arc 
members  of  subordinate  unions  that  contribute  an 
allowance  to  them  weekly.  This  money  is  given 
to  i)urchase  incidentals  not  furnished  by  the  Home. 
Residents  who  pertorm  any  kind  of  labor,  such  as 
working  on  the  lawns,  in  the  launrlry,  etc.,  receive 
some  compensation  in  addition  to  their  weekly  al- 
lowance of  SO  cents.

FARM  AND  GARDEN. 

Last  year  the  farm  and  truck  garden  produced 
66  tons  of  alfalfa,  valued  at  $1,650;  250  pounds 
rhubarb,  $9;  25  pounds  asparagus,  $3.75;  185 
pounds  beet  greens,  $9.25;  1,650  pounds  Swiss 
chard,  $99;  36  dozen  bunches  onions,  $5.40;  965 
pounds  cherries,  $70.25;  310  pounds  lettuce,  $9.30; 
245  pounds  string  beans,  $26.35;  1,400  pounds 
beets,  $40.40;  1,645  pounds  cabbage,  $29.46;  2,430 
pounds  squash',  $94.40;  2,380  pounds  carrots, 
$66.70;  92  dozen  cucumbers,  $35.90;  216  dozen 
sweet  corn,  $61.20;  60  pounds  turnips,  $1.80;  75 
pounds  onions,  $3.75;  10  tons  corn  fodder,  $60; 
485  pounds  pumpkin,  $9.70,  and  975  pounds  sauer- 
kraut, $26.01. 

Last  year  about  85  acres  of  ground  were  planted 
in  corn  to  be  used  as  ensilage.  In  order  to  prop- 
erly care'  for  the  ensilage  it  was  necessary  to 
erect  a  hollow  tile  silo  at  a  cost  of  $1,310.  The 
season  proved  to  be  an  exceptionally  good  one 
for  corn,  and  as  a  result  we  had  240  tons  of  en- 
silage, valued  at  $4,320,  and  400  bushels  of  corn, 
valued  at  $490.  Necessary  farming  implements 
purchased  were  a  cultivator,  at  $60;  an  ensilage 
cutter,  at  $336.30;  feed  .grinder,  $38;  manure 
spreader,  $212.50,  and  a  ten-horsepower  motor  at 
$187.  The  motor  is  so  arranged  that  it  can  be 
moved  from  place  to  place  as  necessity  requires. 
The  total  value  of  farm  products  for  the  year  was 
$7,121.62. 

During  the  year  the  cattle  produced  38,182  gal- 
lons of  milk  valued  at  $15,272.80,  and  2,596  pounds 
of  veal  valued  at  $472.50;  five  calves  were  sold  for 
$125  and  two  old  cows  netted  the  sum  of  $199.44, 
making  a  total  of  $16,069.74. 

The  chickens  produced  3,281  dozen  eggs  worth 
$1,411.38,  and  463  pounds  of  poultry  valued  at 
$134.47,  a  total  of  $1,545.85. 

Deducting  the  salaries  of  the  dairymen,  cost  of 
feed  and  farm  and  garden  expenses,  amounting  to 
$9,644.09,  and  the  cost  of  silo,  $1,310,  a  total  of 
$10,954.09,  leaves  a  net  profit  to  the  Home  from 
farm  and  garden  of  $13,783.12. 

As  it  was  impossible  for  us  to  use  all  the  cher- 
ries, sweet  corn,  squash  and  Swiss  chard  raised 
in  our  gardens,  we  sold  177  pounds  of  cherries  for 
$12.08;  20  dozen  ears  of  corn  for  $3;  1,517  pounds 
of  squash  for  $51.02,  and  285  pounds  Swiss  chard 
for  $9.98,  a  total  of  $76.08.  This  amount  was  de- 
ducted from  bills  against  the  Home  by  various 
commission  houses  with  whom  we  do  business. 

The  Home's  herd  of  Holstein-Friesian  cattle 
consists  of  45  milch  cows.  15  yearlings,  4  steer 
calves,  7  heifer  calves  and  1  bull.    This  is  an  in- 
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crea'se  of  five  head  over  a  year  ago.  This  herd 
supplies  an  abundance  of  milk  for  the  institution. 
The  steer  calves  are  butchered  and  used  for  Home 
consumption,  while  the  choice  heifer  calves  are 
kept  to  replace  old  cattle  that  die  or  are  sold  to 
the  butcher.  Occasionally  heifer  calves  are  dis- 
posed of  to  dairymen.  The  Home  owns  four 
horses  which  are  used  exclusively  for  farm  and 
garden  work.  At  the  present  time  these  horses  are 
valued  at  $800.  The  Home  also  has  489  hens  and 
156  young  chickens,  valued  at  $650. 

The  lawns  and  flower  gardens,  under  the  super- 
vision of  George  H.  Forbes,  who  carries  a  card 
in  Colorado  Springs  Typographical  Union  No.  82, 
are  kept  in  splendid  condition,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  has  to  work  under  difficulties 
throughout  the  year  because  of  a  shortage  of  la- 
bor. The  flower  beds  attract  the  eyes  of  the 
hundreds  of  visitors  to  the  Home  during  the  tour- 
ist season.  The  strip  of  land  lying  between  the 
south  lawn  and  the  roadway  on  the  west,  which 
was  purchased  by  the  Home  about  a  year  ago,  has 
been  enclosed  by  an  ornamental  iron  fence,  trees 
have  been  set  out,  and  the  plot  has  been  plowed 
and  prepared  for  parking  to  conform  to  the  rest 
of  the  Home  groujids.

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 
Under  the  head  of  permanent  improvements  I 
wish  to  report  the  purchase  of  a  cottage  adjoining 
the  Home  property.  The  board  of  trustees,  at  a 
meeting  held  in  September,  1919,  authorized  the 
superintendent  and  resident  trustee  to  purchase 
this  cottage,  the  same  to  be  used  as  a  residence 
for  the  Home  physician  and  his  family.  The 
price  paid  was  $4,500.  A  garage  12  x  20  feet  was 
erected  south  of  the  doctor's  cottage  at  a  cost  of 
$366.88. 

The  board  of  trustees  also  authorized  the  resi- 
dent trustee  and  superintendent  to  purchase  a  strip 
of  land,  consisting  of  twenty-three  lots  adjoining 
the  Home  property  on  the  north,  for  a  considera- 
tion of  $2,500.  By  acquiring  this  property  the 
Home  not  only  has  a  roadway  on  three  sides  of 
its  original  holdings,  but  also  prevents  speculators 
from  grabbing  up  the  land  and  putting  up  unde^ 
sirable  shacks  in  order  to  force  the  Home  to  pur- 
chase the  same  at  an  exorbitant  price. 

GENERAL  REPAIRS. 

During  the  year  needed  repairs  were  made  on 
all  Home  buildings,  tents,  fences,  machinery,  etc., 
as  well  as  the  cottage  recently  purchased  for  the 
Home  physician  and  his  family.  The  carpenter 
has  done  everything  possible  in  his  line  to  keep 
the  institution  in  proper  condition. 

A  painter  is  employed  at  least  ten  months  each 
year,  and  as  a  result  the  buildings  are  always  in 
first-class  shape.  The  interiors  of  the  buildings  de- 
mand considerable  care  as  it  is  frequently  neces- 
sary to  redecorate  some  of  the  rooms  of  the  sick 
two  or  three  times  a  year. 

The  engineer,  in  addition  to  giving  careful  at- 
tention to  the  engine  room,  devotes  much  time  to 
keeping  the  machinery  in  the  laundry  in  running 
order,  fixing  steam  pipes  and  radiators,  call  bells 
in  the  hospital  department,   elevators,   and  dish-

Home,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.: 

Dear  Mr.  Daley — The  medical  work  of  the  Home 
for  the  year  1919-1920  has  shown  no  radical  changes' 
compared  with  that  of  the  year  1918-1919.  Our 
consulting  statf  has  been  more  efficient,  however, 
during  the  past  year  than  formerly,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  our  cons'ulting  laryngologist  and  otologist, 
Dr.  W.  V.  Mullin,  has  been  again  in  the  work 
since  his  return  from  the  service,  and  that  Dr. 
L.  H.  McKinnie,  our  consulting  surgeon,  has  also 
been  available  during  the  past  year  for  the  same 
reason. 

One  additional  feature  which  we  have  been  able 
to  carry  out  completely  during  the  present  year 
has  been  the  routine  Wassermann  test  on  every 
admission,  as  well  as  repeated  tests  on  those  resi- 
dents who  were  under  treatment.  This  feature 
has  proven  of  great  value  in  directing  the  treat- 
ment, both  in  the  sanatorium  patients  and  in  those 
admitted  to  the  main  building,  and  has  added  much 
to  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  Our  aim  must 
be  to  make  the  routine  examination  of  all  patients 
more  complete  as  rapidly  as  our  resources  will 
permit.  This  procedure  is  one  that  at  the  present 
time  is  invariably  followed  by  our  best  hospitals, 
and  although  it  demands  more  work,  more  men, 
and  consequently  more  finances  than  we  now  have 
at  our  disposal,  yet  it  is  the  end  for  which  we  must 
strive. 

The  reports  of  the  various  members  of  the  staff 
as  to  the  work  in  their  departments  are  given  un- 
der their  various  heads. 


Through  the  kindness  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
Dr.  W.  H.  Cryer  and  myself  were  each  able  to 
attend  a  medical  convention  during  the  past  year. 

The  National  Tuberculosis  Association,  which 
met  in  St.  Louis  on  April  22,  23  and  24,  was  in- 
teresting from  every  point  of  view  for  the  spe- 
cialist in  tuberculosis.  Although  it  can  not  be 
said  that  anything  particularly  new  and  startling 
was  brought  out,  yet  the  meeting  was  an  exceed- 
ingly valuable  one,  and  well  attended. 

Doctor  Cryer  reports  that  several  papers  re- 
garding tuberculosis  were  read  in  the  section  for 
general  medicine  at  the  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation meeting  in  New  Orleans,  April  26  to 
Apiil  30. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  to  you  and  to  the 
honorable  board  of  trustees,  both  for  myself  and 
for  the  members  of  the  staff,  thanks  for  your 
hearty  co-operation  in  every  way  that  was  deemed 
possible  for  the  improvement  of  the  medical  work. 
I  hope  that  the  board  may  deem  it  possible  at  the 
next  annual  meeting  to  put  into  effect  some  plans 
and  improvements  which  we  hope  to  present  at 
that  time.

Dear  Mr.  Daley — The  report  of  the  neurological 
department  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1920,  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted.  Regular  weekly 
visits  with  a  considerable  number  of  extra  visits 
have  been  made  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  fifty-three  examinations  were 
made   beside   a   number   of   re-examinations  and 
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many  treatments  and  dispensary  visits  on  cases 
previously  examined.  At  least  nine  of  these  cases 
showed  some  form  of  syphilitic  disorder  of  the 
nervous  system  and  three  of  the  nine  showed  men- 
tal symptoms.  Three  other  cases  of  mental  dis- 
order developed  during  residence  in  the  Home. 
Quite  a  number  of  patients  with  arterial  changes 
in  the  brain,  incident  in  large  part  to  the  ad- 
vanced age,  present  memory  failure  or  other 
symptoms  which  suggest  possibility  of  further  men- 
tal trouble  appearing.  Others  with  paralysis  due 
to  gross  brain  lesions  are  also  in  the  class  liable 
to  develop  mental  disease.  Only  the  progress  of 
time  will  determine  whether  these  cases  may  be- 
come unsuitable  for  care  in  the  Home.  There- 
fore I  would  again  recommend  that  a  period  of  ob- 
servation be  allowed  before  such  cases  be  permitted 
to  become  permanent  residents. 

The  value  of  laboratory  aid  in  the  diagnosis  and 
care  of  neurological  as  well  as  other  forms  of  dis- 
ease is  so  well  known  that  it  seems  hardly  neces- 
sary to  advise  that  this  department  be  continued 
in  its  present  and  further  efficient  condition.

Dear  Sir — During  the  year  from  June  1,  1919, 
to  May  31,  1920,  I  find  that  the  average  number 
of  patients  treated  on  my  visits  to  the  Home 
twice  weekly  'remains'  about  the  same  as  before, 
averaging  about  fifteen  patients  at  each  visit. 

I  have  done  twelve  major  operations  during 
the  year,  one  of  them  an  emergency,  and  in  no 
case  have  we  had  to  send  any  of  these  patients 
to  the  hospitals  in  the  city.  They  have  all  been 
done  and  the  patients  taken  care  of  right  in  the 
Home,  and  this  speaks  well  for  the  organization 
and  added  facilities  which  improve  a  little  more 
each  year. 

The  increased  laboratory  facilities  have  aided 
materially,  both  as  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  in 


my  department,  over  any  previous  year  that  I 
have  been  connected  with  the  institution.

A  perusal  of  the  reports  written  by  the  medical 
staff  ought  to  convince  the  membership  that  pa- 
tients at  the  Home  are  receiving  every  attention 
from  a  medical  standpoint  that  any  one  could  rea- 
sonably expect.

The  above  table  shows  that  of  the  seventy-four, 
patients  admitted  to  the  sanatorium  during  the 
year  one  was'  exclusively  foreman,  eight  were  ad- 
men, eight  were  jobmen,  eight  were  exclusively 
machine  operators,  one  was  mailer,  ten  were  ad- 
men and  machine  operators,  twenty  divided  their 
time  between  adroom  and  jobroom,  four  were  job- 
men  and  machine  operators,  two  were  jobmen,

IN  CONCLUSION. 

Of  the  133  members'  admitted  during  the  year, 
seventeen  who  were  previously  residents  of  the 
Home  were  readmitted.  Six  of  these  were  main 
building  residents  and  eleven  were  sanatorium 
residents. 

A  total  of  forty-one  main  building  residents  va- 
cated for  various  reasons,  viz.:  Three  to  be  with 
relatives,  one  to  attend  to  business,  one  to  take 


pension,  two  altitude  too  high,  one  seeking  more 
congenial  surroundings,  one  "just  leaving,"  one  on 
advice  of  the  medical  director,  one  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  board  of  trustees,  one  improved  in 
health,  one  expelled  for  continued  violation  of 
rules,  three  sent  to  insane  asylum,  and  twenty-five 
able  to  work. 

Sixty-nine  residents  of  the  sanatorium  vacated 
for  the  following  reasons,  viz.:  Fifteen  to  be 
with  relatives,  one  "slipping,"  five  altitude  too 
high,  three  change  in  climate,  one  to  take  other 
treatment  elsewhere,  one  on  recommendation  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  two  sent  to  insane  asylum, 
and  forty-one  able  to  work. 

During  the  year  there  were  forty-six  deaths  at 
the  Home,  which  is  the  highest  rate  since  the  open- 
ing of  the  institution.  Twenty-six  tuberculous  pa- 
tients' passed  away  in  the  sanatorium.  There  was 
a  total  of  twenty  deaths  among  the  aged,  super- 
annuated and  non-tuberculous.  The  average  age 
of  those  who  died  in  the  sanatorium  was  forty-four 
years,  while  the  average  age  of  those  who  died  in 
other  departments  was  a  fraction  over  sixty  years. 

During  the  year  we  experienced  considerable 
difficulty  in  procuring  labor,  both  male  and  female, 
in  nearly  all  departments  of  the  Home,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  war  was  declared  at  an  end. 
There  has'  been  a  boom  in  building  in  Colorado  in 
the  last  year  and  men  who  formerly  worked  on 
farms,  lawns,  and  as  porters  turned  down  work 
of  this  kind  for  jobs  on  buildings,  where  they 
could  command  a  higher  scale.  Females  who 
usually  did  domestic  work  found  employment  in 
stores  or  in  restaurants,  which  they  prefer  to  in- 
stitutional work. 

Last  year  an  epidemic  of  influenza  hit  Colorado 
Springs  and,  profiting  by  our  experience  of  the 
previous  winter,  a  ban  was  placed  on  the  Home 
on  February  2,  and  residents  were  not  permitted 
to  leave  the  grounds  for  several  weeks,  or  until 
the  medical  director  was  satisfied  that  the  danger 
point  had  been  passed.  Visitors  were  not  allowed 
to  enter  the  Home  while  the  ban  was  on,  with  the 
result  that  we  escaped  with  but  two  cases  of  the 
dreaded  disease. 

There  is  an  increase  of  $3,320.20  over  last  year 
in  the  monthly  pay  roll  account.  This  increase  is 
brought  about  principally  because  of  advances  in 
wages,  ranging  from  8  to  50  per  cent  to  employes  in 
all  departments  of  the  Home.  The  wage  scale  of 
skilled  labor  was  made  by  the  various  unions, 
while  the  increase  for  unskilled  labor  was  volun- 
tary on  the  part  of  the  superintendent  for  the  rea- 
son that  I  laelieve  that  our  employes  earn  every 
dollar  they  receive,  and  in  no  case  is  the  salary 
exorbitant.  The  average  increase  amounts  to  23 
per  cent. 

On  January  1,  1916,  the  assessment  to  the  Home 
fund  was  increased  to  20  cents  per  month,  at 
which  figure  it  now  stands.  Under  normal  condi- 
tions this  sum  would  be  sufficient  to  properly 
maintain  the  Home  and  still  leave  a  generous  sur- 
plus in  the  fund  for  any  emergency  that  might 
arise.  Under  existing  conditions,  however,  the 
revenue  received  is  barely  enough  to  meet  ordinary 
running  expenses,  and  makes  no  allowance  for  the 
demands  of  the  future.  Almost  daily  we  read  of 
probable  decreases  in  the  cost  of  living,  but  we 
look  in  vain  to  find  wherein  there  is  a  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  anything  that  is  a  necessity. 

Merchants  and  wholesale  comn«ssion  men  pre- 
dict higher  prices  in  the  near  future  for  clothing, 
linens,  cotton  and  woolen  goods,  canned  fruits  and 
vegetables.    If  members  of  the  International  Typo- 
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graphical  Union  have  found  it  necessary  from  time 
to  time  in  the  last  three  years  to  demand  an  in- 
crease in  their  salaries  to  meet  the  increased  cost 
of  maintaining  their  families,  isn't  it  reasonable  to 
believe  that  there  is  need  for  an  increase  in  the  rev- 
enue to  the  Home  fund  in  order  to  meet  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  institution?  The 
assessment  to  the  Home  fund  should  be  increased 
at  least  10  cents  per  month,  which  would  allow 
30  cents  per  month  from  the  members.  I  hope 
that  this  matter  will  be  given  favorable  considera- 
tion at  the  Albany  convention. 

Trustee  McCaffery  made  frequent  visits  to  the 
Home  during  the  year.  In  addition  to  auditing 
the  monthly  bills  as'  required  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, he  has  co-operated  with  the  superintendent  in 
every  possible  manner,  and  I  desire  at  this  time  to 


express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his  as- 
sistance. 

I  also  desire  to  thank  President  Scott  and  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Hays  for  their  valuable  assist- 
ance and  co-operation  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Home  during  the  year.  All  documents  sub- 
mitted to  them,  as  well  as  general  correspondence, 
were  given  their  immediate  attention,  and  in  sev- 
eral instances  their  prompt  action  was  of  advan- 
tage to  the  Home  fund. 

To  all  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees 
thanks  are  extended  for  the  excellent  manner  in 
which  they  have  handled  the  many  important  mat- 
ters referred  to  them  from  time  to  time,  and  for 
their  uniform  courtesy  to  Mrs.  Daley  and  myself 
during  the  year.        Respectfully  submitted,

18.  Charles  M.  Love,  a  resident  of  the  main 
building,  admitted  from  Lincoln  Typographical 
Union  No.  209,  April  21,  1910,  was  adjudged  in- 
sane in  the  El  Paso  county  court,  September  30, 
1910,  and  committed  to  the  state  insane  asylum 
October  1  of  the  same  year.  I  have  kept  in  touch 
with  the  state  authorities  relative  to  Mr.  Love's 
mental  and  physical  condition,  and  August  26, 
1912,  visited  the  asylum  to  ascertain  how  the  pa- 
tient was  getting  along.  An  interview  was  had 
with  the  patient,  and  he  appeared  to  be  perfectly 
rational  except  on  one  subject,  namely,  that  certain 
persons,  unknown  to  him,  were  persecuting  him 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  he  had  been  annoyed 
at  the  Home,_  by  throwing  foul-smelling  powder  on 
him,  expressing  the  determination  of  making  it 
very  warm  for  the  parties  if  he  caught  them.  At 
my  request,  the  acting  superintendent,  H.  A.  La 
Moure,  has  furnished  the  following  report  on  his 
case: 

"report  on  CHARLES  LOVE. 

"Date  of  adrnission,  October  1,  1910. 
"Civil  condition,  single, 
"Nativity,  Indiana. 

"History  previous  to  admission :  Had  a  delu- 
sion that  his  enemies  put  poison  or  some  material 
on  him  daily  that  has  a  bad  odor.  He  becomes 
excited  over  these  false  beliefs.  Not  suicidal  or 
homicidal. 

"Personal  history:  Was  born  in  Shelbyville, 
Ind.,  September  5,  1858.  As  a  boy  was  healthy. 
Had  measles,  whooping  cough  and  mumps.  He  at- 
tended the  grade  school  up  to  the  high  school. 
Learned  easily.  At  fifteen  years  of  age  he  learned 
the  printers'  trade,  which  he  has  followed  all  his 
life.  He  has  been  a  heavy  drinker  for  years,  and 
periodic  drunkard.  The  six  months  prior  to  last 
April  he  did  not  breathe  a  sober  breath.  At  that 
time  he  was  admitted  to  the  Printers  Home  at 
Colorado  Springs.  He  was  found  out  to  be  drink- 
ing and  was  docked  the  customary  allowance  of 
50  cents  for  two  months,  so  the  superintendent 
says  he  had  no  money  for  boozing.  He  says  a 
foul-smelling  drug  was  put  on  him  daily  and  be- 
lieves this  was  done  in  an  effort  to  drive  him 
away.  He  denies  that  this  was  an  imaginary  idea 
and  that  he  can  prove  otherwise.  When  he  would 
not  leave  a  complaint  of  insanity  was  filed  and  he 
was  committed  on  the  testimony  that  he  had  the 
delusion  referred  to  under  his  admission  history. 

"Present  history:  Orientation  normal.  Memory, 
reason  and  judgment  and  association  of  ideas  all 
good.  He  shows  no  signs  of  mental  derangement 
at  this  time.  He  has  the  face  of  a  hard  drinker 
and  the  appearance  of  a  man  who  would  relax  into 
dissipation  if  given  an  opportunity.  His  delusion 
regarding  foul-smelling  stuff,  as  mentioned  above, 
is  still  present." 

19.  One  of  the  nurses  in  the  sanatorium  has 
tendered  her  resignation  on  account  of  disrespect- 
ful conduct  on  the  part  of  one  of  the  residents  of 
that  part  of  the  institution,  but  at  my  request  has 
consented  to  remain  until  after  the  board  meeting, 
I  request  that  the  board  investigate  the  complaints 
of  the  nurse  and  take  such  action  as  is  deemed 
necessary  to  correct  such  evils.  The  nurse's  com- 
plaint was  made  on  the  evening  of  September  12, 
and  the  offending  resident  informed  that  the  mat- 
ter would  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  board. 

20.  I  report  with  the  deepest  regret  and  sorrow 
the  death  of  Resident  Philip  Corcoran,  the  Home's 
librarian.  Mr.  Corcoran  had  very  acceptably  held 
this  most  trying  position  for  the  past  three  years. 
Resident  Oscar  Howard,  of  Wheeling  Typograph- 
ical Union  No.  79,  has  been  appointed  as  his  suc- 
cessor. Respectfully  submitted,

meet  the  board. 

Recommendations  Nos.  14  and  15  of  Superin- 
tendent Deacon's  report  were  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  rules. 

On  recommendation  No  17  of  Superintendent 
Deacon's  report,  Trustee  Powell  moved  that  its 
provisions  be  carried  out  and  the  time  set  for 
Thursday,  September  19.  Supei  intendent  Deacon 
explained  his  reasons  for  recommending  as  he  did; 
Motion  adopted. 

Letter  from  R.  W.  Phillips  and  accompanying 
documents  laid  over  for  one  day. 

Communication  from  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays, 
regarding  expenses  for  Home  work  at  International 
Typographical  Union  headquarters,  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  committee  on  finance.  The  letter 
was  as  follows: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  September  14,  1912. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  Uijion  Printers  Home: 

Gentlemen — The  Home  fund  has  not  heretofore 
borne  any  of  the  expenses  of  the  International 
Union  for  bookkeeping,  stenographic  work,  clerical 
work  and  other  office  expenses  incurred  in  the 
handling  of  the  business  of  the  Home  at  headquar- 
ters. On  November  1,  the  salary  law  adopted  in 
May  by  a  referendum  vote  of  the  membership  of 
the  International  Union  becomes  effective.  Under 
this  law  the  salaries  paid  the  president  and  secre- 
tary-treasurer of  the  International  Union  will  also 
compensate  them  for  their  services  as  officers  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  thus  relieving  the  Home 
fund  of  an  expense  of  $800  per  year.  The  execu- 
tive council  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union  believes  that  the  charge  against  the  Home 
fund  for  bookkeeping,  stenographic  work,  postage, 
pro  rata  share  of  rent,  light  and  the  other  ex- 
penses should  be  at  least  $21  per  week.  Your  ap- 
proval of  this  charge  against  the  Home  fund  is 
desired.  Fraternally  yours,

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  was  instructed  to  post 
copies  of  the  following  notice  to  the  residents  of 
the  Home:

The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Union  Printers 
Home,  which  is  in  session  during  the  present  week 
in  the  board  room  of  the  main  building,  desires 
that  all  residents  of  the  Home  who  have  com- 
plaints to  make  against  the  present  method  of  con- 
ducting the  Home,  or  those  in  charge  of  its  con- 
duct, or  any  resident  who  has  any  jrecommenda- 
tion  or  recommendations  which  he  desires  to  make 
to  the  board  of  trustees,  present  the  same  before 
the  board,  in  the  board  room,  at  2  p.  m.  on 
Wednesday,  September  18, 

The  board  wishes  to  emphasize  the  statement 
that  it  desires  that  those  having  complaints  make 
them  to  the  official  board  at  the  present  time  and 
not  to  any  unofficial  board  after  the  adjournment 
of  the  present  session  of  the  board  of  trustees.

On  motion  the  board  adjourned  to  meet  on  Tues- 
day, September  17,  at  9  a.  m. 

TUESDAY  MORNING. 

The  board  was  called  to  order  at  9  a,  m,,  Sep- 
tember 17,  1912,  The  secretary  called  the  roll  and 
the  following  members  were  found  to  be  present: 
President  James  M.  Lynch,  Thomas  McCafTery,  L, 
C,  Shepard,  Anna  C,  Wilson,  Michael  Powell, 
Walter  H.  McKee,  George  P,  Nichols,  agent,  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  J,  W.  Hays. 
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A  communication  was  read  from  W.  J.  Sliana- 
lian,  and  action  thereon  was  jmstponed. 

Resident  K.  L.  Lewis  was  a])i)ointcd  doortcndcr 
for  tlie  board  of  trustees. 

Resident  William  A.  Nickson  ai)peared  before 
the  board  at  the  invitation  of  President  Lynch  and 
made  the  following  statement  in  regard  to  his  case, 
being  interrogated  by  President  Lynch: 

O  Mr.  Nickson,  after  your  requisition  for  a  fur- 
lough was  siRUcd  by  tiic  executive  committee  yes- 
terday. 1  understand  tliat  you  made  the  statement 
to  tlie  superintendent  that,  while  you  were  satisfied 
with  the  Home,  you  objected  to  the  specialist,  Dr. 
Robinson,  I  think,  and  that  it  was  your  intention 
to  go  to  Denver  and  go  to  work  in  order  to  earn 
money  enough  to  have  an  operation  performed 
there.  That  information  was  communicated  to  me, 
and  T  ordered  your  furlougli  held  up  until  you 
could  appear  before  the  board  and  state  your  case 
to  the  board  in  order  that  the  board  should  un- 
derstand what  your  complaint  is  before  you  leave 
the  institution.  So  you  will  kindly  state  to  the 
board  what  you  stated  to  the  superintendent. 

A.  In  reference  to  that,  shall  I  go  into  the  his- 
tory of  the  case? 

O.  Just  tell  the  board  all  you  want  to  tell 
thern  in  order  that  they  may  understand  your  case. 

A.  When  I  first  came  here  I  immediately  went 
to  taking  treatment  from  Dr.  Robinson;  he  exam- 
ined my  ear  and  nose  and  throat.  He  said  at  that 
time  that  the  septum  should  be  straightened,  that 
I  wasn't  getting  air  enough  through  the  nose.  At 
that  time  my  ear  wasn't  giving  me  the  pain  it  is 
now.  He  advised  special  sprays  and  antiseptic 
washes,  which  I  used  and  received  some  benefit 
from  that  treatment.  Afterward  my  throat  com- 
menced giving  me  a  great  deal  of  pain,  and  at 
that  time  he  made  the  observation,  shook  his  head 
and  said:  "You  have  a  couple  of  very  ^ bad  ton- 
sils there  and  they  ought  to  come  out."  And  I 
said:  "Well,  I  suppose  I  would  be  better  if  they 
were  out."  And  he  said:  "When  you  get  a  little 
stronger  I  will  take  them  out."  That  passed  on 
and  then  Miss  Ross  asked  the  doctor  if  there  was 
any  way  of  shriveling  the  tonsils  up.  And  he  said: 
"The  only  way  I  know  of  is  to  cut  them  out  and 
put  them  in  alcohol."  That  passed  on,  and  I  im- 
proved in  health  wonderfully;  my  lung  trouble  is 
better  and  I  am  stronger,  owing  to  the  care  of 
the  Home.  I  asked  the  doctor  on  Saturday  if  he 
could  not  do  something  to  relieve  my  ear  and 
throat  trouble.  I  was  in  almost  constant  pain  and 
unless  I  take  a  drug  consisting  of  asperin,  caf- 
fein  or  phenacetin,  I  can  not  sleep,  and  these 
drugs  only  palliate  the  case  and  give  me  tempo- 
rary relief.  He  said  he  questioned  whether  an  op- 
eration on  the  tonsils  would  have  any  effect  on  the 
ear.  Of  course,  I  then  immediately  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  he  had  made  another  diagnosis.  I 
have  no  intention  of  making  complaint  against  Dr. 
Robinson,  for  I  believe  that  he  is  trying  to  do  all 
he  can  for  me.  What  I  want  to  do  is  to  get  a 
little  relief  from  the  constant  pain  that  I  have  all 
the  time  unless  I  take  drugs  and  trust  to  sleep  to 
tide  me  over  the  night.  T  have  the  fullest  confi- 
dence in  Dr.  Robinson,  but  at  the  same  time  it 
is  pretty  hard  to  bear  this  constant  pain  in  my  ear 
and  head.  Pains  shoot  up  to  my  head  and  over 
my  eye  which  sometimes  drive  me  pretty  wild.  I 
feel  pretty  bad  sometimes,  and  that  is  a  statement 
of  my  case.  What  I  would  like  to  do  is  to  hav" 
-  some  treatment  which  will  reach  that  spot  and 
give  me  some  relief.  I  have  suffered  these  pains 
almost  six  weeks  and  it  is  retarding  my  recovery. 
I  know  that  I  could  go  to  work  and  work  in  go 
shape  in  a  few  weeks  if  I  could  get  the  ear  trou- 
ble remedied. 

Q.  Was  it  your  intention  to  go  to  Denver  and 
go  to  work? 

A.  To  see  how  the  field  was  and  if  T  could  get 
a  position  in  my  line  of  business  and  after  I 
found  out  the  possibilities'  there,  then  I  would  va- 
cate and  go  to  work  there  and  take  treatment  at 


the  same  time  I  was  no  tlierr.  I  hat  was  just  my 
intention  of  what  I  should  do.  I  have  Ijeen  in 
such  pain  for  the  past  two  we<ks  that  I  havrn't 
known  what  to  do. 

Q.  Your  idea  is  that  Dr.  Robinson,  after  look- 
ing' over  the  matter  again,  has  decided  not  to  op- 
erate ? 

.\.  lit-  said  he  doubted  whether  an  operation  on 
my  tonsils  would  benefit  my  ear  and  head, 

Q.  Your  idea  then  is  to  have  another  doctor 
find  out  whether  it  would  or  not? 

A.  It  is  in  that  nature.  My  statement  is  that 
Dr.  Robinson  six  weeks  ago,  or  thf-roabouts,  maybe 
seven  weeks  agf),  said  that  I  had  a  couple  of  bad 
tonsils,  and  I  take  the  position  that  if  I  had  a 
couple  of  bad  tonsils  then,  they  are  still  bothering 
me. 

Q.  Do  you  think  that  Dr.  Robinson  is  unable  to 
harTdle  your  case? 

A.   No,  I  think  he  is  a  clever  man,  but — 

Q.    But  that  he  is  disinclined  to  do  it,  or  what? 

A.  Well,  he  made  a  statement  Saturday  that 
led  me  to  suppose  that  the  operation  would  not 
benefit  my  ear.  I  am  an  unprofessional  man  and 
I  could  not  combat  that  statement,  although  per- 
haps I  have  my  private  opinion.  What  I  want  to 
do  if  I  can,  is  to  get  some  relief  from  this  awful 
headache  and  ear  trouble. 

Q.  You  don't  imagine  you  could  go  to  Denver 
and  go  to  work  in  that  condition,  and  give  satis- 
faction in  an  office  and  maintain  yourself  and  take 
treatment  at  the  same  time,  do  you? 

A.    I  thought  perhaps  I  could  go  to  work — 

Q.  Suppose  you  remain  a  week  and  see  Dr. 
Robinson  and  see  what  there  is  about  your  case; 
we  will  see  Dr.  Robinson  and  see  if  something 
can  not  be  done  for  you  here,  for  I  think  you 
would  not  b^  able  to  get  along  in  Denver  at  all. 

A.  I  want  to  ask  the  board  respectfully  if  they 
will  please  take  the  view  that  I  am  not  making  a 
complaint.  I  will  say  in  conclusion  that  I  was  in 
a  similar  condition  about  four  years  ago  in  St.  Jo- 
seph. I  went  up  to  St.  Joseph  with  congenitivitis 
and  I  went  up  there  to  a  doctor  and  he  gave  me 
a  preparation  which  he  told  me  to  use  seven  or 
eight  times  a  night  whenever  this  botheied  me.  I 
was  a  sick  man  when  I  went  to  St.  Joseph  to 
work,  but  I  had  to  make  good  in  my  position  and 
I  did,  and  there  are  lots  of  other  sick  men  who 
make  good.  I  managed  to  hold  my  job  and  get 
treatment,  and  I  thought  I  could  adopt  the  same 
plan  here. 

Q.  Well,  we  will  see  Dr.  Robinson  and  see 
what  can  be  done  for  you  here. 

A.  I  would  be  very  glad,  and  thank  you,  gentle- 
men and  ladies. 

A  telegram  from  the  officers  of  Dallas  (Texas) 
Union  was  read  and  laid  over  for  further  consid- 
eration. 

At  9:30  the  board  took  a  recess  until  10  o'clock  x 
in  order  to  allow  the  finance  committee  to  take 
care  of  business  which  it  had  in  hand. 

The  board  reconvened  at   10  o'clock,  with  all 
members  present. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  board  at  a 
previous  session,  Architect  Hetherington  was  pres- 
ent and  presented  plans  and  went  extensively  into 
a  discussion  of  a  number  of-  improvements  in  the 
various  bviildings  on  the  Home  grounds. 

The  statement  made  by  the  architect  and  the 
plans  submitted  were  taken  under  consideration  by 
the  board,  with  the  understanding  that  Mr.  Heth- 
erington would  again  appear  before  it  at  a  later 
session. 

An  informal  discussion  then  took  place  among 
the  members  of  the  board  as  to  the  improvements 
and  changes  that  should  be  made  in  the  various 
buildings  connected  with  the  Home. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  read  the  following  tel- 
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egrams  and  asked  that  they  be  made  a  part  of  the 
minutes,  which  was  agreed  to:

Board  of  Trustees  of  Union  Printers  Home  at 
Colorado  Springs  is  in  session  this  week  and  ex- 
tends an  invitation  to  the  members  of  your  associa- 
tion and  their  families  to  visit  and  inspect  our  in- 
stitution at  any  time  it  may  be  convenient.  The 
Union  Printers  Home  is  the  only  institution  of  its 
kind  in  the  world.  It  was  erected  and  is  main- 
tained by  the  members  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union.

The  board  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m, 
n-UESDAY  AFTERNOON. 

The  board  reconvened  at  2  o'clock,  with  all 
members  present,  together  with  the  agent  of  the 
Home,  George  P.  Nichols. 

Attorney  Samuel  H.  Kinsley  made  the  follow- 
ing report: 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Board — 
I  presume  the  matters  concerning  which  you  ex- 
pect a  report  from  me  are  those  referred  to  me  in 
the  past  year.  I  have  within  that  time  made  re- 
ports before  the  board  verbally,  and  have  also 
written  pretty  fully  either  to  Mr.  Lynch  or  to 
Mr.  Deacon,  explaining  the  situation. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  matter  in  my  charge 
has  been  the  matter  of  the  estate  of  Joseph  Clarke, 
who  died  in  July,  1911,  leaving  a  will  by  which  he 
devised  to  two  ladies  living  in  Sawtelle,  Cal.,  and 
to  the  Union  Printers  Home,  all  of  his  property 
in  the  city  of  Durango,  Colo,  Upon  investigation, 
we  learned  that  this  property  in  Durango  consisted 
of  four  parcels  of  land,  three  of  which  were  im- 
proved, that  is,  had  rentable  property  upon  them, 
and  two  of  these  three  buildings  were  rented  and 
were  yielding  an  income  in  the  aggregate  of  about 
$97  per  month.  They  were  old  buildings,  some- 
what dilapidated,  and  repairs  were  required,  which 
have  been  made  by  the  person  acting  as  adminis- 
trator of  the  estate. 

Mr.  Clarke  made  his  will  in  Sawtelle,  Cal.,  at  a 
great  distance  from  Colorado,  and  put  in  the  will 
the  description  of  his  property  from  memory,  and 
in  nearly  every  instance  it  is  incorrect.  For  ex- 
ample, he  would  give  the  lot  numbers  of  the  prop- 
erty he  owned  without  putting  in  the  block  num- 
ber and  in  one  case  he  gave  the  proper  lot  num- 
bers but  the  wrong  block  number.  In  another 
case,  he  referred  to  a  piece  of  property  simply  as 
the  Morelock  building,  without  any  further  de- 
scription. But  after  a  careful  examination  of  the 
records,  and  from  what  was  well  known  to  be  the 
Morelock  block,  these  various  pieces  of  property 
can  be  sufficiently  identified  so  that  there  will  be 
no  doubt  of  the  property  Mr.  Clarke  intended  to 
devise. 

The  property  was  appraised  at  $15,500,  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  the  inheritance  tax  due  the  state 
of  Colorado.  By  the  way,  the  Union  Printers 
Home,  being  a  charitable  and  benevolent  institu- 
tion, is  exempt  from  the  payment  of  the  inher- 
itance tax,  but  the  other  two  devisees,  Mrs.  Roder 
and  Mrs.  Lave,  were  each  required  to  pay  $160 
upon  their  share  of  the  property  devised. 

The  property  is  old,  the  buildings  are  old  and 
the  administrator  says  they  will  have  to  be  consid- 
erably repaired  in  order  to  be  placed  in  a  rentable 
condition.  One  of  them  has  been  occupied  by 
Dave  Day's  Democrat,  and  according  to  the  re- 
port, Mr.  Day  is  about  six  months  delinquent  in 


his  rent,  and  you,  as  a  printers'  organization,  may 
perhaps  be  willing  to  make  some  concessions  to  a 
member  of  the  craft.  I  have  not  been  able  to  go 
down  to  Durango  to  examine  the  property  myself, 
and,  therefore,  I  am  not  able  to  render  an  opin- 
ion, other  than  that  of  the  administrator  and  the 
court  records  as  to  the  value  of  the  property. 

The  estate  was  closed  by  final  decree  entered  on 
the  8th  of  August  of  this  year.  In  that  decree  as 
drawn,  there  were  a  number  of  errors,  particu- 
larly as  to  the  Union  Printers  Home.  The  county 
judge  conceived  that  the  devise  had  been  made  to 
the.  International  Typographical  Union.  In  fact, 
in  the  will,  the  reference  was  made  solely  to  the 
Printers  Home  of  Colorado  Springs,  and  of  course 
there  is  no  doubt  but  that  he  referred  to  the 
Union  Printers  Home  of  Colorado  Springs,  but  the 
judge,  in  drawing  his  decree,  supposed  that  the 
Printers  Home  was  a  building  maintained  by  the 
International  Typographical  Union,  and  so  in  his 
original  draft  of  the  decree  he  decided  that  the 
International  Typographical  Union  was  entitled  to 
this  property.  As  soon  as  I  received  a  copy  of 
the  decree,  I  called  attention  of  the  judge  and  oi 
the  administrator  to  the  error,  and  by  letters  re- 
ceived from  both  of  them,  I  learned  the  correction 
had  been  made  and  the  property  was  referred  to 
in  the  decree  as  belonging  to  the  Union  Printers 
Home.  Nevertheless,  owing  to  the  misrecital  in 
the  will  of  the  name  of  the  Union  Printers  Home 
arid  the  errors  in  description  of  the  property,  it 
will  probably  be  necessary  to  correct  those  errors 
in  some  court  proceeding,  and  I  would  suggest 
that  the  title  be  registered  under  what  is  called  the 
Torrens  system  of  this  state.  Mr.  Clarke  left  no 
heirs,  as  he  recited  in  his  will,  and  we  could  by 
advertisement  addressed  to  the  unknown  heirs  of 
Joseph  Clarke  bring  them  into  court  in  a  pro- 
ceeding wherein  all  those  inaccuracies,  both  in  the 
description  and  name,  might  be  corrected  and  the 
title  fully  vested  in  the  Union  Printers  Home  as 
the  will  intended.  At  the  present  time  there  is 
nobody  looking  after  this. 

Question  of  Trustee  Powell:  In  your  investiga- 
tion of  this  Home  bequest,  did  it  ever  come  to 
your  attention  that  any  member  of  this  board  of 
trustees,  or  any  member  of  the  International  Tj'^pu- 
graphical  Union,  had  at  any  time  requested  Mr. 
Clarke  to  make  it? 

Attorney  Kinsley:  Quite  the  contrary.  I  was 
informed  by  the  other  beneficiaries  of  Mr.  Clark^ 
that  he  was  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  he  had  at 
one  time  been  a  printer  and  a  member  of  the  In- 
ternational Typographical  Union;  that  he  had  a 
very  warm  spot  in  his  heart  for  the  Union  Print- 
ers Home,  and  frequently  stated  that  he  hoped  to 
be  able  at  some  time  to  render  it  substantial  as- 
sistance. 

I  requested  Mr.  Eldridge,  on  behalf  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home,  to  continue  collecting  the 
rents  and  looking  after  the  property  before  turri- 
ing  over  the  proceeds  to  us,  but  the  ladies  in  Cali- 
fornia have  not  authorized  Mr.  Eldridge  to  act  for 
them,  they  feeling  some  dissatisfaction  over  his 
management  of  the  estate,  and  in  fact  I  think 
there  is  a  little  personal  hostility  between  them, 
and  nobody  has  been  looking  after  the  estate,  par- 
ticularly since  the  8th  of  August;  but  I  intend  at 
an  early  date  to  go  down  there  and  see  conditions 
for  myself  and  report  more  intelligently  and  di- 
rectly than  I  am  able  to  at  the  present  time.  How- 
ever, I  do  not  imagine  the  interests  of  the  Print- 
ers Home  have  suffered  by  reason  of  there  having 
been  nobody  there  to  look  after  it  since  August  8, 
as  only  one  of  the  properties  is  now  rented. 

Now  another  matter  is  the  settlement  of  our— • 
shall  I  say — controversy  with  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Letter  Carriers,  regarding  the  160  acres  of 
land  immediately  east  of  the  Home.  You  will  re- 
call that  for  the  past  ten  years  the  Union  Printers 
Home  has  leased  from  the  state  of  Colorado  240 
acres  of  land  lying  immediately  east  of  the  Hotne. 
Brooks  Irione,  on  behalf  of  the  National  Association 
of  Letter  Carriers,  desiring  to  induce  his  associa- 
tion to  establish  such  a  home  as  the  Union  Printers 
Home,  thought  that  the  land  leased  to  the  Union 
Printers  Home  would  be  a  desirable  site  for  such 
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a  building  as  lie  contemplated  for  the  letter  car- 
riers; so  lie  l)eKan  neKotialious  as  early  as  1905 
with  the  hoard  of  trade  of  Colorado  SpiinRS,  or 
merchants'  association,  and  eventually  160  acres  of 
this  land  was  offered  for  sal<;  and  sold  in  the 
montli  of  l-'cbruary,  1910,  Mr.  Irionc  Uiina  the 
purchaser,  at  $10  an  acre.  The  Home  did  not 
learn  of  the  actual  sale  for  several  months  after- 
ward and  we  immediately  took  it  up  with  Mr. 
Irione  and  with  the  state  board  of  land  (  ommis- 
sioners.  The  slate  board  of  land  commissioners 
said  that  tlie  matter  was  entirely  out  of  their 
hands  and  that  we  would  have  to  settle  with  Mr. 
Irionc.  We  began  negotiations  with  him,  without 
very  much  success,  he  insisting  that  the  land  was 
really  desired  for  the  letter  carriers'  association 
and  that  the  sale  had  been  regularly  made. 

My  position  was  that  the  land  being  under  lease 
to  the  Union  Printers  Home,  could  not  be  offered 
for  sale  under  the  statute,  until  the  expiration  of 
the  lease,  and  that  view  I  have  always  maintained 
and  still  maintain.  The  matter  was  finally  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  National  Board  of  Letter 
Carriers,  and  it  has  been  reported  to  me  through 
Mr.  Lynch,  who  has  had  the  negotiations  directly 
with  the  letter  carriers'  association,  that  that  body 
was  favorable  to  the  release  of  the  land  to  the 
Union  Printers  Home. 

Finally,  in  February  of  this  year,  C.  P.  Hanlon, 
one  of  the  board  of  control  in  the  letter  earners' 
association,  came  to  Colorado  Springs  with  author- 
ty  from  his  association  to  adjust  the  matter.  We 
had  several  conferences  with  Mr.  Hanlon,  together 
with  Mr.  Deacon  and  Mr.  McCaffery,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  week  he  was  here,  we  finally  ar- 
rived at  a  conclusion  to  this  effect'.  Mr.  Irione 
presented  a  bill  of  expense  that  he  had  been  to  in 
the  purchase  of  the  land  and  personal  expenses  in 
going  to  Denver  to  see  about  it,  and_  also  for  post- 
age and  typewriting  machines  used  in  correspond- 
ing with  members  of  the  association  regarding  the 
land,  the  whole  amounting  to  $4,200.  We  con- 
ceived that  this  was  altogether  too  extravagant 
and  that  a  great  many  of  his  expenses,  although 
actually  made,  were  needless,  and  offered^  $3,000 
as  a  compromise  and  to  reimburse  Mr.  Irione,  if 
he  would  surrender  all  claim  to  the  land.  Finally, 
we  agreed  upon  the  sum  of  $3,500  and  that  offer 
was  made  to  Mr.  Irione,  through  Mr.  Hanlon,  and 
finally  accepted. 

Then  Mr.  Irione  executed  a  deed  individually 
and  as  trustee  for  the  National  Association  of 
Letter  Carriers,  to  the  Union  Printers  Home.  To 
further  fortify  the  title,  I  requested,  and  Mr.  Iri- 
one agreed  to  furnish,  also  a  deed  from  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Letter  Carriers,  to  be  signed 
by  its  president  and  secretary  and  the  members  of 
its  executive  board. 

That  deed  was  given  to  Mr.  Lynch,  and  in  com- 
munication with  officers  of  the  letter  carriers'  asso- 
ciation he  obtained  the  return  deed  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretary,  but  without  the  signature 
of  the  executive  board.  Further  correspondence 
between  Mr.  Lynch  and  myself^  resulted  in  the 
deed  being  forwarded  to  me  in  its  condition, 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  but  without 
acknowledgment  of  anybody,  and  as  a  matter  of 
precaution  I  caused  the  deed  to  be  recorded  in 
that  condition,  and  have  since  sent  it  to  Mr.  Cant- 
well  and  Mr.  Kelley,  as  officers  of  the  association, 
to  have  them  acknowledge  it,  arid  also,  if  possible, 
have  the  members  of  the  executive  board  sign  and 
acknowledge  it.  I  reported  to  Mr.  Lynch  that  this 
deed  being  placed  of  record,  that  then  our  title 
was  as  good  as  it  could  be  made  under  the  circum- 
stances. The  qualification  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
I  have  always  held  and  still  hold  that  the  sale  of 
the  land  while  it  was  under  lease  to  the  Union 
Printers  Home,  ^was  irregular,  and  if  a  proper  pro- 
ceeding had  been  begun  could  be  set  aside;  but  the 
only  person  who  could  raise  that  question  would 
be  the  state  of  Colorado.  Now  that  Mr.  Irione 
and  the  National  Association  of  Letter  Carriers 
have  conveyed  all  their  interest  to  the  Union 
Printers  Home,  as  the  state  board  of  land  commis- 
sioners had  declared  that  the  matter  was  entirely 
out  of  their  hands,   and  have  verbally  expressed 


to  nic  their  satisfaction  at  the  hcttleincnt  \^hich 
has  been  made,  I  tiiink  that  tlicrc  is  onl^  the  re 
motest  possibility  of  the  state  ever  raising  the 
question  as  to  the  irregulari'.j'  cf  the  sale,  and  I 
am  inclined  to  think  that  the  Union  Printers  Home 
would  never  be  disturbed  in  the  posse jsion  of  the 
land.  There  is  another  thing,  I  suppose  you  will 
keep  it,  and  if  you  do  retain  its  possession  and 
pay  taxes  on  it  for  the  period  of  seven  years,  then 
It  will  be  yours  by  virtue  of  the  statute  of  limi- 
tations and  no  nuestion  can  be  raised,  and  pos 
session  without  the  payment  of  taxes,  if  you  are 
not  required  to  pay  taxes,  would  amount  to  the 
same  thing.  As  soon  as  that  deed  is  again  received 
from  Mr.  Cantwell,  signed  and  acknowledged  by 
the  members  of  the  executive  board,  if  that  be 
possible,  we  shall  have  it  recorded  again  and  that 
will  further  fortify  the  title. 

Another  matter  referred  to  me,  which  I  took  up 
after  my  return  from  the  Pacific  coast,  was  the 
matter  of  Philip  Corcoran,  a  resident  of  the 
Home,  injured  by  collision  with  a  street  car  in 
Colorado  City  on  the  6th  day  of  July,  from  which 
injuries  he  died  on  the  15th  day  of  July.  Upon 
inquiring  as  to  the  facts.  I  learned  that  prob- 
ably Mr.  Corcoran  himself  was  to  blame  for  the 
injury,  and  I  trust  it  will  be  no  reflection  on  his 
memory  if  I  say  that  his  condition  at  the  time 
made  him  incapable  of  appreciating  the  danger  he 
was  in,  or  of  getting  out  of  danger,  if  he  had  ap- 
preciated it,  and  that  therefore  there  was  such 
contributory  negligence  on  his  part  that  a  suit 
would  have  resulted  in  favor  of  the  company. 
Furthermore,  I  am  informed  that  Mr.  Corcoran 
left  no  relatives  other  than  a  sister,  as  no  father, 
mother  or  child  had  been  dependent  upon  him, 
and  the  statutes  of  the  state  of  Colorado  restrict 
the  right  of  recovery  to  that  class  of  relatives, 
and  a  sister  not  dependent  upon  the  deceased  for 
support  could  not  maintain  an  action  under  the 
statute  for  injuries  causing  the  death  of  her 
brother. 

Those  are,  I  think,  all  the  matters  that  I  have 
had  in  charge,  except  the  matter  of  the  water  con- 
tract, which  I  had  perhaps  best  refer  to.  About 
the  first  of  this  year  the  contract  with  the  North- 
field  Land  and  Water  Company  for  furnishing 
water  to  the  Union  Printers  Home  and  for  the 
grounds  adjacent  thereto  was  about  to  expire.  By 
direction  of  Mr,  Deacon,  I  prepared  a  contract 
with  the  city  of  Colorado  Springs.  Mr.  Deacon 
had  conducted  inquiries  with  the  officials  of  Colo- 
rado Springs  looking  to  a  supply  from  the  citv 
reservoirs  and  water  system  to  take  the  place  of 
that  which  had  theretofore  been  furnished  from 
the  Northfield  Land  and  Water  Company,  and  that 
resulted  in  a  contract  being  executed  about  the 
first  of  April,  for  a  period  of  five  years,  at  a 
somewhat  reduced  expense  and  furnishing  the 
Union  Printers  Home  with  a  more  certain  and  I 
think  larger  supply  of  water  than  it  had  thereto- 
fore been  getting. 

If  I  liave  failed  to  cover  any  matter  which  has 
been  referred  to  me  by  the  board  at  any  time,  or 
if  there  should  be  any  questions  regarding  any  of 
the  matters  on  which  I  have  reported  that  any 
of  the  members  desire  to  ask,  I  shall  be  very  glad 
to  answer. 

Mr.  Shepard:  There  is  a  question  I  should  like 
to  ask  and  that  is,  is  the  title  to  this  property  now 
so  vested  in  our  corporation  or  in  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  Union  Printers  Home,  that  we 
could  sell  a  portion  of  the  land  at  any  time  we 
see  fit? 

Mr.  Kinsley:  Yes. 

.Mr.  Shepard:  Now,  what  I  should  like  to 
know  is,  if  in  the  conveyance  of  the  deed  there 
should  be  a  cloud  on  the  title,  as  you  stated  there 
was  a  remote  possibility  there  might  be  a  chance 
for  the  state  of  Colorado  to  come  in  for  this 
property,  would  not  a  man  desiring  to  buy  from 
us,  with  proper  legal  advice,  discover  that  cloud? 
I  should  like  to  see  that  cloud  removed  if  pos- 
sible. 

Mr.  Kinsley:  In  reply  to  Mr.  Shepard's  sug- 
gestion, I  would  say  that  I  have  contemplated  a 
proceeding  which  would  entirely  remove  that  cloud. 
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and  that  is  getting  a  bill  through  the  next  session 
of  the  Colorado  legislature  confirming  the  title  to 
this  land  in  the  Union  Printers  Horne.  I  think 
upon  laying  before  the  legislature  the  circumstances 
under  which  title  was  acquired  the  legislature 
readily  would,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  this 
institution,  which  is  recognized  as  a  valuable  in- 
stitution in  the  state  of  Colorado,  something  which 
they  have  always  endeavored  to  encourage,  I  think 
that  there  would  be  no  difficulty  whatever  in  in- 
ducing the  legislature  to  pass  a  special  bill  con- 
firming the  title  in  the  Union  Printers  Home,  mak- 
ing it  absolute.  Of  course,  there  are  reservations 
in  this  deed  of  all  coal  and  minerals  underlying 
the  surface  of  the  land.  This  is  contained  in 
every  deed  issued  by  the  state  of  Colorado,  and  to 
that  extent  the  title  is  not  absolute,  but  that  is 
impossible  to  have  eliminated,  as  it  is  a  fixed  pro- 
vision of  the  statute  that  whenever  the  state  con- 
veys lands,  it  shall  always  make  this  reservation 
of  coal  and  other  mineral  underlying  the  land. 

Mr.  Shepard:  That  would  be  satisfactory.  We 
can  not  go  beyond  that  reservation  of  the  state, 
but  outside  of  that  I  think  I  would  like  to  have 
the  title  absolute. 

Mr.  Kinsley:  That  could  be  readily  done,  I 
think,  Mr.  Shepai'd,  without  much  trouble  or-  ex- 
pense, for  I  am  sure  whoever  may  be  the  repre- 
sentatives from  this  county  they  would  be  glad, 
on  behalf  of  the  Union  Printers  Home,  to  intro- 
duce such  a  bill  and  urge  its  passage. 

President  Lynch  quoted  as  follows  from  the  re- 
port of  the  finance  committee  of  June,  1912: 

Your  committee  desired  to  take  up  with  Attor- 
ney Kinsley  the  status  of  the  transfer  of  the  land 
at  the  rear  of  the  Home  by  Brooks  Irione,  acting 
for  the  National  Association  of  Letter  Carriers, 
and  a  commissioner  representing  the  executive 
board  of  this  association,  to  the  Union  Printers 
Home.  We  find  that  the  transfer  has  been  care- 
fully looked  after  and  that  all  the  necessary  legal 
steps  have  been  taken,  with  two  exceptions.  The 
members  of  the  National  Association  of  Letter 
Carriers'  executive  board  were  pledged,  by  their 
representative,  to  sign  a  quitclaim  deed  in  addi- 
tion to  the  deed  signed  by  Brooks  Irione,  and 
this  pledge  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled  by  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Letter  Carriers'  board  of 
directors,  but  will  undoubtedly  be  attended  to  in 
the  near  future.  With  the  signing  of  the  quit- 
claim dee,d  the  title  of  the  property  will  be  secure- 
ly vested  in  the  Union  Printers  Home.  But  in 
order  to  make  assurance  doubly  sure.  Attorney 
Kinsley  recommends  that  a  bill  be  introduced  at 
the  next  session  of  the  Colorado  legislature  legal- 
izing the  entire  transaction.  The  members  of  the 
board  will  remember  that  Attorney  Kinsley  chal- 
lenged the  transfer  of  the  land  by  the  state  land 
board  to  Brooks  Irione,  and  it  is  to  straighten  out 
this  possible  entanglement  that  the  attorney  recom- 
mends the  introduction  of  the  bill  alluded  to. 
Your  committee  recommends  that  Attorney  Kins- 
ley be  authorized  to  draw  the  bill  in  question  and 
give  attention  to  its  introduction  and  passage  by 
the  legislature. 

Trustee  McCaffery  made  the  motion  that  the  va- 
rious steps  taken  by  the  president,  vice-president 
and  superintendent  relative  to  the  acquisition  of 
160  acres  formerly  owned  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Letter  Carriers  and  Brooks  Irione,  includ- 
ing the  price  finally  paid  for  the  same,  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  trustees. 

Upon  the  roll  being  called,  the  motion  was  unan- 
imously E^opted. 

The  superintendent  reported  that  the  sanitary 
drinking  fountain  on  the  outside  of  the  building 
that  had  not  been  purchased  at  the  time  the 
finance  committee  met  in  June,  had  since  been  in- 
stalled. 

The  president  called  attention  to  that  portion  of 


the  finance  committee's  report  in  which  it  recom- 
mended that  a  certain  amount  of  patronage  be 
given  to  the  Telegraph  Printing  Company,  of  Colo- 
rado Springs. 

Mr.  Shepard  moved  that  the  superintendent  be 
instructed  to  accord  the  advertising  patronage  men- 
tioned in  the  report  of  the  finance  committee  to 
the  Telegraph  Printing  Company  and  the  Colorado 
Springs  Gazette,  during  the  coming  year. 

On  the  roll  being  called,  the  motion  was  unani- 
mously carried. 

A  motion  that  the  water  tank  be  painted  and 
that  a  sign  as  outlined  by  the  president,  "The 
Union  Printers  Home,  erected  and  maintained  by 
the  International  Typographical  Union,"  be  paint- 
ed thereon  was  lost. 

The  finance  committee  in  its  report  mentioned 
the  installing  of  a  steam  table  in  the  serving 
room  in  the  annex.  Superintendent  Deacon  re- 
ported that  they  had  had  a  great  deal  of  complaint 
of  employes  as  to  the  present  facilities  and  had 
found  the  only  solution  was  to  put  in  a  steam 
table.  He  stated  that  the  president,  on  a  consulta- 
tion, authorized  the  installation  of  the  steam  table. 
President  Lynch  stated  that  the  steam  table  had 
been  installed  in  accordance  with  prior  action  of 
the  board. 

In  the  main  building  serving  rooms  the  commit- 
tee believes  it  may  be  best  to  instal  tile.  The  su- 
perintendent reported  that  nothing  had  been  done 
in  this  regard.  The  president  stated  that  this  im- 
provement had  also  been  authorized  by  the  board 
of  trustees. 

Trustee  Shepard  moved  that  the  board  now  pro- 
ceed with  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Home  prop- 
erties.   The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  motion  was  made  to  adjourn  to  meet  at 
9:30  A.  M.^  September  18.  It  was  moved  to  amend 
this  motion  by  striking  out  the  figures  "30."  The 
motion  as  amended  was  adopted. 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING. 

The  board  met  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  September  18, 
as  per  adjournment,  there  being  present:  James 
M.  Lynch  (president),  Thomas  McCaffery,  L.  C. 
Shepard,  Anna  C.  Wilson,  Michael  Powell,  Walter 
H.  McKee,  George  P.  Nichols  (agent),  and  J.  W. 
Hays  (secretary-treasurer). 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  Drs.  Christo- 
pher and  Robinson  be  requested  to  appear  before 
the  board  at  10  a.  m.  on  Thursday,  September  19. 

The  board  then  adjourned  for  the  purpose  of 
making  an  inspection  of  the  cemetery  plots  in 
Evergreen  Cemetery,  to  meet  again  at  2  p.  m. 

WEDNESDAY  AFTERNOON. 
The  board  met  at  2  p.  m.  as  per  adjournment, 
with  all  members  present. 

Trustee  McCaffery  made  the  following  remarks: 

On  request  of  President  Lynch,  I  called  upon 
Father  Raber  regarding  the  lots  in  the  cemetery 
as  outlined  by  superintendent  of  the  cemetery,  Mr. 
Glackin.  He  told  me  there  were  none  of  the  lots 
sold  up  to  the  present  time.  According  to  the 
plat  down  there,  there  is  an  addition  of  ten  lots 
along  the  front  line  of  the  property  owned  by  the 
Home  now  in  the  Catholic  portion  of  the  ceme- 
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tciy  that  lias  l)ccn  rcplatlccl.  They  vacatcMl  a 
street,  or  part  of  it,  and  have  made  lots  out  of 
what  was  a  street  formerly.  None  of  these  lots 
have  been  sold  up  to  the  present  time,  and  Father 
Kal)cT  s;iul  lie  would  he  vcTy  K'ad  to  aceoiiimodate 
the  Home  by  reserving  these  lots,  and  thought  it 
would  be  good  policy  for  the  Home  to  acquire 
them,  lie  said  he  would  bring  the  matter  up  with 
the  board  of  trustees  or  councilmen  of  the  parisli 
tomorrow  evening  and  he  would  let  us  know  I'ri- 
day  morning  what  amount  they  would  want  for 
those  lots,  l-rom  his  conversation  I  would  judge 
lie  would  cxpL-ct  to  give  tiiein  to  the  Home  for  the 
price  paid  for  the  block  below  that  we  bought. 

['resident  Lynch  lie  understood  that  we  were 
to  retain  tliat  block  below?  . 

Mr.  McCaiTery— Oh,  yes;  as  I  understand  it, 
this  tract  runs  clear  down  in  front  of  what  we  are 
occupying  at  present,  and  in  front  of  the  other 
that  is  unoccupied.  We  want  to  keep  the  whole 
strip. 

President  Lynch — We  will  take  the  matter  up 
Friday  morning  when  we  hear  further  from  Trus- 
tee McCaffery.  We  will  now  proceed  with  the 
hearing  of  complaints  and  suggestions  by  residents. 

The  secretary  read  a  number  of  communications 
from  residents  that  were  reserved  for  future  con- 
sideration. 

W.  M.  Hawkins,  a  resident  of  the  Home,  re- 
quested that  he  be  furnished  with  a  set  of  lower 
teeth. 

Resident  Edward  E.  Mulligan  requested  that  the 
few  teeth  he  had  in  his  lower  jaw  be  extracted  and 
that  he  be  given  a  false  plate. 

Resident  Walter  G.  Harrell  appeared  before  the 
board  and  requested  a  set  of  false  teeth. 

Resident  Daniel  Stowell  appeared  before  the 
board  and  requested  a  full  set  of  false  teeth. 

Resident  George  Hatch  appeared  and  requested 
a  full  set  of  teeth. 

Resident  James  McLaughlin  appeared  before  the 
board  and  asked  that  dental  work  be  furnished 
him. 

Resident  Charles  H.  Robinson  appeared  before 
the  board  and  asked  that  new  teeth  be  provided 
him. 

Resident  Juan  R.  Escandon  appeared  before  the 
board  and  requested  a  pair  of  artificial  legs,  as 
the  ones  he  now  has  were  almost  worn  out. 

Resident  John  H.  Hanson  appeared  before  the 
board  and  requested  that  a;i  X-ray  be  made  of  his 
back,  to  ascertain  if  he  had  not  been  injured  in 
some  way,  and  if  so  that  the  trouble  be  remedied, 
and  if  not  that  he  be  provided  with  a  steel  brace 
to  support  his  weak  back. 

The  board  then  took  under  consideration  the  ap- 
peal by  a  resident  of  the  Home  for  clemency  from 
expulsion  on  charges  that  had  been  preferred  by 
Superintendent  Deacon.  There  was  considerable 
evidence  heard  in  this  case,  but  action  thereon  was 
deferred  to  Thursday  morning,  September  20. 

It  was  moved  that  the  residents  who  appeared 
and  requested  teeth  be  furnished  such  dentistry  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Home  dentist  may  be  neces- 
sary, the  superintendent  to  make  the  arrange- 
ments.   Motion  carried. 

It  was  moved  that  the  communication  signed  by 
the  tent  residents  be  referred  to  the  committee  on 
rules.   Motion  adopted. 

The  communication  from  the  head  nurse,  Louise 
Rohlfe,  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  rules. 
The  communication  from  Herschel  Heilig  wa§ 


deferred  until  the  report  of  the  superintendent  wai 
considered. 

On  motion  the  board  adjourned  to  meet  Thur»- 
day  morning  at  9  o'clock. 

THURSDAY  MORNING. 

The  board  met  at  9  a.  m.,  September  19,  as  per 
adjournment.  There  were  present:  James  M. 
Lynch,  president;  Thomas  McCafTery,  L.  C,  Shcp- 
ard,  Anna  C.  Wilson,  Michael  Powell,  Walter  H. 
.VIcKee,  George  P.  Nichols,  agent,  and  J.  W. 
Hays,  secretary-treasurer. 

President  Lynch  presented  the  following,  which 
was  adopted  as  the  action  of  the  board  of  trustees 
on  the  Vincent  case: 

In  the  case  of  Upshur  Vincent,  expelled  by  Su- 
perintendent Deacon  for  causes  assigned  in  a  com- 
munication from  the  superintendent  to  Mr.  Vin- 
cent, the  board  has  heard  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Vincent,  of  the  superintendent  and  of  several  wit- 
nesses, and  reaches  the  following  conclusions: 

As  to  the  violation  of  the  rule  requiring  tuber- 
cular patients  to  be  on  the  grounds  by  6  p.  m., 
Mr.  Vincent  admits  the  charges  made  and  states 
that  on  at  least  seven  different  occasions  he  has 
been  guilty  of  the  violation. 

As  to  the  charges  made  by  one  of  the  nurses, 
the  board,  after  hearing  the  evidence,  is  of  the 
opinion  that  what  was  originally  an  unimportant 
matter,  has  been  magnified  into  a  case  of  seem- 
ingly alarming  proportions.  The  parties  to  the 
difficulty  were  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board, 
guilty  of  any  conduct  that  was  necessarily  repre- 
hensible. Both  may  have  been  somewhat  indis- 
creet, and  actions  that  were  undoubtedly  perfectly 
innocent  in  themsleves  were  later  magnified  into 
causes  of  serious  friction.  When  the  case  reached 
the  superintendent  of  the  Home  it  was  presented 
in  its  worst  aspects,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
board  that  in  view  of  the  essentials  and  attributes 
of  the  difficulty  as  it  was  then  before  him,  the 
superintendent  took  the  only  action  that  was  possi- 
ble and  in  accordance  with  the  circumstances  as 
they  were  presented  and  the  rules  of  the  institu- 
tion. On  further  hearing  before  the  board,  how- 
ever, the  case  developed  as  outlined,  and  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  has  served  as  a  sufficient 
warning  to  all  of  those  directly  concerned,  and  to 
the  residents  and  employes  to  be  exceedingly  care- 
ful not  to  give  cause  for  suspicions  and  perhaps 
subsequent  entanglements  in  such  serious  difficulty 
by  the  commission  of  acts  which,  innocent  in 
themselves,  may  be  subject  to  distortion  and  mis- 
representation. In  view  of  all  the  facts  as  re- 
cited the  board  believes  that  the  ends  of  justice 
will  be  subserved  by  recalling  the  sentence  of  ex- 
pulsion against  Mr.  Vincent.  ,   ,  ,  j 

As  to  the  charge  of  accosting  unattended  lady 
visitors  on  the  Home  grounds,  the  evidence  is  not 
conclusive  by  any  means  and  the  charge  is  dis- 
missed. The  board,  however,  directs  the  superin- 
tendent to  promptly  examine  into  any  such  cases 
that  may  be  reported  in  the  future  and  to  ad- 
monish the  residents  who  may  appear  to  be  guilty, 
or  may  have  committed  acts  that  would  justify  the 
presumption  of  guilt,  to  at  once  desist  from  any- 
thing that  might  be  construed  as  ungentlemanly 
and  an  offense  to  a  visitor.  If  the  resident  so  ad- 
monished still  persists  in  his  conduct  then  he  shall 
be  expelled  from  the  Union  Printers  Home. 

It  should  be,  and  undoubtedly  is,  plain  to  the 
residents  of  the  Home  that  the  Union  Printers 
Home  is  a  great  asset  to  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union  in  exemplifying  its  beneficial 
features;  that  visitors  to  the  Home  are  by  it  im- 
pressed with  the  nobility  and  grandeur  of  our  or- 
ganization, and  that  they  should  be  zealous  that 
nothing  shall  occur,  nor  that  anything  be  allowed 
to  occur  that  will  in  any  way  tend  to  discourage 
the  inspection  of  the  Home  by  residents  ot  or 
visitors  to  Colorado  Springs.  On  the  contrary, 
these  visits  and  this  inspection  should  not  only  be 
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invited,  but  every  one  connected  with  the  institu- 
tution  should  aid  in  making  the  institution  attract- 
ive to  visitors. 

It  is  further  directed  that  so  much  of  these  find- 
ings as  may  be  necessary  for  the  information  of 
the  residents  of  the  Union  Printers  Home,  ex- 
planatory of  the  attitude  and  desire  of  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  its  wish  as  to  their  future  con- 
duct, shall  be  communicated  to  the  residents  and 
employes  by  the  superintendent  of  the  institution. 

Thereupon  the  secretary  read  the  findings  of  the 
board  to  the  trustees  in  the  presence  of  Mr.  Dea- 
con and  Mr.  Vincent. 

The  following  communication  was  received, 
signed  by  a  number  of  the  residents: 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  September  17,  1912. 
Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Union  Print- 
ers Home: 

As  many  residents  of  the  Home  die  who  have 
lived  here  a  sufficient  length  of  time  to  have 
friends  and  acquaintances  in  this  region,  the  un- 
dersigned would  ask  permission  of  the  board  to 
have  death  and  funeral  notices  published  in  the 
Colorado  Springs  daily  papers,  the  superintendent 
of  the  Home  to  furnish  the  press  with  said  no- 
tices. 

Trustee  Powell  moved  that  where  a  resident  of 
the  Home  notified  the  superintendent  that  he  was 
a  member  of  a  fraternal  organization  with  a 
branch  in  Colorado  Springs,  the  superintendent  be 
directed  in  the  case  of  death  of  the  resident  to 
notify  the  secretary  of  such  organization.  Carried. 

Dr.  J.  R.  Robinson  appeared  before  the  board 
and  the  secretary  read  Mr,  Nickson's  statement  to 
him.  President  Lynch  asked  the  doctor  what  he 
had  to  say. 

Dr.  Robinson — Well,  now,  first  about  the  tonsils; 
he  has  enlarged  tonsils,  but  really  they  have  noth- 
ing to  do  with  his  pain.  Under  ordinary  condi- 
tions I  would  remove  the  tonsils,  but  he  has  a 
tubercular  throat  and  it  is  questionable  practice  to 
remove  the  tonsils  with  a  tubercular  condition  ac- 
tive in  his  throat  and  lungs.  I  said  when  he 
reached  a  stage  where  I  felt' justified,  I  would  re- 
move the  tonsils.  The  tonsil  is  sometimes  a 
source  of  infection.  As  to  the  pain  in  the  ear, 
he  locates  it  in  the  ear.  It  is  purely  neuralgia.  I 
thought  at  first  it  was  reflex  from  the  tubercular 
larnyx.  We  have  sometimes  a  pain  extending  to 
the  ear  from  the  throat,  but  his  pain  is  located 
here  and  radiates  over  the  eye  and  is  purely  neu- 
ralgia. That  hardly  comes  under  my  work.  Dr. 
Christopher  can  perhaps  give  him  something.  I 
do  not  know  the  exact  cause  of  the  neuralgia,  but 
the  pain  is  purely  reflex  from  the  laryngeau  of 
the  throat,  or  purely  neuralgia.  I  think  it  is  neu- 
ralgia, as  it  radiates  up  over  the  eye  and  ear.  I 
think  he  locates  it  in  the  ear,  as  it  starts  near  the 
ear.  Mr.  Nickson  is  a  very  nice  fellow,  but  nerv- 
ous and  in  poor  health,  and  I  can  appreciate  his 
situation,  but  I  do  not  feel  justified  in  removing 
his  tonsils  because  I  question  whether  it  would 
have  any  effect  on  neuralgia.  The  tonsil  is  an  an- 
noying organ  when  it  is  enlarged  in  a  man  of  his 
age,  and  while  his  tonsils  are  enlarged,  they  are 
not  especially  diseased.  His  main  trouble  is  the 
tubercular  condition  of  the  throat.  You  can  no- 
tice that  in  his  voice.  That  is  all  I  can  say.  I 
have  been  treating  him  twice  a  week  and  I  gave 
him  palliating  remedies  for  neuralgia — cafTein  and 
phenacetin — but  he  afterward  took  asperin — prob- 
ably either  did  that  of  his  own  volition  or  on  Dr. 
Christopher's  orders,  or  perhaps  he  had  previously 
been  taking  that  and  had  found  some  relief. 

President  Lynch — As  I  understand,  then,  doctor, 
your  suggestion  is  that  the  matter  be  taken  up  with 
Dr.  Christopher? 

Dr.  Robinson — I  think  so;  I  think  the  neuralgia 
the  doctor  could  take  care  of,  especially  when  he 
speaks  as  he  does  latterly  of  the  pain  radiating  up 


over  the  eye.  The  throat  is  in  quite  bad  condi- 
tion, although  I  think  he  can  get  along  and  he 
might  recover  from  it  entirely.  I  would  hardly 
advise  him  to  go  off  and  try  to  get  a  job.  He,  of 
course,  connects  the  neuralgia  trouble  with  the 
tonsil  enlargement,  and  as  I  say,  they  are  large, 
but  to  remove  the  tonsils  with  the  active  tubercu- 
lar condition  of  the  throat  I  do  not  consider  good 
practice,  and  that  is  the  reason  I  told  him  that  I 
had  better  not  remove  them.  I  will  speak  to  Dr. 
Christopher  and  go  over  the  case  with  him  and  see 
if  we  can  not  find  some  cause  for  this  pain.  I 
am  interested  in  Mr.  Nickson  and  shall  do  all  I 
can  for  him. 

President  Lynch — If  it  is  in  the  course  of  medi- 
cine ethics,  may  I  suggest  that  you  and  Dr.  Chris- 
topher take  Mr.  Nickson  into  your  confidence;  that 
you  take  this  up  with  him  and  explain  the  position 
he  is  in,  and  that  to  go  to  Denver  and  work  and 
attempt  to  take  treatment  at  the  same  time  would 
be  folly,  and  then  if  he  does  it  he  will  do  it  at 
his  own  risk? 

Dr.  Robinson — Yes.   I  will  do  that. 

Dr.  Christopher  appeared  before  the  board  and 
the  president  inquired  if  he  had  anything  in  par- 
ticular to  say. 

Dr.  Christopher — Well,  the  first  thing  is  a  small 
item.  We  have  a  man  here  from  Texas,  I  think" 
from  EI  Paso.  He  has  an  injured  spine  (Mr. 
McCaffery  knows  him),  and  he  is  commencing 
curvature  of  the  spine,  and  unless  something  is 
done  it  will  increase;  but  I  think  there  is  a  good 
chance  that,  if  we  buy  hirn  a  brace,  and  put  it  on 
him  and  make  him  wear  it,  there  is  a  chance  to 
stop  it  where  it  is,  if  not  cure  him.  He  is  around 
on  crutches  now.  He  is  an  energetic  fellow  and 
he  said  to  me  that  if  the  board  could  get  him  a 
position  as  proofreader  that  he  would  be  able  to 
do  that  work,  but  he  will  not  now  be  able  to  do 
that,  for  his  condition  will  gradually  grow  worse 
unless  something  is  done. 

President  Lynch-— You  recommend  that  some- 
thing be  done  for  him? 

A.   Yes,  sir. 

Dr.  Christopher — This  old  question  of  the  rest 
cure  business  comes  up  again.  Nearly  every  man 
began  to  increase  in  weight  after  the  inauguration 
of  the  rest  cure,  but  this  summer  they  have  been 
allowed  to  get  off  once  a  week  or  ten  days  from 
taking  the  rest  cure.  At  one  time  they  had  jthree 
hours  off  from  the  rest  hour  in  the  afternoon  once 
a  week,  and  the  board  extended  it  during  the  sum- 
mer to  four  hours,  and  the  majority  began  to  lose 
weight.  Now,  a  person  would  think  four  hours 
once  a  week  would  not  amount  to  anything.  But, 
a  great  many  of  them,  as  soon  as  they  get  break- 
fast, go  right  downtown  and  stay  there  until  just 
time  to  get  into  their  chair  from  10:15  to  11:15. 
Yesterday  morning  three  of  these  residents  came 
out  on  the  car  with  me.  This  morning  one  came 
out  with  me,  just  in  time  for  his  rest  hour,  on  the 
10:10  car,  and  he  was  one  of  the  three  that  came 
out  yesterday  at  the  same  time.  They  will  take — 
for  instance,  he  will  take — another  trip  downtown, 
the  probabilities  are,  after  his  rest  hour  this  after- 
noon, and  more  than  likely  several  of  the  others 
will  do  the  same  thing.  Every  time  the  seven  days 
are  up,  you  know,  and  they  have  a  chance  to 
break  the  rest  hour  we  have  from  8  to  12  o'clock, 
they  take  advantage  of  it,  when  perhaps  some  of 
these  same  men  had  been  downtown  in  the  morn- 
ing. I  would  like  to  have  the  time  cut  down  to 
three  hours,  as  we  had  last  winter.  I  would  also 
like  it  if  there  was  some  way  we  could  manage  it 
so  that  they  could  not  go  downtown  so  often. 
They  have  from  8  to  10  to  go  downtown  and 
from  4  to  6  in  the  afternoon,  and  I  think  the  ma- 
jority of  them  take  advantage  of  it,  and  you  see 
once  a  week  they  get  four  hours. 

President  Lynch — Then  the  condition  is  that 
they  have  no  rest  at  all;  they  are  simply  resting 
up  from  the  exhaustion  caused  by  their  trips  down- 
town? 

Dr.  Christopher — That  is  it  exactly.  If  there 
was  some  way  we  could  curtail  that  I  should  be 
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glad,    I  say  to  the  inci 
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are  you,  anyway  r  Don't  you  want  to  Ret  well.'* 
It  looks  to  me  as  though  you  didn't;  you  do  every- 
thing you  can  to  luirt  yourselves."  1  say  to  doz- 
ens of  them  that  every  rule  we  have  is  for  their 
benefit  and  they  light  every  rule  made.  I  don  t 
understand  it;  they  surely  don't  want  to  get  well. 

President  Lynch — How  would  it  be  if  a  man  got 
three  hours  ofT  if  he  was  not  allowed  to  go  down- 
town in  the  morning? 

Dr.  Christopher — That  would  help  some. 
President  Lynch— The  thing  that  always  puzzles 
me  is  the  necessity  for  them  going  downtown  more 
than  once  a  week. 

Dr.  Christopher— That  is  what  I  can  not  under- 
stand, but  I  can  not  get  them  to  see  it. 

President  Lynch — I  presume  if  you  were  to  at- 
tend a  similar  private  case  and  the  patient  went 
chasing  about  you  would  withdraw  from  the  case? 
Dr.  Christopher — I  would  quit  him,  yes. 
President   Lynch — Could   we   not   restrict  it  to 
once  a  day  downtown?  . 

Dr.  Christopher— Then  they  will  all  take  their 
one  visit. 

President  Lynch — Make  it  once  a  week. 

Dr.  Christopher— That  is  the  hardest  proposi- 
tion we  have  to  deal  with. 

President  Lynch — You  will  get  as  much  criti- 
cism if  you  make  it  once  a  week  as  you  will  if  it 
is  once  a  day.  • 

Trustee  Powell — Some  of  the  men,  I  believe, 
have  consumption  of  the  throat.  I  met  a  man  this 
morning  who  said  he  was  all  right  except  for  his 
throat,  and  there  he  was  filling  up  his  pipe.  I 
said,  "Isn't  smoking  bad  for  you?"  and  he  said 
he  didn't  know. 

Dr.  Christopher — It  certainly  does  hurt  them.  It 
hurts  a  well  man's  throat. 

President  Lynch — Have  you  anything  else? 

Dr.  Christopher — I  think  that  is  all. 

President  Lynch — What  about  this  raw  egg  prop- 
osition? 

Dr.  Christopher — Well,  it  used  to  be  thought  that 
stuflSng  was  the  thing  for  tubercular  people,  but 
the  sanatoriums  throughout  the  civilized  world 
have  found  out  it  is  a  mistake,  for  if  you  feed  a 
man  raw  eggs  between  meals  or  give  him  any 
luncheon,  when  the  time  comes  for  regular  meals 
he  has  no  appetite.  Take  your  owri  case.  You 
take  a  luncheon  before  you  go  out  in  the  after- 
noon and  undertake  to  eat  your  regular  meal  at 
6  o'clock  and  you  have  no  appetite  for  it.  They 
are  cutting  that  out  of  all  the  sanatoriums,  and  if 
the  patients  get  anything  at  all  it  is  something 
light.  Over  there  a  year  ago  it  was  hard  to  get  a 
man  to  touch  a  raw  egg,  and  all  of  a  sudden  they 
all  wanted  raw  eggs,  A  man  will  eat  a  good  meal, 
eat  a  poached  egg  with  it,  and  take  two  raw  eggs 
right  on  top  of  it.    It  is  ridiculous. 

President  Lynch — How  about  giving  raw  eggs  in 
the  afternoon  in  the  rest  cure  hours? 

Dr.  Christopher — You  are  in  the  same  position 
when  it  comes  to  the  regular  meal  hour;  they  do 
not  care  to  eat.  Two  raw  eggs  doesn't  seem  much, 
but  they  amount  to  a  good  deal  as  far  as  nourish- 
ment is  concerned. 

President  Lynch — In  some  of  the  sanatoriums 
they  are  doing  that  still? 

Dr.  Christopher — Yes,  but  lots  of  them  are  cut- 
ting it  out. 

President  Lynch — At  Saranac  lake  they  are  do- 
ing it? 

Dr.  Christopher — Yes,  but  I  think  if  you  will 
investigate  that  you  will  find  it  is  where  the  pa- 
tient is  off  his  feed.  That  has  been  the  rule,  but 
a  great  many  of  them  are  cutting  it  out.  I  am 
told  by  the  leading  physicians  that  it  is  being  cut 
out  all  over  the  country. 

President  Lynch — Then  the  present  practice  is 
to  allow  raw  eggs  only  when  the  patient  is  not  eat- 
ing as  he  should? 

Dr.  Christopher — Thai  is  the  idea.  We  do  not 
allow  every  one  to  have  them  that  wants  them. 

President  Lynch — Do  you  prescribe  raw  eggs,  or 
does  the  nurse  understand  when  to  give  them? 

Dr.  Christopher — The  nurse  understands  that  if 


a  man  is  eating  well  wc  cut  the  eggs  out,  and  if 
n(jt  let  him  have  them  soft  boiled  or  poached.  Wc 
cut  out  the  fried  eggs  as  much  as  possible.  He 
can  have  them  soft  boiled  or  poached. 

President  Lynch — Kxplain  to  the  board  the  the- 
ory of  this  rest  hour? 

Dr.  Christopher— The  idea  19  this:  If  a  man 
lies  down,  he  should  relax  his  mind  as  well  as 
his  body  and  get  as  complete  relaxation  as  possible 
and  rest  both  body  and  mind. 

Superintendent  Deacon — The  Modern  Woodmen 
have  enforced  rest  hours,  two  in  the  forenoon  and 
three  in  the  afternoon — five  hours  as  against  the 
three  we  have  here. 

Dr.  Christopher — Any  rule  you  make  is  going  to 
be  fought — not  by  all,  but  by  many  of  them. 

Trustee  Shepard — Do  you  know  of  any  rules  wc 
have  here  that  need  changing  outside  of  the  one 
Mr.  Deacon  and  the  doctor  modified  in  regard  to 
the  change  of  the  afternoon  rest  period? 

Dr.  Christopher — One  man  came  to  me  and  sug- 
gested that  the  rest  hours  in  the  afternoon  be 
changed  from  1  to  3  on  account  of  its  getting  cold 
I  said  winter  will  be  coming  on  pretty  soon  and 
you  can  rest  in  your  tent  or  your  room.  You  can 
not  be  out  on  the  lawn,  anyway.  We  have  a  com- 
plaint because  the  heat  is  sometimes  shut  off  at 
8:30,  together  with  a  request  that  it  be  kept  on 
until  9:30.  Superintendent  Deacon,  when  asked 
as  to  the  hours  of  turning  oi¥  the  steam,  stated 
that  there  were  no  regular  hours  for  turning  it  oft; 
that  sometimes  in  the  cold  season  the  steam  was 
kept  on  all  night  and  that  the  engineer  had  in- 
structions to  be  guided  by  the  weather  and  use 
his  judgment  in  turning  off  the  steam.  Sometimes 
it  was  turned  off  early  in  the  evening,  sometimes 
at  8:30,  sometimes  at  9:30,  sometimes  at  10  o  clock 
or  later.  The  engineer  had  instructioris  that  when 
the  thermometer  was  as  high  as  60  it  should  be 
turned  off  early  in  the  evening,  for  the  reason 
that  the  rooms  in  the  building  become  so  warm 
that  they  are  uncomfortable  if  the  steam  was  left 
on  with  the  thermometer  above  60  degrees. 

Mr.  Shepard — Is  here  any  reason  why  the  rules 
in  question  and  in  existence  now  should  be 
changed? 

Dr.  Christopher— I  do  not  think  so. 

Mr  Shepard— When  a  resident  shall  apply  tor 
transportation,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  physi- 
cian he  is  able  to  go  to  work,  should  he  be  freed 
from  the  rest  hour?  .       ^  .v^ 

Dr  Christopher— I  advise  keeping  to  the  rest 
hour  as  long  as  the  man  is  in  the  institution. 

Resident  Benton,  in  a  communication  read  to 
the  board,  complained  that  she  was  unable  to  ascer- 
tain from  the  doctor 'her  physical  condition,  main- 
taining that  the  doctor  in  the  city  from  which  she 
came  evidently  did  not  believe  she  had  tubercu- 
losis in  the  third  stage  or  he  would  have  so  stated. 
She  also  requests  permission  to  have  an  examina- 
tion made  by  a  Colorado  Springs  physician  other 
than  the  Home  physician. 

President  Lynch  read  from  the  history  blank  of 
Resident  Benton,  made  when  she  entered  the 
Home,  together  with  the  statement  of  the  attend- 
ing physician,  and  this  showed  as  clearly  as  the 
board  deemed  necessary  the  physical  condition  of 
this  resident.  The  medical  record  on  file  showed 
that  this  resident  had  been  gaining  to  some  extent, 
the  doctor  claiming  this  was  all  that  could  be  ex- 
pected, and  would  do  very  well  if  able  to  maintain 
her  present  physical  condition. 

Paul  E.  Kees  requested  that  he  be  given  a  doc- 
tor other  than  the  Home  physician  for  the  reason 
that  the  Home  physician  had  not  deemed  it  ad- 
visable to  perform  an  operation  which  Mr.  Kees 
believed  should  be  performed.  President  Lynch 
read  from  the  medical  record  of  Mr.  Kees.  and 
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from  the  showing  in  this  record  and  the  doctor's 
statement,  the  board  was  convinced  that  it  was  un- 
necessary for  Mr.  Kees  to  have  another  doctor, 
and  his  request  was  denied. 

In  regard  to  the  case  of  Resident  William  A. 
Nickson,  the  president  made  the  following  state- 
ment: 

Mr,  Nickson  made  application  for  a  furlough  and 
the  committee  signed  the  furlough.  Mr.  Nickson 
then  stated  that  he  intended  to  go  to  Denver  to 
work  and  earn  money  enough  to  have  an  opera- 
tion to  ease  the  pain  from  which  he  was  suffer- 
ing, and  then  I  ordered  the  superintendent  to  hold 
up  his  requisition,  and  we  called  him  before  the 
board  and  he  stated  that  he  didn't  want  to  make 
any  complaint,  but  that  he  had  this  trouble  or  com- 
plaint, and  Dr.  Robinson  had  been  going  to  take 
out  his  tonsils.  We  had  Dr.  Robinson  in  here 
this  morning  and  he  says  he  thinks  this  is  neu- 
ralgia and  that  is  in  your  department,  and  finally 
I  suggested  this:  That  Dr.  Robinson  confer  with 
you  relative  to  the  case,  and  I  suggest  that  after 
you  confer,  you  bring  Mr.  Nickson  over  and  tell 
him  what  his  exact  condition  is,  and  then  if  he 
wants  to  leave  here  and  go  to  Denver,  it  is  up  to 
him. 

Dr.  Christopher — I  had  thought  it  was  a  neu- 
ralgia condition,  and  it  may  be  yet,  and  I  finally 
«suggested  to  him  that  it  might  be  better  for  him 
to  see  Dr.  Robinson.  I  have  not  been  able  to  re- 
lieve the  condition  at  all.  I  had  given  him  differ- 
ent treatments  before  Dr.  Robinson  saw  him  at 
all.  I  was  in  hopes  Dr.  Robinson  would  find  some 
trouble  there  and  could  relieve  him. 

President  Lynch — Dr.  Robinson  says  he  has  a 
tubercular  throat,  and  it  is  i«ot  good  practice  to 
remove  the  tonsils  with  the  throat  in  that  condi- 
tion, but  he  said  he  would  take  the  matter  up 
with  you,  and  if  you  found  something  could  be 
done  for  him,  or  that  nothing  can  be,  that  you  tell 
him  what  can  or  what  can  not  be  done  for  him, 
and  then  if  he  wants  to  leave  and  go  to  Denver 
it  is  up  to  him. 

The  secretary  read  a  communication  from  the 
head  nurse  regarding  the  hours  which  the  nurses 
were  required  to  work  in  the  hospital  annex.  In 
reply  to  a  question.  Dr.  Christopher  stated  that  it 
was  the  custom  all  over  the  country  in  hospitals 
and  institutions  of  the  character  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home  to  employ  only  two  sets  of  nurses 
for  a  given  number  of  patiehts. 

President  Lynch — Doctor,  do  you  have  many 
physicians  who  are  tuberculosis  exnerts  visit  Colo- 
rado Springs  from  sanatoria  in  different  parts  of 
the  country? 

Dr.  Christopher — Not  very  many,  just  occasion- 
ally. 

President  Lynch — Where  these  noted  physicians, 
physicians  who  are  specialists  in  that  line,  come 
here  to  the  Springs,  would  it  be  possible  to  induce 
them  to  make  short  talks  to  the  sanatorium  resi- 
dents? 

Dr.  Christopher — It  might  be,  if  we  knew  when 
they  were  here.  Usually  when  they  come  here  we 
don't  know  anything  about  it  until  we  see  it  in 
the  papers,  and  by  that  time  they  have  gone. 

President  Lynch — What  would  you  think  of  a 

filan  contemplating  the  bringing  up  here  of  local 
ung  specialists  who  might  make  short  talks  to  the 
sanatorium  residents  from  time  to  time? 

Dr.  Christopher — I  think  it  would  be  a  very 
good  idea. 

President  Lynch — Sort  of  a  consulting  proposi- 
tion, or  something  along  the  lines  you  would  sug- 
gest to  these  specialists? 

Dr.  Christopher — I  think  it  would  be  a  very  good 
idea  occasionally. 

President  Lynch— Do  you  think  you  could  ar- 
range to  do  that? 

Dr.  Christopher — I  think  I  could. 


Upon  giving  consideration  to  the  communication 
which  requested  that  the  trustees  pass  a  rule  allow- 
ing tubercular  patients  to  read  during  their  rest 
hours,  it  was  on  motion  decided  that  the  present 
custom  in  this  matter  should  be  continued. 

Trustee  Hays  mo\ed  tliat  in  the  case  of  Resi- 
dent Hanson  an  X-ray  examination  be  authorized, 
if  the  doctor  deems  it  advisable,  and  that  the  su- 
perintendent be  authorized  to  purchase  a  brace  if 
the  doctor  decides  that  that  is  the  proper  thing 
for  him,  and  to  purchase  such  brace  as  the  doctor 
recommends.   Motion  adopted. 

A  communication  from  Resident  Benton  relative 
to  awning  on  porch  and  the  depression  in  the  floor 
of  porch  was  referred  to  the  superintendent  and 
Trustee  McCaffery  with  instructions  to  remedy  any 
defects  that  can  be  removed  in  the  porch,  if  there 
are  any. 

The  board  then  took  up  the  communication  from 
Head  Nurse  Rohlfe  referring  to  the  hours  of 
labor  performed  by  the  nurses,  and  on  motion  of 
Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  it  was  referred  to  Su- 
perintendent Deacon  and  Resident  Trustee  Mc- 
Caffery. 

The  committee  on  rules  reported  the  following 
recommendation: 

We  recommend  that  the  admissions  committee  be 
instructed  to  approve  all  applications  for  the  Home 
from  members  afflicted  with  tuberculosis,  no  mat- 
ter in  what  stage,  those  members  having  tuber- 
culosis in  the  third  stage  to  be  informed  by  the 
secretary  the  probable  effect  upon  their  cases  of 
the  Colorado  climate,  and  to  instruct  them  that 
their  applications  are  approved  upon  condition  that 
they  assume  all  responsibility  for  any  results  ac- 
cruing from  climatic  conditions  in  the  altitude  of 
Colorado  Springs. 

Some  discussion  was  given  to  the  subject  con- 
tained in  the  above  recommendation,  after  which 
it  was  re-referred  to  the  committee  on  rules  for 
further  consideration. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  secretary 
be  instructed  to  reply  to  the  communication  of  R. 
W.  Phillips,  of  Pueblo,  Colo.,  that  the  only  way 
in  which  his  case  can  be  considered  by  the  board 
will  be  through  an  application  for  admission  to 
the  Home  made  in  the  regular  way  and  upon  the 
regular  blank.    Motion  adopted. 

Resident  W.  J.  Shanahan,  who  was  expelled 
from  the  Home  under  date  of  May  10,  1912,  for 
a  violation  of  the  rules,  and  whose  sentence  of  ex- 
pulsion was  upon  his  request  suspended  and  his 
pension  forfeited  for  a  period  of  six  months,  with 
the  provision  that  if  he  violated  the  rules  within 
the  six  months  specified  or  if  he  vacated  within 
that  period,  he  should  be  regarded  as  summarily 
expelled,  sent  a  communication  to  the  board  re- 
questing that  his  six  months'  period  within  which 
the  pension  was  forfeited  and  during  which  he 
was  subject  to  immediate  expulsion  if  he  vacated 
the  Home,  be  commuted  to  expire  October  1, 
in  order  that  he  might  vacate  the  Home,  giving  as 
a  reason  for  his  desire  to  vacate  a  statement  that 
he  was  not  improving  at  the  present  time.  A  mo- 
tion was  made  that  the  request  of  Mr.  Shanahan 
be  granted  and  that  he  be  allowed  to  vacate  the 
Home  if  he  desired  to  do  so  on  October  1,  1912. 
A  roll  call  was  requested  on  the  above  motion,

tion adopted. 

A  communication  was  read  from  llerschel  lleilig, 
requesting  that  fans  be  fitted  in  the  ceiling  of  the 
assembly  room  or  that  ventilators  be  attached  to 
the  windows,  or  that  the  room  in  which  the  ses- 
sions of  the  board  are  held  be  used  in  the  absence 
of  the  board  for  a  writing  room.  It  was  moved 
that  the  request  be  referred  to  the  superintendent 
to  see  if  any  improvement  can  be  efTected.  Mo- 
tion adopted. 

It  was  moved  by  Trustee  Powell  that  the  presi- 
dent or  secretary  shall  have  power  to  extend  in- 
vitations to  conventions  of  trade  unions  and  fra- 
ternal organizations,  national  or  international  in 
their  scope,  when  these  conventions  are  held  in 
Denver,  Colorado  Springs  or  Pueblo,  to  visit  and 
inspect  the  Union  Printers  Home,  and  that  the 
two  officers  named  shall  also  have  authority  in 
their  turn  to  authorize  the  superintendent  and 
resident  trustee  to  make  the  arrangements  for  their 
proper  entertainment,  the  bills  to  be  submitted  in 
the  regular  way.  Motion  adopted. 

J.  J,  O'Neill,  who  was  expelled  from  the  Home 
on  August  24  because  of  an  unprovoked  assault 
upon  one  of  the  residents,  appealed  to  the  board 
for  clemency  and  requested  that  his  sentence  «of 
expulsion  be  rescinded.  Upon  motion,  the  sentence 
of  expulsion  upon  Mr.  O'Neill  was  suspended  and 
his  pension  was  declared  forfeited  for  a  period  of 
six  months  and  the  secretary-treasurer  instructed 
to  notify  Mr.  O'Neill  and  the  superintendent  that 
if  within  six  months'  period  during  which  his 
pension  is  forfeited  Mr.  O'Neill  violates  any  of 
the  rules  or  vacates  the  Home  this  sentence  of 
expulsion  is  to  again  become  effective. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  submitted  to  the  board 
the  result  of  his  work  done  in  compliance  with  the 
following  resolution  adopted  by  the  board  of 
trustees  at  its  meeting  in  September,  1911: 

Your  committee  on  rules  recommends  that  the 
secretary-treasurer  shall  compile  and  codify  all  acts 
taken  by  the  board  of  trustees,  at  all  its  sessions, 
that  are  administrative  in  character,  and  that  such 
codification  shall  be  printed  as  a  part  of  the  rules 
and  regulations. 

While  this  document  was  being  considered,  the 
board  took  an  adjournment  because  the  time  had 
arrived  for  the  dinner  to  which  the  officials  of 
the  Modern  Woodmen's  sanatorium  had  been  in- 
vited. The  adjournment  was  to  7  P.  M. 

THURSDAY  EVENING. 

The  board  met  at  7  p.  m.,  as  per  adjournment. 
All  members  were  present. 

The  first  business  taken  up  was  the  matter  of 
the  printing  of  the  administrative  rules,  and  a  mo- 
tion was  made  that  this  matter  be  referred  to  the 
president  and  secretary-treasurer  of  the  board  to 
compile  the  administrative  acts  of  the  board  and 
later  submit  the  compilation  to  the  members  of  the 
board  for  their  approval  and  thereafter  a  number 
of  copies  to  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members 


of  llic  board.  A  roll  call  was  ordtred  ou  the  ques- 
tion, with  the  following  result:  Shcpard,  aye;  Mc- 
Kee,  aye;  Powell,  aye;  McCafTery,  aye;  president, 
aye;  secretary-treasurer,  aye, 

Mr.  Shcpard  made  a  motion  that  it  be  left  to 
the  president  and  secretary  to  write  to  the  union 
at  Dallas  regarding  the  disposition  of  the  Vincent 
case.    Motion  adopted. 

The  secretary  made  a  statement  that  there  were 
about  twelve  applicants  waiting  for  admission  to 
the  sanatorium  of  the  Home  at  this  time. 

The  report  of  the  superintendent  was  taken  up, 
l)aragraph  by  paragraph,  as  follows: 

1.  A  further  conference  by  the  board  is  to  be 
held  with  Architect  ITetherington. 

2.  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  the  su- 
perintendent be  authorized  to  put  the  new  floor  in 
the  laundry  and  to  purchase  the  machinery  men- 
tioned in  paragraph  2  of  the  superintendent's  re- 
port for  the  laundry.  .      .     ,  j 

The  motion  to  put  the  new  floor  in  the  laundry 
was  adopted. 

The  motion  on  the  proposition  to  purchase  the 
new  machinery  for  the  laundry  as  described  in 
said  paragraph  of  the  superintendent's  report  was 
adopted. 

3.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  propositiori 
No.  3  be  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  board  and 
the  superintendent  with  power  to  take  such  action 
as  may  be  necessary  at  any  time.    Motion  adopted. 

4.  It  was  moved  that  the  expenditure  recom- 
mended in  paragraph  4  of  the  superintendent's  re- 
port be  authorized.    Motion  adopted. 

5.  It  was  moved  that  the  expenditure  recom- 
mended in  paragraph  5  of  the  superintendent's  re- 
port be  authorized.    Motion  adopted. 

6.  It  was  moved  that  the  expenditure  recom- 
mended in  paragraph  6  of  the  superintendent's  re- 
port be  authorized.    Motion  adopted. 

7.  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  moved  that  in  lieu 
of  the  suggestion  made  in  paragraph  7  of  the  su- 
perintendent's report,  that  the  president  and  sec- 
retary be  instructed,  with  full  power  of  the  board, 
to  write  as  strong  a  letter  as  possible  to  the  proper 
authorities  and  insist  for  this  board  that  the  city 
of  Colorado  Springs  keep  the  main  street  leading 
to  the  Home  in  good  order.   Motion  adopted. 

8.  Trustee  Hays  moved  the  adoption  of  the 
recommendation  contained  in  paragraph  8  of  the 
superintendent's  report.    Motion  adopted. 

9.  Trustee  Hays  moved  that  the  proposition 
contained  in  paragraph  9  of  the  superintendent's 
report  be  referred  to  the  president  of  the  board 
and  the  superintendent  of  the  Home  with  power  to 
act.    Motion  adopted. 

10.  Trustee  Powell  moved  an  amendment  to 
the  recommendation  contained  in  paragraph  10  of 
the  superintendent's  report,  that  the  moving  pic- 
ture show  start  the  end  of  September  and  run 
until  the  end  of  April,  and  that  any  time  the  su- 
perintendent feels  disposed  to  make  a  little  extra 
entertainment  that  he  hire  an  orchestra. 

Trustee  Hays — I  move  as  an  amendment  to 
Trustee  Powell's  motion  that  the  report  of  the  su- 
perintendent be  endorsed.    Motion  adopted. 

11.  Action  on  paragraph  11  of  the  superin- 
tendent's report  was  unnecessary. 

12.  Action  on  paragraph  12  of  the  superintend- 
ent's report  was  unnecessary.  ^ 

13.  It  was  moved  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  superintendent  contained  in  paragraph  No.  13 
be  concurred  in.    Motion  adopted. 

14.  It  wns  moved  that  the  proposition  con- 
tained in  paragraph  14  of  the  superintendent's  re- 
port be  referred  to  the  committee  on  rules  with 
an  instruction  to  bring  in  a  recommendation  for 
the  board. 

Trustee  McCafferv — I  move  that  the  majority 
opinion  in  document  No.  191,  series  A.  be  made 
the  rule  of  the  board  in  cases  of  similar  nature. 
Roll  call  being  requested,  resulted  as  follows: 
Trustee  Shepard,  aye:  Trustee  McKee,  aye;  Trus- 
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tee  Powell,  aye;  Trustee  McCaffery,  aye;  Trustee 
Wilson,  aye;  president,  aye;  secretary-treasurer, 
aye. 

Trustee  Hays — I  move  that  the  second  paragraph 
of  No.  14  of  the  superintendent's  report  be  made 
a  part  of  the  minutes  of  the  board.  The  motion 
was  adopted,  said  paragraph  being  as  follows: 

"Several  have  been  admitted  the  past  year 
under  the  emergency  clause  that  were  not  worthy 
members.  One  in  particular  should  be  recorded 
as  expelled.  I  refer  to  Philip  Kelley,  register 
number  14766,  who  came  to  Colorado  Springs  car- 
rying a  Grand  Junction,  Colo.,  traveling  card.  He 
was  admitted  on  authority  of  Trustee  McCaffery 
during  my  absence  in  California.  It  appears  the 
gentleman  arrived  here  destitute  of  clothing  and 
sick  from  exposure.  He  was  admitted,  given  g 
change  of  clothing  and  made  comfortable.  From 
the  day  Kelley  entered  the  Home  he  commenced 
making  trouble.  He  finally  wound  up  by  getting 
drunk  and  attempting  to  make  a  rough  house  in 
the  sanatorium  dining  room.  He  was  informed 
by  the  matron  that  his  case  would  be  referred  to 
me  on  my  return  from  the  convention,  and  that 
if  he  did  not  conduct  himself  properly  he  would 
have  to  leave  the  institution.  The  following  day 
he  vacated." 

15.  Attention  to  the  matter  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  has  already  been  given. 

16.  Attention  to  the  matter  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  has  already  been  given. 

17.  Attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject 
and  Drs.  J.  A.  Rutledge,  Wallace  and  Giese,  of 
the  Woodmen  sanatorium,  were  the  guests  of  the 
board  at  dinner  at  the  Union  Printers  Home  on 
Thursday,  September  19,  1912. 

19.  It  was  moved  that  No.  19  of  the  superin- 
tendent's report  be  withdrawn  from  the  minutes. 
Motion  adopted. 

20.  It  was  moved  that  section  20  of  the  super- 
intendent's report  be  incorporated  in  this  part  of 
the  minutes  and  that  a  letter  from  Attorney  Kins- 
ley in  relation  thereto  be  added,  and  that  the  su- 
perintendent's actions  be  endorsed.  Motion  car- 
ried.   Said  paragraph  and  letter  being  as  follows: 

"20.  I  report  with  the  deepest  regret  and  sor- 
row the  death  of  Resident  Philip  Corcoran,  the 
Hrime'c  librarian.  Mr.  Torcoran  had  very  accept- 
ably held  this  most  trying  position  for  the  past 
three  years.  Resident  Oscar  Howard;  of  Wheel- 
ing Tvpographical  Union  No.  79,  has  been  ap- 
pointed as  his  successor." 

"Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  September  9,  1912. 
Charles  Deacon,  Esq.,  Superintendent  Union  Print- 
ers Home,  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. : 
Dear  Sir — Referring  to  the  matter  of  Philip 
Corcoran,  who  was  injured  in  an  accident  by  a 
street  car  in  Colorado  Springs,*  on  Jvily  6,  1912, 
and  as  a  result  of  said  injury  died  on  July  15, 
I  beg  to  advise  you  that  I  have  investigated  the 
circumstances  and  it  would  appear  that  the  in- 
juries suffered  by  Mr.  Corcoran  were  the  result 
of  contributory  negligence  on  his  part  which  would 
preclude  a  recovery  from  the  street  car  company. 

Besides,  the  right  of  recovery  is  limited  to  a 
wife,  father  or  mother  or  child.  That  is,  some 
person  who  is  directly  dependent  upon  the  de- 
ceased person.  As  I  understand  that  his  sister  is 
the  nearest  relative  surviving  Mr.  Corcoran,  she 
would  have  no  right  of  recovery  under  our  statute, 
even  though  the  company  were  at  fault.

On  motion  the  board  adjourned  to  meet  on  Fri- 
day morning  at  9  a.  m.,  September  20,  1912. 

FRIDAY  MORNING. 
The  board  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock  a.  m., 
September  20,  1912.  The  secretary  called  the  roll 
and  the  following  members  were  found  to  be  pres- 
ent: James  M.  Lynch,  president;  Thomas  McCaf-

fery,  L.  C.  Shepard,  Anna  C.  Wilson,  Michael 
Powell,  Walter  H.  McKee,  George  P.  Nichols, 
agent,  and  J.  W.  Hays,  secretary-treasurer. 

The  secretary  read  a  communication  from  on^ 
of  the  guides  of  the  Home.  It  was  moved  that 
the  letter  be  made  a  part  of  the  minutes,  referred 
to  the  superintendent  for  any  action  he  may  deem 
best  and  that  the  secretary  acknowledge  the  let- 
ter, thank  Mr.  Gallagher  for  his  kindness  in  send- 
ing same  and  also  compliment  him  on  the  intelli- 
gence he  displays  as  a  guide.  Motion  adopted.  The 
following  is  a  copy  of  the  letter: 

Colorado  Springs.  Goto.,  September  20,  1912. 

John  W.  Hays,  Secretary,  and  Members  Board  of 
Trustees : 

Miss  Wilson  and  Gentlemen — As  one  of  the 
resident  members  acting  in  the  capacity  of  guide 
to  visitors,  I  have  jotted  down  a  few  mernoran- 
dums  of  my  observations  and  concluded  to  incor- 
porate the  same  in  a  letter  to  the  board,  believ- 
ing that  it  would  interest  its  members. 

I  desire  to  inform  you  that  it  is  my  belief  that 
quite  as  many  visitors  enter  the  Home  grounds 
outside  of  the  regular  hours,  namely,  between  11 
A.  M.  and  2  p.  m.  (and  also  after  5  p.  m.)  as  do 
so  within  the  prescribed  time.  A  number  of  these 
"unwelcome"  visitors  make  all  kinds  of  explana- 
tions, "We  didn't  know  the  hours,"  etc.,  and  when 
they  find  themselves  thwarted  in  making  entrance, 
watch  opportunities  to  sneak  in  at  other  entraiices 
and  are  often  found  prowling  along  the  dining* 
room  and  kitchen  corridors  and  sometimes  enter- 
ing these  departments.  There  are  many  others, 
whg,  when  requested  to  register  their  names,  make 
pretensions,  but  do  not  do  so;  this  is  generally  the 
case  when  large  delegations  gather  to  be  shown 
through  and  who  come  in  July  and  August.  Many 
others  enter  the  grounds  but  do  not  visit  the  main 
building,  either  through  ignorance  of  being  wel- 
comed or  permitted  to  do  so,  and  content  them- 
selves with  rambling  about  the  grounds. 

I  would  suggest  as  a  remedy  to  the  foregoing 
matters  that  framed  views  showing  buildings,  etc., 
and  a  notice  of  the  hours  of  admission  (as  was 
the  case  a  few  years  ago)  be  placed  in  the  more 
prominent  drug  stores  of  the  city  and  also  in  the 
postoffice,  if  this  privilege  as  given  to  the  city 
churches  could  be  obtained. 

I  do  not  know  of  my  own  knowledge  the  num- 
ber of  visitors  entering  the  grounds,  but  I  ob- 
tained from  an  individual  who  passed  the  most  of 
his  days  in  the  summfer  house  of  the  croquet 
grounds,  his  record  of  pedestrians  from  August 
11  to  September  17,  inclusive,  and  the  total  num- 
ber was  found  to  be  7,413.  He  also  kept  "tab" 
on  automobiles,  and  although  he  lost  his  figures,  he 
gave  as  an  estimate  for  July  and  August  a  total 
of  1,000  machines.  Very  few  of  the  occupants  of 
this  large  number  left  the  machines  to  visit  the 
main  building,  but  there  were  many  occasions 
when  they  did  so  to  ramble  through  the  parked 
gardens  for  the  purpose  of  viewing  the  attractive 
flowers. 

Now.  with  regard  to  automobile  drivers,  and 
especially  the  "speeders."  In  a  majority  of  cases 
they  have  been  raced  through  the  grounds  as  soon 
as  entering  the  main  gateways,  and  until  checked 
a  few  weeks  ago,  turned  either  south  or  north, 
when  all  machines  were  ordered  by  the  guard 
(stationed  by  the  management  at  the  head  of  the 
avenue)  to  turn  to  the  south.  This  did  not  serve 
as  a  check  to  the  machine  drivers,  who  sped  along 
on  the  driveway  east  of  the  annex  and  main  build- 
ings with  tooting  horns  as  a  warning  to  guides 
with  their  delegations  to  "clear  the  track."  The 
writer  held  up  some  of  these  "speeders"  on  sev- 
eral occasions,  and  did  not  leave  the  driveway, 
and  also  warned  them  that  they  were  not  per- 
mitted to  make  of  the  Home  grounds  a  public 
speedway.  Of  course,  no  one  has  yet  been  in- 
inred,  but  that  may  be  attributed  to  good  fortune. 
This  line  on  the  bottom  of  the  present  signs, 
"Guides  Furnished  Free,"  should  not  longer  re- 
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main,  us  many,  especially  of  the  "rabijlc"  class, 
and  who  do  not  memorize  tiie  rt-Kulation  hours  be- 
lieve tliey  should  he  permitted  to  enter  at  any  time, 
and  this  is  the  class  who  do  tiie  "sneaking  act"  as 
already  referred  to.  I  would  recommend  as  a 
substitute  for  tiie  present  wording:  "Union  Print- 
ers Home.  \'isitors  welcome,  but  only  between 
the  hours  of  9  and  11  a.  M.  and  between  the  hours 
of  2  and  5  p.  m." 

My  method  of  entertaining  visitors  is  first  to 
request  them  to  register,  and  afterward  to  pre- 
sent each  adult  with  whatever  Home  i)anii)hlet  is 
provided  for  distribution;  next  to  view  and  de- 
scribe the  Bradford  room,  the  San  Francisco  room, 
the  Jefferson  Davis  memorial  room,  then  coming 
along  on  the  corridor,  point  out  the  city  telephone 
bootli,  the  electrical  hre  alarm  system,  the  fire 
hose  reel  (and  similar  on  each  floor,  and  that  the 
male  employes  are  the  fire  brigade),  give  them  a 
view  of  the  board  of  trustees'  room  with  descrip- 
tion; on  through  the  assembly  room  and  into  the 
library  (giving  descri])tion,  number  of  papers,  etc.), 
on  to  the  sun  ])arlor,  mention  the  motion  picture 
machine  and  entertainments  jirovided,  the  number 
of  acres  of  land,  herd  of  cows,  barnyard  and 
chickens,  the  milk  and  fruit  lunches  and  new-laid 
eggs  provided  for  sanatorium  patients;  point  out 
the  fire  hose  cart  and  the  fire  hydrants,  the  green- 
houses, number  of  gardeners'  employed  in  fall  and 
winter  and  in  the  summer  time;  on  to  the  dining 
room  corridor,  giving  the  visitors  an  open  view  ot 
dining  room,  next  a  view  of  the  sterilizing  ma- 
cliines  and  an  oi)en  view  of  the  kitchen  (and  all  of 
this  with  full  information).  And  then  out  on  the 
grounds  to  the  house  tents,  and  while  on  the  way 
tell  them  the  number  of  unions  in  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  the  present  strength  of  the 
organization  arid  the  methods  adopted  and  re- 
quired for  admission  and  that  each  resident  mem- 
ber is  provided  with  board  and  room,  medical  - 
treatment,  laundry  and  clothing  without  cost  as 
long  as  he  remains  in  the  institvition,  and  that 
when  death  comes  he  is  buried  at  the  expense  of 
the  Home  fund  if  deceased's  relatives  can  not  or 
will  not  care  for  the  remains.  Also  inform  them 
of  the  number  of  plots  for  this  purpose  in  Ever- 
green cemetery.

The  com»mittee  on  rules  reported  to  the  board  on 
the  various  matters  referred  to  it: 

Whereas,  In  the  past  residents  admitted  to  the 
Union  Printers  Home  have  in  some  instances  va- 
cated after  a  stay  of  a  few  days,  or  a  few  weeks; 
and. 

Whereas,  In  these  instances  the  short  period 
these  residents  remained  at  the  Union  Printers 
Home  has  had  more  the  appearance  of  a  vacation 
than  the  seeking  of  the  Home  for  recovery  from 
disease  or  a  haven  in  old  age;  and. 

Whereas,  In  each  of  these  instances  the  trans- 
portition  of  the  vacating  resident  from  the  Union 
Printers  Home  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local 
union  in  which  the  vacating  member  had  his  card 
was  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  Union  Printers 
Home,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  thus  com- 
pelling the  Home  treasury  to  bear  a  burden  not 
contemplated  by  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Lovu'sville  convention  of  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union  held  in  1894;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  superintendent  is  hereby  in- 
structed and  directed  to  furnish  transportation 
only  in  those  instances  where  the  residents  desir- 
ing to  vacate  have  been  domiciled  at  the  Home  for 
a  period  of  at  least  ninetv  days.  Provided,  that 
if  a  resident  vacates  on  the  advice  of  the  Home 
phvsician,  then  this  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance 
with  the  snirit  and  intent  of  the  ninetv-day  pro- 
vision, and  the  superirifendent  i^  authorized  to 
furnish  transnortption.  The  foregroing  to  be  eflFect- 
ive  on  and  after  January  1,  1913. 

Tfvistee  Hays  moved  the  adoption  of  the  fore- 
going resolution  and  the  motion  carried. 


W'iiereas,  The  tuberculosis  sanatorium  of  the 
Vn'um  Printers  Home  was  cBtablished  and  is  main- 
taiiie<i  for  the  sole  i)Urpose  of  rehtoring  to  health 
Ihoso  members  of  the  International  '1  ypographical 
Union  who  gain  adniishif<n  to  the  sanatorium  de- 
partment of  the  Union   Printers  Home;  and. 

Whereas,  In  the  jjast  many  of  the  residents  of 
the  tuberculosis  sanatorium  have  violated  various 
rules  formulatcfl  by  the  board  of  trustees,  the  su- 
l.erintendent  of  tiie  Home,  the  Home  physician, 
tlie  intent  of  eacii  and  every  one  of  these  rules  be- 
ing for  tiie  jihysical  iietterment  of  the  tubercular 
patients;  and. 

Whereas,  The  frequent  practice  of  the  patients 
in  going  to  Colorado  Sjjrings,  in  some  instances 
this  practice  being  of  daily  occurrence,  is,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board,  not  only  deleterious  to  the 
iiealth  of  patients  and  retards  their  recovery,  but 
leads  to  infraction  of  the  rules  alluded  to;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  trustees  enacts  the 
following  rule:  Residents  of  the  tuberculosis 
sanatorium  siiall  be  permitted  to  leave  tiie  grounds 
of  tiie  Union  Printers  Home  once  a  week,  and 
tlien  only  by  permission  of  the  Home  physician 
and  superintendent,  and  under  such  regulations  as 
the  Home  physician  and  superintendent  may  es- 
tablish. This  rule  to  be  in  effect  on  October  1, 
1912. 

It  was  moved  that  these  resolutions  be  adopted 
and  that  the  penalties  for  violation  of  the  rule 
shall  be  the  same  as  those  applied  for  violation  of 
rule  7  of  the  tuberculosis  sanatorium.  Vote  was 
taken  by  roll  call  on  the  adoption  of  the  above 
motion,  as  follows:  Shepard,  aye;  McKee,  aye; 
Powell,  aye;  McCaffery,  aye;  Wilson,  aye;  presi- 
dent, aye;  secretary-treasurer,  aye.  Motion 
adopted  unanimously. 

We  recommend  that  the  admission  committee  be 
instructed  to  approve  all  applications  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Home  filed  by  members  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis,  providing  that  these  applicants  are  in 
other  respects  qualified.  Where  applicants  for  ad- 
mission to  the  tuberculosis  sanatorium  show 
through  physician's  certificate  that  they  have  tu- 
berculosis in  an  advanced  stage,  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Home  physician  precludes  beneficial  results 
or  ultimate  recovery  by  a  resident  at  the  Home,  on 
account  of  the  altitude  of  Colorado  Springs,  such 
applicants  to  be  informed  by  the  secretary-treasurer 
of  the  doctor's  opinion,  and  of  the  probable  effect 
of  the  Colorado  Springs  altitude,  and  that  if  they 
take  advantage  of  the  privilege  of  admission  grant- 
ed to  them,  they  will  do  so  entirely  at  their  own 
risk  and  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the  probable 
consequences. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was 
adopted. 

The  rules  committee  has  considered  a  communi- 
cation dated  September  16,  signed  by  a  number  of 
residents  of  the  sanatorium  and  relating: 

1.  To  a  change  in  the  afternoon  rest  period; 

2.  To  the  medical  treatment  in  effect, .  and  sug- 
gesting a  closer  medical  supervision; 

3.  To  heat  in  the  hospital  tents;/ 

4.  To  applicants  for  transportation,  and 

5.  To  the  corps  of  nurses  now  attached  to  the 
Home ; 

;  nd  desires  to  express  the  belief  that  all  of  the 
matters  touched  upon  are  purely  adrninistrative  in 
character  and  therefore  the  communication  should 
be  referred  to  the  superintendent  with  power  to 
take  such  action  as  in  his  opinion  mav  be  neces- 
sary and  in  conformity  with  the  established  rules 
governing  the  tuberculosis  sanatorium  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

Trustee  Ha-  s  moved  the  adoption  of  the  entire 
report  of  the  committee  on  rules.   Motion  adopted. 
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The  report  was  signed  by  L.  C.  Shepard,  Anna 
C.  Wilson  and  James  M,  Lynch,  members  of  the 
committee  on  rules. 

The  following  report  was  presented  from  the 
finance  committee: 

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Your  finance  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  communication  from  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays 
in  reference  to  the  Home  fund  bearing  its  propor- 
tion of  the  clerical  expense  at  International  Typo- 
graphical Union  headquarters,  recommends  that  the 
board  approve  the  request. 

Thomas  McCaffery, 
L.  C.  Shepard, 
James  M.  Lynch. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted. 

Mr.  McCaffery  reported  that  he  had  interviewed 
P'ather  Raber,  who  said  he  had  met  the  trus- 
tees of  the  parish;  that  they  thought  they  should 
receive  $15  a  lot  for  the  lots  desired  by  the  board 
in  Evergreen  cemetery;  that  there  were  about  ten 
lots  in  that  portion  that  they  had  laid  out.  Trus- 
tee McCaffery  stated  that  we  previously  paid  $10 
a  lot  for  similar  lots,  but  that  lots  are  getting 
scarce  and  the  price  has  advanced. 

Trustee  Hays  moved  that  Superintendent  Deacon 
and  Resident  Trustee  McCaffery  be  authorized  to 
purchase  the  ten  lots  mentioned  at  the  price 
named,  $15  per  lot.  Motion  adopted. 

It  was  moved  that  the  request  of  Juan  R. 
Escandon  for  a  pair  of  artificial  legs  be  acquiesced 
in.    Motion  adopted. 

On  motion  the  board  adjourned  to  meet  at  8:30 
A.  M.,  September  21,  1912. 

SATURDAY  MORNING. 

The  board  came  to  order  at  8:30  A.  M.,  Septem- 
ber 21,  1912.  The  secretary  called  the  roll  and 
the  following  members  were  found  to  be  present: 
James  M.  Lynch,  president;  Thomas  McCaffery,  L. 
C.  Shepard,  Anna  C.  Wilson,  Michael  Powell,  Wal- 
ter H.  McKee,  George  P.  Nichols,  agent,  and  J. 
W.  Hays,  secretary-treasurer. 

Architect  Hetherington  appeared  before  the 
board  and  gave  certain  information  iti  regfard  to 
proposed  plans  for  improvements  at  the  Home. 

After  a  general  discussion  by  the  board,  Trustee 
Hays  moved  that  the  board  authorize  the  changing^ 
of  the  first  floor  of  the  main  building  so  as  to  pro- 
vide for  a  ladies'  rest  room  and  a  storage  room, 
as  proposed  in  the  plans  submitted,  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $620.    Motion  adopted. 

Trustee  Hays  moved  that  the  board  authorize  the 
building  of  a  pavilion  to  accommodate  twenty  tu- 
bercular patients.    Motion  adopted. 

Trustee  Hays  moved  that  the  matter  of  finishing 
the  two  stories  above  the  annex  be  deferred  until 
the  finance  committee  meets  at  the  Home  in  May, 
1913.    Motion  adopted. 

Thereupon  the  secretary  read  the  following  reso- 
lutions offered  by  the  president: 

Trustee  L.  C.  Shepard  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Union  Printers  Home 
at  the  Louisville  convention  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union,  held  in  1894.  Trustee  Shep- 
ard has  been  a  continuous  member  of  the  board 


since  that  time,  and  is  the  oldest  member  of  the 
board  in  length  of  service. 

During  Trustee  Shepard's  trusteeship  all  of  the 
development  of  the  Union  Printers  Home  has 
taken  place,  and  in  that  development  Trustee  Shep- 
ard has  been  a  conspicuous  figure.  His  one  idea 
has  been  to  make  the  Union  Printers  Home  an  in- 
stitution creditable  to  the  International  Typograph- 
ical Union,  and  a  haven  of  rest  for  the  aged  and 
afflicted  members  of  the  organization.  Trustee 
Shepard's  course  in  this  connection  has  always 
been  consistent  and  inspired  by  true  union  princi- 
ples and  sentiment. 

Trustee  Shepard  has  passed  through  the  storms 
and  stress  that  have  afflicted  the  Home,  and  also 
through  its  fair  weather  periods.  In  cloud  and 
sunshine  Trustee  Shepard  has  always  been  an  op- 
timist, and  always  confident  that  the  International 
Typographical  Union  would  in  the  end  make  a 
success  of  its  Home  venture. 

Now  that  Trustee  Shepard  is  about  to  sever  his 
official  connection  with  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  Union  Printers  Home,  he  has  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  his  optimism  and  perseverance 
have  been  rewarded  with  victory,  for  the  Union 
Printers  Home,  the  only  institution  of  its  kind  in 
the  world,  is  without  a  rival  in  the  fulfilment  of 
its  mission.  It  is  not  only  an  undisputed  asset  for 
the  International  Typographical  Union,  but  it  is  a 
credit  to  the  trade  union  movement.  Therefore, 
be  it  . 

Resolved,  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Union  Printers  Home,  in  its  annual  meeting  as- 
sembled, expresses  regret  at  the  loss  to  the  institu- 
tion of  the  services  as  trustee  of  L.  C.  Shepard, 
and  expresses  for  Trustee  Shepard  the  highest  ap- 
preciation and  regard,  and  the  hope  that  his  future 
may  be  as  happy  and  contented  as  he  has  labored 
to  make  the  lives  of  the  residents  of  the  Union 
Printers  Home. 

Resolved,  That  this  preamble  and  resolution  be 
suitably  engrossed  and  presented  to  Trustee  Shep- 
ard. 

Trustee  Hays  moved  the  adoption  of  the  reso- 
lution. 

On  this  motion  the  roll  was  called,  with  the  fol- 
lowing result:  Trustee  McKee,  aye;  Trustee 
Powell,  aye;  Trustee  McCaffery,  aye;  Trustee  Wil- 
son, aye;  President  Lynch,  aye;  Secretary-Treas- 
urer Hays,  aye.   Adopted  unanimously. 

The  president  declared  the  next  order  of  busi- 
ness would  be  the  nomination  and  election  of  offi- 
cers. 

Vice-President  McCaffery  took  the  chair  and 
James  M.  Lynch  was  nominated  and  unanimottsly 
re-elected  as  president. 

The  president  resumed  the  chair  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent McCaffery  was  nominated  and  unanimously 
re-elected  as  vice-president. 

J.  W.  Hays  was  unanimously  re-elected  as  secre- 
tary-treasurer  of  the  board. 

It  was  moved  that  it  be  left  with  the  president, 
vice-president  and  superintendent  to  see  to  the  fit- 
ting observance  of  the  twenty-first  anniversary  of 
the  Union  Printers  Home.  The  motion  was 
adopted. 

Trustee  McCaffery  moved  that  it  be  suggested  to 
the  membership  that  inasmuch  as  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  Union  Printers  Home  will  occur 
in  1917,  that  the  convention  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union  for  that  year  be  held  in 
Colorado  Springs  and  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary 
suitably  featured  and  celebrated.  The  motion  was 
adopted. 

On  motion  the  doortender,  E.  L.  Lewis,  was 
allowed  $3  for  his  services  during  the  board  meet- 
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ing  and  the  superintendent  was  instructed  to  pay 
him  this  amount. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  litforc 
the  board,  it  was.  on  motion,  adjourned.

OTHER  BUSINESS  TRANSACTED. 

The  following  additional  business  was  transacted 
by  correspondence  during  the  fiscal  year: 

On  an  appeal  from  Bay  City  Union  No.  81, 
wherein  it  was  proposed  by  that  organization  that 
it  be  responsible  for  the  return  of  Frank  P.  Nor- 
ton from  the  Home  to  his  place  of  residence, 
should  he  be  admitted  to  the  institution  on  decision 
of  the  board  after  the  admission  committee  had 
reported  adversely,  on  account  of  the  high  alti- 
tude probably  being  detrimental  to  the  patient,  the 
hoard  voted  to  accept  the  proposition  of  No.  81, 
the  document  being  dated  June  3,  1912. 

Under  date  of  June  21,  1912,  Superintendent 
Deacon  was  .authorized  by  unanimous  vote  of  the 
board  to  attend  the  Cleveland  convention,  his  ex- 
penses to  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Home. 

In  a  document  bearing  date  of  June  26,  1912,  a 
majority  of  the  board  declined  to  grant  the  request 
of  H.  Stewart  Smith  for  transportation  from  the 
Home  to  Trenton,  N.  J.,  inasmuch  as  the  resident 
was  last  admitted  to  the  institution  as  a  member 
of  Colorado  Springs  Typographical  Union  No.  82. 

The  board  voted  to  suspend  the  sentence  of  ex- 
pulsion imposed  by  Superintendent  Deacon  in  the 
case  of  Joseph  H.  Harley,  with  the  proviso  that 
the  resident  be  permitted  to  remain  at  the  institu- 
tion pending  good  behavior,  that  his  pension  be 
discontinued  for  a  period  of  six  months,  and  that 
he  be  summarily  expelled  if  again  guilty  of  viola- 
tion of  the  rules  of  the  Home.  This  document 
bore  date  of  June  25,  1912. 

Under  date  of  August  1,  1912,  the  board  sus- 
tained the  action  of  President  Lynch  in  authoriz- 
ing the  absence  from  the  Home  of  both  the  matron 
and  the  superintendent  at  the  same  time,  the  ac- 
tion taken  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  matron 
was  ordered  by  her  physician  to  seek  sea  level 
until  such  time  as  her  health  was  restored. 

Under  date  of  August  2,  1912,  the  board  author- 
ized the  superintendent  to  invite  the  Supreme 
Council  Knights  of  Columbus  to  visit  the  Home 
and  extend  such  courtesies  as  was  warranted  by 
the  occ'asion. 

In  a  document  bearing  date  of  October  18,  1912, 
the  superintendent  was  authorized  by  vote  of  the 
board  to  purchase  an  Edison  phonograph  for  the 
sanatorium,  such  instrument  having  been  requested 
by  the  patients  in  the  hospital  annex. 

Beginning  with  December,  1912,  the  pay  of  Dr. 
Crouch,  one  of  the  Home  physicians,  was  increased 
to  $85  per  month,  this  being  the  decision  of  the 
board  in  a  document  bearing  date  of  January  3, 
1913. 

The  board  voted  affirmatively  on  the  request  of 
the  superintendent  to  purchase  an  artificial  limb 
for  John  F.  Crute,  a  residmt  of  the  Home,  ad- 
mitted from  El  P?,so  Un*o'    No.  370,  the  limb  to 


cdst  $90,  in  .-iddition  to  the  exjK-n»fs  of  .Mr.  Crute 
to  Denver  and  during  his  stay  there.  This  docu- 
ment l)or«-  date  of  January  9,  1913. 

In  a  document  bearing  date  of  January  30,  1913, 
the  Home  superintendent  was  authorized  by  the 
board  to  make  such  adjustment  of  the  hours  and 
working  conditions  of  woman  employes  of  the  in- 
stitution as  was  necessary  to  conform  to  the  eight- 
hour  law  for  women  adopted  by  the  Colorado  leg- 
islature. 

The  superintendent  was  authorized  to  purchase 
fire  hose  at  a  cost  of  $112.50,  in  a  document  con- 
taining the  affirmative  vote  of  all  the  members  of 
the  board,  bearing  date  of  February  7,  1913. 

Under  date  of  February  24,  1913,  Atlanta  Union 
No.  48  was  reimbursed  in  the  sum  of  $33.85,  the 
money  being  paid  from  the  Home  fund,  the  same 
being  the  amount  of  the  transportation  No.  48  re- 
funded when  J.  H.  S.  Keller's  last  admission  to 
the  Home  was  authorized. 

By  vote  of  the  members  of  the  board,  in  a  doc- 
ument under  date  of  February  26,  1913,  it  was  or- 
dered that  certificates  of  tuberculosis  patients  for 
admission  to  the  Home  should  expire  in  ten  days 
from  the  time  received-  by  the  members  in  whose 
favor  they  are  drawn. 

Bearing  date  of  March  28,  the  votes  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  were  recorded  as  approving  the 
action  of  President  Lynch  in  ordering  the  return 
of  Joseph  Cannon,  a  resident  of  the  Home,  to  his 
place  of  residence,  Charleston,  S.  C,  the  patient 
to  be  accompanied  by  an  attendant. 

In  a  document  dated  March  19,  1913,  the  super- 
intendent was  authorized  by  the  board  to  suspend 
the  sentence  of  expulsion  of  Thomas  Turner  dur- 
ing good  behavior,  and  discontinue  his  pension  for 
six  months,  with  the  understanding  that  Mr.  Tur- 
ner be  allowed  to  remain  at  the  Home  during  good 
behavior,  but  would  be  summarily  expelled  if  again 
guilty  of  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  institution. 

Under  date  of  May  7,  1913,  the  board  took  sim- 
ilar action  as  that  recorded  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph in  the  case  of  Bromley  F.  Taylor. 


HOME  CORPORATION  MEETING. 

Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  November  9,  1912. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Union  Printers  Home 
Corporation  convened  in  the  city  of  Colorado 
Springs,  Colo.,  on  Saturday,  November  9,  1912,  at 
7:30  p.  M.,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
article  ii  of  its  by-laws,  due  notice  of  said  meet- 
ing having  been  given  to  all  members  of  the  cor- 
poration. The  following  members  were  present,  or 
were  represented  by  proxy: 

James  M.  Lynch  (by  proxy),  J.  W.  Hays  (by 
proxy),  L.  C.  Shepard  (by  proxy),  Anna"  C.  Wil- 
son (by  proxy),  Michael  Powell  (by  proxy),  Wal- 
ter H.  McKee  (by  proxy)  and  Thomas  McCaffery. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  annual  meeting,  held 
December  9,  1911,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  annual  report  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
which  included  reports  from  the  various  standing 
committees,  Secretary-Treasurer  Hays  and  Super- 
intendent Deacon,  was  submitted,  read  and  ap- 
proved. 
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The  term  of  membership  of  L.  C.  Shepard  hav- 
ing expired,  his  resignation  was  presented,  as  re- 
quired by  article  i,  section  4,  of  the  by-laws,  and 
duly  accepted. 

The  following  communication  from  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Hays,  certifying  to  the  International 
Typographical  Union's  endorsement  of  C.  L.  Wood 
for  membership  in  the  Union  Printers  lEome  Cor- 
poration, was  received,  read  and  ordered  placed  on 
file: 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  October  25,  1912. 
To  the  Corporation  of  the  Union  Printers  Home: 
Gentlemen — This  is  to  certify  that  C.  L.  Wood 
received  the  endorsement  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union  at  the  referendum  election 
held  May  15,  1912,  and  is  hereby  declared  the 
nominee  of  the  International  Typographical  Union 
for  membership  in  the  corporation  known  as  the 
Union  Printers  Home  for  the  term  beginning  No-

The  following  persons  were  declared  to  be  the

REPORT  OF  HOME  AGENT  NICHOLS. 

To  the  Offiters  and  Members  of  the  International 
typographical  Union: 

. ,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen— Section  7  of  article  vi 
,  of  the  constitution  of  the  International  Typograph- 
ical Union  defines  the  duties  of  the  agent  of  the 
Unip,n  Printers  Home  as  follows: 

*  •  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agent,  in  the  event 
of  the  Union  Printers  Home  Corporation  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
the  deed  under  which  the  land  on  which  the  Home 
is  situated  was  transferred,  or  disobeying  any  of 
the  orders  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union,  to  enter  upon  and  take  f^iU  possession  of 
the  property  as  the  custodian  of  the  International 
Typographical  Union. 

I  am  proud  to  be  able  to  report  to  you,  after 
having  served  for  four  terms  (eight  years)  as 
agent,   that   there   has   not   occurred   during  that 


time  any  incident  that  has  not  justified  to  the 
fullest  extent  the  confidence  reposed  by  the  mem- 
bership in  the  trustees,  to  whose  custody  has  been 
entrusted  the  management  and  the  development  of 
the  functio^js  of  the  institution.  The  terms  of  the 
deed  have  been  carried  out  and  the  instructions  of 
the  International  Typographical  Union  have  been 
complied  with. 

The  Home  is  the  International  Typographical 
Union's  greatest  asset,  and  it  should  not  be  made 
the  target  in  each  recurring  campaign  for  the 
mudslinging,  the  lying  and  the  slandering  of  the 
vicious  and  the  irresponsible.  There  have  been 
several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  board  of 
trustees  within  the  eight  years  that  I  have  been 
the  agent.  Members  have  come  into  the  board 
who  were  of  a  faction  hostile  to  the  administra- 
tion of  the  International  Typographical  Union  and 
who  no  doubt  expected  to  find  in  the  conduct  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Home  ample  justification  for 
their  hostility.  When  they  entered  the  board  the 
fullest  opportunity  was  given  them  to  pry  into  its 
management,  past  and  present,  and  to  satisfy  them- 
selves as  to  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the  derogatory 
and  often  scandalous  statements  concerning  the 
affairs  of  the  Home,  circulated  at  tim^es  when  an 
election  was  pending.  In  every  instance  these 
representatives  of  the  hostile  faction  have  been 
convinced  of  the  absolute  groundlessness  of  such 
charges  and  have  become  ardent  supporters  of  the 
management  of  the  Home  and  enthusiastic  advo- 
cates of  the  administration's  policies  lor  the  im- 
provement of  the  institution  and  the  extension  of 
its  beneficence. 

The  Home  exemplifies  the  forethought  of  the 
union  printer  for  the  care  and  comfort  of  his  fel- 
low members  who,  by  reason  of  age  and  sickness, 
are  unable  to  keep  pace  with  the  young  and  the 
healthy  in  the  struggle  for  existence.  All  contrib- 
vite  alike  to  its  support,  and  all  should  feel  a  pride 
in  the  truthfulness  of  the  regard  that  adorns  the 
main  entrance  to  the  premises  of  the  institution: 
"The  Union  Printers  Home — Erected  and  Main- 
tained by  the  International  Typographical  Union. 
Its  Bounty  Unpurchasable — Its  Charity  Without 
Price." 

In  May,  1857,  the  first  proposition  to  establish 
a  home  or  asylum  for  invalid,  aged  and  infirm 
union  printers,  was  made  to  the  National  Typo- 
graphical Union  at  its  session  in  New  Orleans, 
La.  The  proposition,  however,  did  not  meet  with 
serious  consideration.  In  1882  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  consider  the  advisability  of  devising 
ways  and  means  for  the  maintenance  of  a  home 
for  disabled  union  printers,  but  nothing  came  of 
this  action  until  George  W.  Childs  and  A.  J. 
Drexel  presented  the  International  Typographical 
Union  with  a  check  for  $10,000. 

At  the  Denver  convention  of  1889,  Louis  R. 
Ehrich,  of  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  offered,  on 
behalf  of  the  board  of  trade  of  that  city,  to  deed 
to  the  International  Typographical  Union  eighty 
acres  of  land  one  mile  east  of  Colorado  Springs, 
which,  by  a  vote  of  the  membership,  was  accepted. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  on  No- 
vember  19,   1890,  it  was  determined  to   build  a 
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$50,000  edifice,  and  a  building  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  have  cliarKc  of  tlie  work.  On  Marcli 
17,  1891,  this  committee  awarded  the  contract  for 
the  main  building  at  a  cost  of  $60,000  $50,000 
more  than  the  Childs-Drexel  gift. 

May  12,  1892,  was  set  aside  for  the  dedication 
of  the  Home.  The  city  of  Colorado  Springs  was 
crowded  with  people.  The  trade  unions  and  civic 
societies  joined  in  a  monster  parade  through  the 
city,  after  which  they  went  to  the  Home,  where 
the  visitors  were  received  by  a  committee  of  la- 
dies from  Denver  and  Colorado  Springs.  The  ex- 
ercises were  held  in  the  open  space  in  front  of 
the  Home. 

The  hospital  building  is  located  just  south  of 
the  main  structure,  covering  a  space  of  50x90  feet, 
and  was  originally  but  two  stories  in  liight.  The 
demands  for  admission  to  this  building  having 
outgrown  its  capacity,  the  board  of  trustees,  at  its 
annual  meeting  in  September,  1902,  decided  to  in- 
crease the  number  of  rooms  by  adding  another 
story.  The  architecture  of  the  hospital  is  in  keep- 
ing with  that  of  the  main  building,  the  superstruc- 
ture being  of  Castle  Rock  lava  stone. 

In  1901  ten  tents  were  erected  near  the  hospital 
building  for  the  use  of  tuberculous  patients.  They 
proved  to  be  such  a  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
hospital  service  in  the  treatment  of  lung  trouble 
that  ten  more  were  added  in  1907.  The  tents  are 
octagonal  in  shape,  with  framework  as  substantial 
as  that  of  a  house,  are  securely  anchored  on  four 
sides,  and  will  withstand  the  most  severe  winds. 
The  covering  is  of  the  best  fifteen-ounce  double- 
filler  army  convas,  and  is  impervious  to  snow, 
wind  or  rain.  A  circulation  of  air  is  secured 
by  an  arraljgement  of  ventilators  in  the  floor 
around  four  sides  of  the  tent  and  in  the  peak. 
These  ventilators  can  be  closed,  but  are  kept  open 
except  in  extremely  cold  weather.  The  tents  are 
steam-heated,  lighted  by  electricity,  and  have  a 
system  of  electric  call  bells,  by  which  the  occu- 
pants can  immediately  summon  an  attendant. 

With  twenty  tents  and  the  hospital  given  up  to 
tubercular  residents,  there  was  need  of  a  central 
building  for  -their  use.  To  supply  this  want,  a 
new  building,  called  the  solarium,  was  erected  in 
1907. 

At  the  ^neeting  of  the,  board  held  in  September 
of  this  year  it  was  decided  to  supplant  the  canvas 
tents  with  wooden  shacks,  the  latter  being  regard- 
ed as  more  sanitary. 

The  experimental  stage  in  open-air  treatment 
for  tuberculosis  has  long  since  been  passed.  Fully 
50  per  cent  of  the  patients  who  have  the  advantage 
of  "tent  life"  and  the  regenerating  rays  of  the 
Colorado  sun  have  recovered  health  and  strength 
and  have  been  enabled  to  again  assume  business 
duties.  There  are  many  tent  colonies  in  Colo- 
rado, but  few  of  them  compare  with  the.  tubercu- 
losis sanatorivun  at  the  Home. 

HOME    NOT   SUPPORTED    BY  ENDOWMENTS. 

Many  persons  suppose  that  the  expenses  of  the 
Home  are  defrayed  by  endowments.  Such  is  not 
the  case.  The  gift  from  Messrs.  Childs  and 
Drexel  was  without  stipulation  as  to  how  it  should 


be   used,  as   will   l»c  seen    from  tiic   following  ex- 
tract from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Childs: 

We  send  to  you  herewith,  by  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Daiiey,  foreman  in  the  I'ublic  Ledger  office,  our 
clieck  for  the  amount  of  $10,000  $5,000  from  Mr. 
Drexel,  who  is  now  in  Kurf>j><-,  an<!  $5,000  from 
tlie  undersigned  without  condition  or  suggestion 
of  any  kind,  as  an  absolute  gift,  in  full  confidence 
that  the  sagacif)US  and  conservative  counselors  of 
your  union  will  make  or  order  wise  use  of  it  for 
tlie  good  of  the  union. 

No  additional  gifts  or  bequests  were  ever  re- 
ceived from  either  Mr.  Childs  or  Mr.  Drexel. 

Since  the  gift  of  Messrs.  Childs  and  Drexel, 
the  Home  has  received  but  one  endowment,  that 
being  made  by  Herman  S.  Hoyt,  trustee  of  the 
estate  of  Julia  A.  Ladd,  of  Shirley,  Mass.  This 
bequest  of  $1,100,  less  the  inheritance  tax  of  the 
state  of  Massachusetts,  brought  the  Home  $1,045. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  bequest  it  is  known  as 
the  Julia  A,  Ladd  fund,  and  no  portion  of  the 
original  amount  can  be  used,  but  such  interest  as 
may  be  received  thereon  goes  toward  the  expenses 
of  the  Home.  With  this  one  exception,  the  Home 
has  no  endowment. 

All  expenses  of  the  Home,  including  cost  of 
maintenance,  are  paid  from  money  contributed  by 
the  members  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union.  Each  member  pays  15  cents  a  month  to 
the  Home  fund. 

During  the  year  ended  May  31,  1912,  the  ex- 
penditures from  the  Home  fund  were  $99,821.01. 
Included  in  this  amount  is  all  money  paid  for  im- 
provements and  repairs  on  the  buildings  and 
grounds,  farming  expenses,  insurance,  food  sup- 
plies, clothing,  pensions,  medical  attendance,  trans- 
portation of  residents  who  vacate,  burials,  sal- 
aries of  employes  and  officers,  printing  and  the  ex- 
penses of  meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The 
net  cost  of  maintenance  is  $588.13  a  year,  or 
$49.01  per  month  for  each  resident.  This  sum 
covers  all  expenses  in  connection  with  the  up- 
keep of  the  Home  property  and  the  care  of  its 
patients  in  a  manner  not  excelled,  if  equaled,  in 
any  similar  institution. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Home  in  July,  1892, 
to  May  31,  1912,  1,312  applicants  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  Home.  Any  member  of  the  Inter- 
national Typographical  Union,  who  has  been  such 
for  ten  continuous  years,  may  apply  for  admission 
to  the  Home.  Members  suffering  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  in  any  stage  may  be  admitted  to  the 
sanatorium  at  any  time.  Application  must  be 
made  upon  the  form  provided  by  the  trustees,  be 
endorsed  by  the  local  union  with  which  he  is 
aflfiiliated,  and  set  forth  his  physical  condition  at 
date  of  application.  If  passed  upon  favorably  by 
the  admission  committee  a  certificate  of  admis- 
sion is  issued  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  which 
must  be  presented  to  the  superintendent  by  the 
applicant  upon  his  arrival  at  the  Home. 

The  average  number  of  residents  during  the 
fiscal  year  1912  was  130. 

HOME  EMPLOYES. 

The  institution  will  accommodate  about  170 
persons.  It  is  managed  by  a  superintendent,  who 
acts  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  trustees. 
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The  superintendent's  wife  is  the  matron.  Both 
are  appointed  by  the  president,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  trustees.  The  nurses  and  other  em- 
ployes, being  selected  by  the  superintendent,  are 
directly  under  his  supervision.  The  physician  is 
appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

CARE  OF   THE  RESIDENTS. 

Everything  possible  is  done  by  the  board  of 
trustees  and  the  superintendent  to  make  the  resi- 
dents of  the  Home  comfortable  and  happy.  They 
are  furnished  with  suitable  food  and  clothing, 
medical  attendance  is  provided,  and  the  necessary 
care  and  attention  is  given  to  those  who  are  con- 
fined to  their  rooms.  Each  resident  receives  a 
pension  of  50  cents  per  week,  and  an  additional 
allowance  is  granted  to  those  who  assist  in  car- 
ing for  the  grounds  or  buildings.

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHILDS-DREXEL  FUND. 

The  Pittsburgh  convention  decided  that  the  $10,- 
000  presented  by  Messrs.  Childs  ^and  Drexel  should 
be  placed  on  deposit  "in  some  safe  banking  in- 
stitution for  the  time  being,  and  thus  give  oppor- 
tunity tojthe  several  subordinate  unions  under  our 
jurisdiction  to  digest  and  formulate  the  manner 
of  its  ultimate  disposition."  It  selected  Messrs. 
James  J.  Dailey,  of  Philadelphia;  August  Donath, 
of  Washington,  and  Frank  S.  Pelton,  of  Chicago, 
as  a  board  of  trustees  for  the  term  of  five  years 
for  the  safekeeping  and  investment  of  the  money. 
Mr.  Donath  was  elected  president  of  the  board, 
Mr.  Dailey  treasurer  and  Mr.  Pelton  secretary. 
Thus  each  one  had  an  office.  Mr.  Dailey  died  in 
Philadelphia  in  1899.  Mr,  Donath  died  in  Wash- 
ington a  few  months  ago.    Mr.  Pelton  is  still  living 


in  Chicago.  While  it  has  been  more  than  forty 
years  since  Mr.  Donath  worked  at  the  printer's 
trade,  his  affection  for  his  former  fellow-crafts- 
men never  waned,  and  the  International  Typo- 
graphical Union  had  in  its  ranks  no  one  who  felt 
a  more  loyal  interest  in  its  welfare  or  who  was  more, 
jealous  of  its  good  name  than  he.  When  the 
eight-hour  struggle  was  on  and  for  a  time  the  out- 
look for  success  was  not  so  bright,  Mr.  Donath, 
although  not  directly  affected,  no  matter  which 
way  the  battle  went,  forwarded  his  weekly  check 
to  the  secretary  of  Columbia  Typographical  Union 
to  aid  the  strike  fund.  He  said  he  felt  that  the 
International  Union  was  in  danger  and  that  it  was 
his  duty  to  share  with  his  former  fellow-craftsmen 
the  financial  burdens  of  the  contest. 

RETIREMENT   OF   TRUSTEE   L.    C.  SHEPARD. 

On  October  31,  1912,  L.  C.  Shepard,  of  Grand 
Rapids,  Mich.,  who  had  served  eighteen  years  as 
trustee  of  the  Home,  retired  from  office.  He 
was  elected  a  trustee  at  the  Louisville  conven- 
tion, in  1894,  and  had  been  successively  elected 
-  for  six  terms.  He  served  on  the  board  with  three 
presidents  of  the  International  Typographical 
Union — William  B.  Prescott,  Samuel  B,  Donnelly 
and  James  M,  Lynch.  All  of  them  during  their 
terms  testified  in  warmest  praise  to  the  loyalty, 
ability  and  conscientiousness  with  which  he  dis- 
charged his  duties  as  a  member  of  the  board.  He 
did  more  than  one  man's  share  to  make  of  the 
Home  the  great  institution  that  it  is.  Kind-hearted 
and  sympathetic,  he  was  always  ready  to  listen  to 
the  complaints  of  the  residents,  no  matter  how 
trivial,  and  if  a  remedy  were  possible  he  would 
endeavor  to  gratify  to  the  utmost  extent  the  per- 
son seeking  his  aid.  Mr.  Shepard  is  now  in  his 
sixty-fifth  year,  as  hale  and  hearty  as  when  he  was 
a  delegate  to  the  Louisville  convention,  and  bids 
fair  to  live  many  more  years  of  usefulness  to 
the  typographical  union.  He  is  one  of  the  privates 
in  the  organization  whose  advice  and  counsel  will 
be  sadly  missed  when  he  is  gathered  home  to  his 
fathers.  May  his  life  be  long  spared  to  those  who 
are  near  and  dear  to  him  and  to  all  who  have 
been  associated  with  him  in  the  affairs  of  the  In- 
ternational Typographical  Union.

Upon  the"  advice  of  the  Home  physician,  to 
whom  all  petitions  are  submitted  for  an  opinion  as 
to  the  physical  condition  of  the  applicant,  your 
committee  disapproved  fifty-three  applications  that 
came  before  it  in  the  fiscal  year.  The  petitioners 
acted  upon  adversely  were  afflicted  as  follows: 
Paralysis,  8;  unsound  mind,  13;  last  stage  of  tu- 
berculosis, 6;  locomotor  ataxia,  13;  heart  disease, 
6;  epilepsy,  1;  Bright's  disease,  1;  pellagra,  1; 
syphilis,  1;  cancer,  1;  gangrene,  1;  able  to  work,  1. 
One  petitioner  was  found  ineligible  on  account  of 
insufficient  membership. 

Practically  all  of  the  petitioners  whose  applica- 
tions for  admission  were  disapproved  realized  their 
ineligibility  and  only  made  application  for  entrance 
to  the  Home  for  the  purpose  of  applying  for  the 
old  age  pension  under  that  portion  of  the  law  pro- 
viding for  the  payment  of  the  pension  to  a  mem- 
ber refused  admission  to  the  Home  because  of  the 
institution's  not  receiving  persons  afflicted  with 
certain  diseases. 


There  is  a  noticeable  increase  in  the  number  of 
applicants  suffering  with  paralysis  and  locomotor 
ataxia — diseases  which  render  the  sufferer  unable 
to  care  for  himself.  Petitions  from  members  so 
afflicted  have  been  disapproved  because  the  Home 
is  not  prepared  to  supply  individual  attendants  in 
such  cases  and  they  are  ineligible  by  reason  of  the 
resolution  adopted  at  the  Toronto  convention  in 
1905.  These  petitioners  excite  the  deepest  sym- 
pathy, but  if  they  are  to  be  received  further  hos- 
pital accommodations  must  be  provided.  The  scope 
of  the  Home  can  not  be  greatly  extended  with  the 
present  revenue.  Increased  hospital  accommoda- 
tions and  the  admission  of  helpless  and  incurable 
members  will  necessarily  add  to  the  expense  of 
maintenance.  Serious  consideration  should  be 
given  to  the  future  of  the  Home  at  this  time.

From  the  above  table  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
Home  has  been  in  existence  twenty-one  years,  and 
by  adding  the  cost  of  maintenance  for  each  year 
and  dividing  by  twenty-one  gives  an  average  of 
$28.77  per  month  per  resident.  However,  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  Home  now  conducts  a  san- 
atorium for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  which  is 
not  excelled  in  the  west,  and  for  this  reason  the 
cost  of  maintenance  as  a  whole  is  not  excessive. 
As  has  been  explained  in  previous  reports,  for 
sixteen  years  all  residents,  sick  and  well,  were 
domiciled  in  the  main  building  and  served  at  a 
general  table.  When  the  hospital  building  was 
erected,  fifteen  years  ago,  the  sick  were  isolated 
from  the  well.  Rapid  progress  has  been  made  the 
past  decade  in  the  treatment  of  pulmonary  tu- 
berculosis, and  the  Home  has  kept  pace  with  these 
advanced  methods  of  treatment  and  diet.  The 
cost  of  maintaining  that  feature  of  the  Home  has 
increased  accordingly. 

Records  kept  the  past  two  years  show  that  it 
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costs,  on  an  average,  almost  twice  as  much  to 
maintain  the  sanatorium  residents  as  it  docs  the 
aged  men.

FARM  AND  GARDEN. 
The  Home's  herd  of  Holstein-Friesian  cattle  is 
in  excellent  condition  and  consists  of  thirty-three 
head,  as  follows:  Twenty-two  milk  cows,  five 
heifers,  one  bull  and  five  calves.  We  also  have 
five  horses  and  four  hundred  and  fifty  chickens. 
During  the  year  the  cattle  have  yielded  16,213 
gallons  of  milk  worth  $4,052.75,  630  pounds  of 
veal  valued  at  $84.30  and  595  pounds  of  beef 
worth  $62.48.  From  the  chickens  we  have  secured 
1,775  dozen  eggs,  worth  $598.15,  and  1,292  pounds 
of  poultry,  valued  at  $222.88.  In  addition  to  this 
sixty-eight  tons  of  alfalfa  were  cut,  valued  at 
$1,020.  We  also  harvested  800  bushel  of  oats, 
which  brought  a  net  value  of  $366,  from  which 
crop  we  had  sixteen  tons  of  straw,  worth  $122.50. 
Deducting  the  cost  of  feed  and  dairyman's  salary, 
$1,806.57,  leaves  the  Home  a  profit  of  $4,722.42. 

One  can  readily  realize  of  how  great  an  ad- 
vantage it  is  to  the  Home  to  have  an  assured  sup- 
ply of  pure  milk  and  fresh  eggs,  as  these  articles 
are  essential  in  the  dietary  of  a  tubercular  patient. 


REPORT  OF  HOME  LIHRARIAN.

Dear  Sir — In  response  to  your  request  for  a 
statement  of  the  present  status  of  affairs  of  the 
Home  library  I  beg  leave  to  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

The  total  number  of  books  belonging  to  the  li- 
brary is  9,589,  but  1,565  of  these  are  stored,  leav- 
ing the  total  number  accessible  to  the  residents, 
8,024.  The  books  stored  consist  of  duplicates  in 
the  library  cases,  state  documents  and  other  mat- 
ter of  no  present-day  interest. 

An  addition  of  forty  books  was  placed  in  the 
cases  the  latter  part  of  last  month.

During  the  past  year  187  books  have  been  re- 
bound. These  consist  mostly  of  books  that  have 
been  in  use  in  the  library  ever  since  the  Home 
was  first  opened  for  occupancy.  Some  few  that 
have  been  in  almost  constant  use  since  they  were 
placed  in  the  cases  in  1906,  had  to  be  rebound  to 
preserve  them.  The  bindery  turned  out  a  first- 
class  job,  and  now  all  the  rebound  books  are  as 
good  as  new. 

A  number  of  books  have  been  donated  by  resi- 
dents of  the  Home  the  past  year,  notably  a  fine 
volume  of  Webster's  Unabridged  Dictionary  of 
1911  and  a  new  reference  map  of  the  world, 
which  have  been  very  much  appreciated. 

Instead  of  sending  our  old  magazines  to  an 
outside  hospital  as  formerly,  they  are  distributed 
among  our  own  sick,  taking  them  to  the  solarium 
and  pavilion,  so  the  patients  in  those  places  can 
peruse  them  at  their  leisure. 

The  library  rules  are  generally  well  observed 
by  residents.  Books  are  promptly  returned  or 
renewed,  save  in  a  few  instances,  and  the  li- 
brarian's calls  to  remind  them  of  their  negligence 
are  not  so  frequent  as  formerly. 

Books  are  universally  well  treated.  I  have 
not  found  one  book  misused  since  I  have  had 
charge  of  the  library. 

The  prevailing  choice  of  reading  matt"er,  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  is  fiction.  I  don't  think 
that  during  the  year  a  dozen  books  other  than 
fiction  have  been  called  for.  The  residents  get 
pretty  much  all  their  information  from  the  news- 
papers. 

The  library  does  probably  double  the  business 
in  books  during  cold  weather  than  warm.  The 
average  issue  ranges  in  cold  weather  from  twenty 
to  thirty  books  a  day;  in  warm  weather  the  av- 
erage is  scarcely  half  that. 

Good  order  has  prevailed  in  both  the  library 
and  assembly  room. 
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The  doors  of  the  library  are  opened  between 
6:00  and  7:00  A.  m.  and  never  closed  until  9:00 
p.  M.  The  booking  hours  in  the  library  are  9:00 
to  11:00  A.  M.,  1:00  to  2:00  p.  m.,  3:00  to  5:00 
p.  M.,  7:00  to  8:00  p.  m.  Sundays  and  holidays, 
9:00  U)  11:00  a.  m.,  6:00  to  7:00  p.  m.  A  librarian 
is  always  on  duty  during  booking  hours.

AMUSEMENTS. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  providing  a  variety 
of  amusements  for  the  residents  of  an  institution, 
the  management  of  the  Home  has  endeavored  to 
furnish  games  and  entertainments  enjoyable  by  all. 
It  is  apparent  to  every  one  that  men  who  are 
away  from  their  families  and  friends  must  be  fur- 
nished with  entertainment,  or  they  are  sure  to  be- 
come depressed  in  mind  and  spirit.  Especially 
true  is  it  that  tuberculosis  patients  should  have 
amusement  taking  their  thoughts  away  from  their 
ailment.  As  has  been  stated  in  previous  reports, 
the  Home  library  serves  as  an  auditorium  in 
which  to  hold  entertainments.  Last  year  the 
moving  picture  season  was  shoi-tened  by  two 
months,  but  a  four-piece  orchestra  was  an  enjoy- 
able feature  of  each  weekly  entertainment.  The 
season  extended  from  the  first  week  in  November 
to  the  last  week  in  March. 

A  new  phonograph  was  purchased  for  the  sana- 
torium residents  the  past  year.  The  old  phono- 
graph had  about  outlived  its  usefulness  and  was 
turned  in  on  the  new  one,  $65  being  the  addi- 
tional charge.  Billiards,  pool,  cards,  checkers, 
dominoes  and  chess  form  the  range  of  indoor 
games,  while  during  the  summer  season  many  of 
the  younger  residents  find  enjoyable  outdoor  exer- 
cise and  pastime  on  the  croquet  grounds.

As  has  been  explained  in  previous  reports,  resi- 
dents of  the  Home  for  whom  provision  is  not 
made  by  their  local  unions  are  given  a  pension  of 
50  cents  per  week.  An  additional  pension  is 
given  residents  who  assume  light  duties  around 
the  grounds  or  buildings.

PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS. 
Among  the  improvements  authorized  by  the 
board  of  trustees  at  its  last  annual  meeting  in 
September,  1912,  the  most  important  was  the  open 
air  pavilion  completed  in  December.  This  solu- 
tion of  the  problem  of  how  to  properly  accom- 
modate a  long  list  of  approved  applicants  await- 
ing admission  to  the  tuberculosis  sanatorium  was 
arrived   at   after   careful   study   of  various  sana- 
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torium  methods  and  thoughtful   deliberation  over 
our  personal  needs. 

Twenty  tents  have  been  erected  the  ji.ist  dec- 
ade for  the  use  of  tuberculous  i)atients,  but 
many  of  the  leadiuR  sanatoria  of  the  world  have 
come  to  disapprove  tlie  use  of  tents,  claiming  that 
the  heavy  canvas  used  is  non-porous,  unhygienic, 
and  that  they  can  not  be  properly  disinfected.  It 
is  also  claimed  that  the  tent  is  too  hot  in  summer, 
and  difficult  to  properly  heat  and  at  the  same  time 
ventilate  in  cold  weather;  also  that  in  a  sana- 
torium disciplinary  oversight  is  an  essential  fea- 
ture of  the  treatment,  but  this  can  not  be  satis- 
factorily carried  out  where  patients  are  scattered' 
about  in  tents.  The  "shack,"  or  pavilion,  is  there- 
fore fast  taking  the  place  of  tents. 

The  board  of  trustees,  at  its  meeting  held  last 
September,  instructed  its  architects,  Douglas  and 
Hetherington,  to  make  a  special  examination  of 
various  open-air  schemes,  both  in  Denver  and  C  ol- 
orado  Springs,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
one  of  these  pavilions  on  the  Home's  premises. 
A  plan  was  theref^e  prepared,  and  the  building 
was  completed  and  ready  for  occupancy  by  pa- 
tients the  10th  of  December.  It  is  located  im- 
mediately west  of  the  present  solarium  and  tent 
colony,  directly  south  of  the  hospital  building. 
It  consists  of  a  central  building  54  feet  long  from 
east  to  west  and  31  feet  north  to  south,  containing 
a  sitting  room  24  x  30  feet,  adjoined  by  dressing 
rooms  14  x  19  feet  6  inches,  and  toilet  rooms 
14  X  10.  This  arrangement  avoids  any  chance  of 
crowding  of  the  patients  in  the  hurry  of  dressing. 

Each  dressing  room  is  equipped  with  ten  indi- 
vidual ventilated  clothes  lockers,  three  enameled 
basin  fixtures  and  one  dental  basin.  The  toilet 
rooms  contain,  in  addition  to  the  regular  fixtures, 
a  "shower"  enclosure.  Access  to  the  sitting  room 
is  obtained  either  from  the  north  or  south.  This 
portion  of  the  building  is  steam  heated  from  the 
main  plant  and  thoroughly  ventilated.  The  south 
side  of  the  sitting  room  is  almost  entirely  of  glass. 
The  building  is  finished  in  slash-grained  stained 
Oregon  fir,  varnished  for  wood  wainscot  with 
painted  plaster  walls. 

Stretching  over  70  feet  toward  the  southeast 
and  southwest,  and  15  feet  in  width,  are  the 
"open-air"  wings,  each  of  which  gives  accommoda- 
tion for  ten  beds.  The  entire  front  above  a 
3-foot  wainscot  is  open  to  the  outside  air,  and 
to  insure  the  best  air  circulation  without  placing 
patients  in  a  draft  windows  are  provided  in  the 
north  wall,  high  above  each  bed.  All  openings 
are  provided  with  fly  screens,  and  in  addition  each 
front  opening  has  a  roll-up  canvas  curtain,  to  be 
used  for  protection  only  in  event  of  the  most  se- 
vere cold  or  snow  storm.  It  is  anticipated,  how- 
ever, that  these  curtains  will  be  seldom  in  evidence 
for  snow  or  rain  storms,  as  the  roof  eaves  have 
a  projection  of  three  feet. 

The  patients  disrobe  in  the  dressing  rooms,  put 
on  their  heavy  bath-robes  and  felt  bed-slippers  and 
then  proceed  to  their  beds,  which  are  practically 
in  the  open  air.  The  open-air  wings  are  finished 
entirely  in  natural  wood,  stained  a  light-colored 
green,  which  is  very  restful  to  the  eyes. 


A  call  bell  Bystem  is  installed,  connecting  with 
the  physician's  and  nurses'  quarters  in  the  hos- 
pital, so  that  in  case  of  emergency  help  may  be 
immediately  summoned  from  that  department. 

'Jhe  slanting  extensions  of  the  wings,  as  indi- 
cated, gives  special  protection  from  the  winds,  as 
those  prevailing  in  Colorado  Springs  are  usually 
from  the  west  and  northwest.  The  terrace  being 
on  the  lee-side  and  with  sunny  south  exposure 
gives  the  assurance  that  patients  can  exercise  or 
rest  on  the  outside  of  the  building  almost  every 
day  in  the  winter. 

A  commodious  vestibule,  7x11  feet,  faces  the 
north,  amply  protecting  the  main  portion  of  the 
building  from  north  winds,  which  may  be  used 
as  a  coat  room,  being  amply  provided  with  coat 
hooks. 

During  the  last  meeting  at  the  Home  the  board 
of  trustees  gave  special  consideration  to  the  loca- 
tion and  exposure  of  the  buildings,  and  the  fin- 
ished result  amply  justifies  the  selection. 

For  some  time  there  has  been  a  pressing  need 
for  a  ladies'  rest  room  in  the  main  building,  and 
especially  during  the  summer  or  tourist  season. 
In  order  to  make  this  improvement  the  wall  be- 
tween the  Bradford  parlor  and  the  room  adjacent 
was  removed  and  a  new  one  constructed,  enlarging 
the  parlor  eight  feet.  The  remainder  of  the  space 
has  been  used  for  the  rest  room.  It  is  finished 
in  white,  and  the  furnishings  are  also  of  white, 
making  the  room  present  a  very  attractive  and 
sanitary  appearance.  The  parlor,  thus  enlarged, 
is  a  great  improvement,  as  frequently  during  the 
tourist  months  it  has  been  impossible  to  seat  the 
waiting  visitors. 

In  order  to  make  the  serving  room  in  the  main 
building  absolutely  sanitary,  and  in  conformity 
with  the  model  main  building  kitchen,  the  board 
of  trustees,  at  its  last  meeting,  ordered  a  tile 
wainscoting  installed.  This  improvement  was  fin- 
ished in  February,  and  adds  much  to  the  general 
appearance  and  utility  of  that  apartment. 

Another  drinking  fountain  was  ordered  placed 
on  the  grounds,  the  same  being  located  close  to 
the  front  entrance  of  the  main  building. 

Among  the  other  improvements  the  past  year,  I 
would  mention  the  rubbish  chute  in  the  main  build- 
ing, which  permits  of  all  paper  and  trash  being 
deposited  in  the  openings  of  the  chute  on  the  dif- 
ferent floors  and  burned  in  a  grate  located  on  the 
basement  floor.  This  does  away  with  the  un- 
sightly and  unsanitary  trash  cans  that  formerly 
served  this  purpose.

REPORT  OF  HOME  PHYSICIAN. 
Colorado  Springs,  Colo.,  June  9,  1913. 
Charles   Deacon,'*  Superintendent,   Union  Printers 
Home : 

Dear  Sir — It  is  with  a  feeling  of  pleasure  that 
we  present  the  annual  report  of  the  medical  de- 
partment, because  although  we  have  treated  more 
cases   than   ever   before,    there   is   a   marked  de- 


crease in  the  death  rate  and  the  number  of  unim- 
proved cases.  The  opening  of  the  new  open-air 
pavilion  has  increased  the  capacity  of  the  sana- 
torium by  twenty  patients,  and  it  must  also  be 
borne  in  mind  that  all  stages  of  the  disease  have 
been  accepted  the  past  year.  The  mortality  for 
last  year  was  thirty-three,  as  against  twenty  for 
this  year.  Last  year  twenty  died  of  tuberculosis 
while  only  eleven  died  this  year   from  the  same 
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ailment.  In  lookiiiK  over  the  tables  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  majority  of  the  deaths  arc  in  cases 
that  liavc  been  at  the  Home  only  a  short  time;  in 
other  words,  cases  tiiat  are  very  far  advanced 
upon  their  entrance.  We  have  also  discharged  as 
unimproved  several  of  these  advanced  cases  who 
would  prefer  to  die  among  their  relatives  and 
friends  rather  than  at  the  Home.  There  is  still 
a  tendency  to  send  patients  here  to  be  cured 
who  are  in  a  dying  condition;  patients  who  would 
be  much  more  c%mfortable  if  left  at  their  homes 
and  not  subjected  to  a  long,  exhaustive  journey. 
We  can  only  condemn  this  practice. 

Many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  sanato- 
rium tlie  past  year.  .\  new  open-air  pavilion  for 
the  treatment  of  incipient  cases  was  added  last 
fall.  This  building  is  fully  described  in  another 
part  of  this  report  and  has  certainly  proved  satis- 
factory in  the  treatment  of  these  early  cases.  It 
alone  has  done  much  in  increasing  the  number  of 
cures. 

A  house  physician  is  now  employed  who  devotes 
his  entire  time  to  the  Home  patients,  the  regular 
Home  physician  and  specialist  continuing  to  make 
regular  visits  as  in  the  past.  An  additional 
nurse  is  now  on  duty,  making  four  nurses  instead 
of  three  as  formerly,  each  nurse  now  only  work- 
ing eight  hours  out  of  every  twenty-four. 

A  laboratory  has  also  been  installed  with  micro- 
scope, blood  counting  instruments,  centrifuge  and 
other  equipment  for  complete  examination  of 
sputum,  urine,  blood  and  such  other  work  as  is 
deemed  necessary.  This,  of  course,  greatly  in- 
creases our  facilities  for  diagnosis. 

A  walk  or  track  has  been  laid  out  around  the 
grounds.  It  is  two  and  three-quarters  miles  in 
length  and  graduated  every  quarter  of  a  mile, 
and  thus  as  soon  as  able  the  patients  are  given  a 
certain  amount  of  exercise.  This  does  not  mean 
that  the  rest  cure  is  riot  as  rigidly  enforced  as 
before,  because  still  more  stress  is  placed  upon 
rest.  All  new  patients  are  put  to  bed  on  their 
arrival   at  the   Home  and  kept  there  until  well 


rested  and  able  to  be  aljout.  The  treatment  by 
rest  in  beds  is  also  more  employed,  many  patients 
being  put  to  bed  for  temperatures  and  other 
symptoms,  and  kept  there  until  relieved.  Tuber- 
culin has  also  been  administered  in  suitable  cases. 
It  is  not  given  as  a  routine  to  all  patients,  but 
only  to  those  whom  we  feel  can  take  it. 

There  has  been  the  usual  trouble  about  the  pa- 
tients breaking  the  rules,  and  everything  has  been 
done  to  have  the  rules  enforced.  Nothing  can  be 
accomplished  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  if 
patients  go  out  nights,  drink  to  excess  or  even 
continue  excessive  smoking.  At  present  there  is 
no  penalty  prescribed  against  smoking,  but  we  feel 
that  there  should  be.  Another  thing  is  the  dis- 
inclination of  patients  to  leave  after  they  have 
been  told  that  they  are  able  to  work  again.  Each 
one  ought  to  vacate  as  soon  as  his  health  will 
permit  in  order  to  make  room  for  some  one  who 
is  sick. 

In  looking  over  the  histories  of  the  cases  we 
find  that  most  printers  become  infected  while 
working  at  their  trade.  Very  few  have  family 
histories  of  tuberculosis  or  are  infected  outside 
of  work.  It  seems,  therefore,  that  the  union 
should  bend  its  efforts  toward  better  hygiene  for 
the  printer  and  thus  prevent  many  cases  which 
would  otherwise  come  to  the  Home.

CONCLUSION. 

During  the  year  eleven  residents  have  been  read- 
mitted. Eight  of  these  were  sanatorium  residents 
and  three  main  building.  One  main  building  resi- 
dent vacated  to  take  advantage  of  the  old  age 
pension.  One  resident  of  the  main  building  and 
one  of  the  sanatorium  were  discharged  because  of 
unsound  mind.  One  resident  of  the  sanatorium 
vacated  after  a  residence  of  one-half  day,  giving 
as  the  reason,  "loneliness."  Two  vacated  be- 
cause of  family  matters,  two  members  left  to  be 
with  their  relatives,  and  one  departed  to  avoid 
expulsion. 

During  the  year  121  residents  have  been  admit- 
ted, twenty  deaths  occurred,  seventy-one  vacated 
and  nine  were  expelled. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  ^hank  President  Lynch  and 
Secretary-Treasurer  Hays,  who,  on  behalf  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  have  given  prompt  and  courte- 
ous attention  to  all  correspondence.  I  also  wish 
to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of 
Resident  Trustee  McCaffery,  who  has  given  liber- 
ally of  his  time  and  attention  when  Home  affairs 
demanded  consideration,  /
